ATLANTA, Jan. i.—Ex-Governor Northen 
is heading a movement for a shipment of 
corn to some of the starving people of Ne- 
braska and is meeting with assurances of 
success, On Jan. 15 a long freight train 
will pull out of Atlanta laden with grain, a 
New Year’s present from the overflowing 
bins of Georgia to the empty ones of suf- 
fering Nebraska. Governor Northen has 
kept the wire warm with telegrams to the 
mayors of all of the cities and towns in 
Geergia asking them to give out of their 
abundance to the stricken families of Ne- 
braska. 

He has also sent dispatches to the rail- 
road officials of the leading roads of 
Georgia, asking them to help the good 
work by granting free transportation to 
such corn as shipped over their roads for 
the sufferers. In response to the requests 
he has received assurances from President 
Huffman of the Seaboard Air line, and 
from the Western and Atlantic, offering 
thvir freight frcilities free and such other 
assistanve as may be in their power.

ceived this morning, and the appeal went 
straight tomy heart. While money. is 
scarce, what you ask for God has bounti- 
fully blessed our country with.

MR. ROBERTS TALK. 


A Series of Evangelistic Meetings to be| A Synopsis of His Address to the 


Quincy Young Men on Sunday. 

As noted yesterday Mr. R. J. Roberts 
spoke at the Y. M. C. A. rooms Sunday. 
He said, among other things : 

What are the Bible teachings as to 
human health? ‘“‘He who lives wisely 
shall live long, shall come to his grave 
in full age, like as a shock of corn cometh 
in his season.” What is it then to live 
wisely? Let that same conservative 
volume reply, in its identical language, 
when it declares a conceded fact as to the 
means of attaining physical perfection, and 
power and skill ‘* Every man that striveth 
for the mastery (in the Olympian Games, 
in racing, wrestling, etc.,) is temperate in 
all things,” and that we might not be left 
in doubt as to what the nature of that 
temperance is, we have a word from the 
same Greek foundation in another con- 
nection. ‘* Let your moderation be known 
unto all men,” both words meaning self- 
restraint, self-command, self-government. 
This “‘temperance”’ this divine ‘* modera- 
tion ’’ is wide spreading in its application ; 
it extends to all that we eat, and drink and 
do. We are to partake of all the good 
things of life as rational beings. We are 
to eat in moderation, drink in moderation, 
sleep in moderation and exercise in moder- 
ation. In these four things consist human 
hea!th, human happiness, and human suc- 
cess, . 

One of the broadest foundations of the 
Bible is laid ,\ this remarkable saying, 
that, to a very wide extent, in Jewish 
worsbip, the means of health was a part of 
their religion. What cleanliness, rest, tem- 
perance, moderation and industry did for 
the Jews in ancient times they will do for 
us if we will obey the laws which govern 
physical and spiritual bodies. 

Man is not a body, bat a spirit clothed 
with a body. His body belongs to the 
natural worid, but he himself, or his 
spirit, belongs to the spiritual world. But 
while the spirit is contained in the body, it 
must obey its laws, which are as much 
God’s laws as those which govern the 
spirit; in fact there is no difference, for if 
aman sin against his body he is sinning 
against bis spirit at th? same time. It is 
as much a Christians duty to exercise his 
body every day as it is to say his prayers. 
And if he neglect to exercise his body and

body from suffering. 

[know of many Christian men who 
They are injuring their health 
and also their ivfluence with young men. 
Even moderate smoking bas an influence 
in reducing the strength of the strongest 
map, as tests have proven. If tobacco 
will weaken the strongest man, what will it 
do for cur weak, fast growing and hard 
studying schoo] boys. I can say after 30 
years observation, on the gymnasium floor, 
athletic field and every place where 
brawn and brain counts, that tobacco will 
win in the contest every time. It is not 
the last glass or the last cigar that makes 
one the slave to these vices, it is the first. 

There is a terrible sin that is doing the 
youth and young mauhood of our couutry 
more harm than rum, tobacco, gluttony 
overwork and laziness put together. It is 
because there are no statistics that very 
many are not aware of the extent of this 
terrible evil of the lust of the flesh, A 
writer on this subject says. Think of it, 
eight million young men in our country 
and only one twentieth leading clean lives. 
‘Lust is the most common and most 
serious vice of our youth. Where one per- 
son becomes the slave of alcoho! or tobacco 
thousands become the slaves of secret vice 
Lust claims more vic- 
tims than tobacco, rum and gluttony pat 
together; and they claim their victims by 
hundreds of thousands. Hygenic body 
building work is fighting these gigantic 
evils, and Associations that are pushing it 
ought to be supported by the church and 
home, 

Mr. Roberts, in closing showed how a 
man could take a few exercises in the 
morning, before and after rising, which 
would greatly help him in retaining good 
health. He urged all young men to join 
the gymnasium, especially emphasizing the 
need of Christians taking care of their 
bodies, for their own benefit and for the in- 
fluence they might have over others,

CITY NOT BANKRUPT. 


Where Mr. Faxon Erred in His Anti- 
Election Bombshell—Credit Good. 
To the Editor of the Daily Ledger: 

About Dec. 1, Mr. Henry H. Faxon pub- 
lished a letter in the Boston Herald and 
the Quincy LepGerR, touching upon the 
political situation in this city. The letter 
was widely circulated and the name of its 
author no doubt caused it to be widely 
read. Mr. Faxon was exceedingly anxious 
to bring about the defeat of Mr. Hodges in 
the mayoralty campaign, and used all the 
arguments within his reach to accom 
that result. I have looked in vain in the 
LEepGER and Patriot for some criticism of 
one of his appeals which was utterly 
untrue. It would seem that a citizen 
ought to be condemned when he goes out 
of his way to bring disrepute upon his 
own city. Every taxpayer and property- 
owner is injured by an attempt to injure 
the credit of the city. In these remarks 
I refer to a statement in Mr. Faxon’s letter 
which deserved immediate and severe con- 
demnation. It is as follows: ‘‘ Speedy 
action is necessary to save the city from 
banxruptcy.”’ 

Now Mr. Faxon must have known better 
than to utter such rot as that, and yet he 
was so carried away by his ardent wish to 
prevent Mr. Eaton from being Commis- 
sioner of Public Work, that he not only did 
say it, but put it into a Boston paper te 
give it a circulation thr-ughout the Sta’ 

It is such reckless statements on h' cae i 
that lead many people to pray that .dcy 
may be delivered from his public*opivions 
on business or political questions. See 
this contrast. Nov. 30 Mr. Faxon claims 
that the city is almost bankrupt, speaks of 
“our unfortunate financial condition” ete. 
Dec. 28, not a month later, the LEDGER 
has the following article : 

City Treasurer Burgin, Thursday bor. 
rowed $74,000 on a temporary loan at 2 5-8 
per cent., which was the lowest rate any 
city has borrowed within the past 60 days. 

He also sold $6,600 of bonds at 4 per 
cept., for the purchase of schoolhouse lots 
at ** The Rail” and Norfolk Downs, to E. 
Rollins & Sons for $6,735.96, 

It would seem that Mr. Faxon’s battery 
can be turned against himself. If Quincy 
was a month agoin danger of bankruptcy 
and now stands as well financially as any 
city in the State, it is plain that the elec- 
tion of Mr. Hodges was the ‘‘speedy 
action ’’ necessary.

Brings Forth a Chal'’enge From an Officer 
ef the Knights of Pythias. 


Sr. Pav, Jan. 1.—The following letter 


was mailed in this city yesterday: 
Sr. Pavr, Dec. 31. 
Rt. Rev. 8. G. Messmer, Green Bay. Wis. : 

Rr. Rev. Sta—Your interview dat d Green

GOOD PLACES DIFFICULT TO FIND. 


A Young Country Girl Tells a Pathetio 
Story In a Police Court.

‘‘Whatis the charge against her?’’ 
the justice asked. 

“She was found drunk and asleep in 
Lincoln park,’’ an officer answered. 

The justice looked at her. She looked 
down. ‘‘How old are you?’’ he asked. 

“Twenty-two, ’’ she answered. 

**Where is your home?”’ 

‘“*My home was near Mukwonago, in 
Wisconsin. I haven’t been here very 
long. I came here expecting to find of- 
fice work, but failed. I didn’t know 
where to go. I wandered about and 
finally got work in a cheap restaurant, 
and I worked there a few days for noth- 
ing and the thing failed. I don't hardly 
know how I lived after that, but I know 
that last night I was wandering about 
the streets. The air was cool, and I was 
hungry. There was no place open for 
me, and I went intoa saloon. I knewit 
was wrong to go into the place, but 
where was I to go? I know that there 
are places for girls to go, where food 
and beds are provided for them, but 
they are always far off, while the saloon 
is always at hand. You have to hunt to 
find the good places, but the bad ones 
stand always infront of you. I don’t 
know why this should be so, but it is. 
A number of men were iu the saloon 
drinking, and one of them, sitting ata 
table, told me to sit down and havea 
drink. I told him that I wanted noth- 
ing to drink, but that I should like to 
have something to eat. He ordered 
something, and I ate it, and then he in- 
sisted until I drank a glass of beer. I 
don’t know how many glasses I drank, 
but I know that it must have been a 
good many, for I recollect trying to 
dance. I sang old fashioned country 
songs, aud they made me drink more. 
I don’t know when I left them. The 
next thing I knew I was shaken by a 
policeman in the park.’’ 

It was a long time before the justice 
said anything. He sat looking at the 
girl, at her torn gown, at the leaves in 
her hair. 

‘You don’t want to be a bad woman, 
do you?’’ he asked. 

She looked up at him with a swift, 
surprised glance, and tears were in her 
eyes. ‘‘No, sir,’’ shesaid. ‘‘What I 
have seen of bad life makes me hate it. 
I know that I’m not very smart, but I 
can work if I have the chance.’’ 

‘“‘And you shall have the chance,’’ 
the justice answered. ‘‘Sit down over 
there. ’’ ; 

“‘Are you going to send me to jail?”’ 

‘‘No, I’m going to send you out to 
my house, and I hope that hereafter 
you'll not find the good places so far 
away and the bad ones so close at hand.’

"FOR PARTIAL RELIEF. 


Leaders Desire Immediate 
Financial Legislation. 


Political 


NO ASSURANCE GIVEN CARLISLE 


That DemocraticSenators Will 
Endorse His Measure. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 1.—There has been 
considerable talk about the probability of 
an extra session of the Fifty-fourth con- 
gress. This discussion hasa speculative 
basis, but is indicative of the apprehension 
prevailing in the public mind of the ina- 
bility of the present congress to supply 
legislation that will restore confidence, re- 
vive trade and strengthen the treasury. 

So far as the leaders of the two political 
parties in congress are concerned, they do 
not want an extra session, and it is cer- 
tainly not desired by the president. But 
if nothing should be done within the next 
two months to enact some legislation for 
the remedy of existing evils, the calling of 
the Fifty-fourth congress in extraordinary 
sessicn may become an imperative neces- 
sity. 

With leaders of the two parties hostile 
to an extra session, nday tvenia“; | 
nizing the urgent nt..ettended as it 
legislation relating to the cure 
nary business sagacity, freed from parti.t- 
maneuvering, ought to result in an agree- 
ment on some measure which would re- 
ceive the support of a majority of the 
membership of the house. 

It is evident that the contemplation of 
an extra session of the Fifty-fourth con- 
gress is discomforting to Republicans. 
They do not desire that the responsibility 
for financial legislation should be sud- 
denly thrust upon them. If it could be 
postponed until the time for the regular 
assembling in December, 1895, the Re- 
publicans would be better prepared to as- 
sume responsibility at that time. With 
this feeling prevalent among Republican 
leaders, and with Democrats averse to an 
extra session on many accounts, rests the 
hope that something may be evolved 
which will bring partial relief. 

How Carlisle Feels About It. 

Secretary Carlisle thinks that some kind 
of currency reforin measure will pass the 
house. The amendments to his bill con- 
tained in the substitute proposition, he 
thinks, have strengthened the measure 
very much on the Democratic side. 

The Democratic leaders, including 
Speaker Crisp, Representatives Catchings 
and Wilson, chairman of the ways and 
means committee, and other prominent 
influential Democrats, are doing their ut- 
most to accomplish some financial legis- 
lation in order that the party may have 
that much, at least, to its credit when 
congress adjourns, 

Secretary Carlisle remarked yesterday 
that he did not feel very sanguine of se- 
curing satisfactory currency reform or 
financial legislation in the senate. Thus 
far he had been unable to get any assur- 
ance whatever. The Democratic members 
of the flnance committee and their asso- 
ciatesin the senate informed him that 
they desired to wait the action of the house 
on the currency bill now pending in that 
body. 

If it werea measure that would enlarge 
the currency and give all the states uni- 
form banking facilities, the Democratic 
leaders, including members of the finance 
committee, were inclined to believe that 
it would pass the senate, but that no half- 
way measure providing for two kinds of 
currency, a national and state bank sys- 
tem, would meet the approval of the Dem- 
ocrats in that body. 

The Democratic senators who blocked 
the passage of the Wilson tariff bill, 
namely, Gorman, Brice, Smith and Cam- 
den, and who defeated that measure, have 
already intimated that no currency meas- 
ure will be passed by this congress. If 
these senators stand by their declarations, 
no financial legislation can pass that body. 


Struck Bad Weather. 

TARPAULIN COVE, Mass., Jan. 1.—The 
schooner Belle O'Neil, Captain Dunton, 
from Pascagoula for Fall River, had to put 
to sea three times on account of the severe 
weather, und will now tow to her desti- 
nation.

MUST HAVE FAIR PLAY. 
Cincinnati Judge Feels That He Is Bound 
to Protect Prisoners’ Lives. 

CINcINNATI, Jan. 1.—Judge Buchwalter 
yesterday refused to surrender Rev. A. H. 
Hampton, acolored minister, to Deputy 
Sheriff Perrin of Lebanon, Ky., until he 
had assurance that the man would be pro- 
tected from any mob. Hampton was for- 
merly a teacher at Whitewood, Ky., and 
had some words with J. C. Durham, 4 


were stealing the latter’s fruit. Hampton 
shot Durham, but not fatally, and fled. 

Deputy Sheriff Perrin, 4 relative of Dur- 
ham, arrested Hampton Sunday night 
while preaching at Avondale. After an 
exciting time, he was yesterday brought 
before Judge Buchwalter on extradition 
papers. Hampton said he was willing to 
go back if assured a fair trial. He had 
received letters warning him his life was 
not safe. A colored man and a colored 
boy had been lynched there, and he would 
be strung up by a mob if taken back by 
Deputy Sheriff Perrin. 

“J have sent two men back lately,” said 
Judge Buchwalter, ‘‘one to Georgia and 
one to Kentucky. Although the offense 
of the latter was only shooting at some- 
body, he was lynched by a mob. I de- 
termined then I would never send another 
prisoner south unless I had assurance he 
would be protected from a mob and given 
a fair trial. I must have a letter ‘trom 
Governor Brown and the sheriff of your 
county to that effect.” 


Police Investigating. 

Fat. RIvER, Mass., Jan. 1.—Catherine 
Sullivan, aged 45, died last night. Hor 
husband, James Sullivan, is held by the 
police pending further investigation. Ac- 
cording to Sullivan and his 10-year-old 
son, Mrs. Sullivan tried to go downstairs 
about 10:30 o’clock to get some beer. They 
were both in bed, but were aroused by the 
noise of some one falling downstairs. 
Sullivan says he got up and brought his 
wife back to the kitchen. She was then 
unconscious and. bleediug freely at the 
back of the head. Dr. Kelly was unable 
to bring the woman back to consciousness, 
and she died in convulsions. Sullivan is 
very well known. People acquainted with 
him say he is a very peaceable man.

THE NEXT COUNCIL. 


Number Eight of a Series of Sketches 
of the Councilmen Elect. 

Councilman Adams who has been re- 
elected for another year 1s one of the most 
promising members of our Legislative 
branch. During the past year he has 
served on the important committee on 
Finance, and the special committee on 
Industries which never reported. 

Charles F, Adams, 21, is a descendant of 
a distinguished family, his great-grand- 
father, John Quincy Adams, and great- 
great-grandfather, Jobn Adams, have been 
Presidents of these United States. His 
grandfather was once a candidate for the 
Vice-Presidency, and later Minister to 
England. His father was a distinguished 
citizen, serving many years as Moderator 
of the Quincy town meeting, on the School 
board and in otber positions. 

Councilman Adams was born in this 
city, August 2, 1866. He studied in 
Quincy, but was fitted for Harvard in Hop- 
kinson’s school. He eutered college in the 
fall of 1884, and was graduated in 1888. 
He was president of his class, prominent 
in the clubs, and a member of the A. D 
Alpha Delta Phi, Inostitute and Hasty 
Padding. He was coach of his class crew 
during the sophomore and junior years. 
He took to, rowing and was coach of the 
’varsity crew two years ago when Harvard 
beat Yale so badly. 

Mr. Adams and his brother George have 
been very prominent in yachting circles, 
They began racing in 1875, in the Dande- 
lion, and later purchased the Cricket. 
Then they struck out on bigger craft and 
their success with the Papoose, Gossoon, 
Beatrix and Harpoon are familiar. Coun- 
cilman Adams is the helmsman of the pair 
and his judgment generally governs. He 
is a thorough sailsman. 

Mr. Adams was graduated from the 
Harvard Law school with distinction in 
1891 and is now in the law firm with Judge

VOICE OF WOMEN 


Raised In Behalf of the Shoe Workers on 
Strike at Haverhil). 


HAVERBILL, Mass., Jan. 2.—The demon- 
stration of the strikers of this city last 
night was by far the largest ef its kind 
ever held here. Five or 6000 strikers and 
their sympathizers paraded the principal 
streets, almost every parader carrying 
either an American, French or Italian 
flag or a transparency. Fireworks and 
decorations greeted the men as they 
marched and the sidewalks were crowded 
with interested spectators. 

The procession made its way to the city 
hall, where a grand mass meeting was 
held, addressed by J. M. Cary, prominent 
labor leader of this city; Miss Frances E 
Willard, Lady Henry Somerset, Mrs. 
Henry Hicks of London and others. Sev- 
eral overflow meetings were held at the 
same time in various places. 

J.M. Cary presided at the city hall 
meeting. He reviewed the situation and 
said that the greetings which had been 
given the strikers earlier in the evening 
showed that the sympathy of the citizens 
is with themPin spite of the positive as- 
sertions of the manufacturers to the con- 
trary. 

Miss Willard was loudly cheered. She 
urged the women to continue their work 
of organization. She expressed sympathy 
with the working people and advised 
them in their struggle for their rights to 
maintain the respect of their fellow men, 
which could be accomplished in no better 
way thun by the absolute refusal to have 
anything to do with intoxicants. 

Lady Somerset said that while she was 
unable to discuss the local aspect of this 
matter, she knew that the strikers were 
making a fight for manhood and woman- 
hood, and urged them to stand out per- 
sistently against the greatest tyrant the 
world has ever known—the modern cap- 
italist. She made an eloquent appeal for 
trade union among women, and told what 
it had accomplished for women in Eng- 
land. 

Mrs. Hicks spoke of the working peo- 
ple’s condition in England, and expressed 
her sympathy with such movements to 
better their conditions everywhere. Local 
labor leaders followed these speakers, and 
the meeting closed amid the greatest en- 
thusiasm. 


“Honor Among Thieves.” 

PitTrsBuURG, Kan., Jan. 2.—Six inmates 
of the city jail escaped Monday night by 
digging through the outside wall of the 
corridor, went to Litchfield, about five 
miles away, and spent the night in drink- 
ing and celebrating the advent of the new 
year. Five of them hired a carriage and 
returned yesterday to the jail to complete 
their sentences. They were all pretty 
drunk, 


Many Hungry Families. 

New York, Jan. 2.—New Year's day 
brought no encouragement or relief to the 
distressed cloakmakers of New York. 
Their funds have long since been ex- 
hausted, and there are many hungry fam- 
ilies. The cloakmakers’ headquarters were 
crowded with men and women in search of 
food, but the supply was utterly inade- 
quate to feed one-fourth of the applicants. 


Tariff to Be Revised. 

MADRID, Jan. 2.—The queen regent yes- 
terday signed a decree appointing a com- 
mission to revise the Cuban and Porto 
Rican tariffs. The commission is composed 
of members representing all the political 
parties in Cuba, a number of Spanish 
merchants trading with Caba and officials 
of the ministry of the colonies. 


Fifteen Thousand Were Killed. 

Boston, Jan. 2.—A letter just received 
in this city from a point near the scene of 
the recent outrages in eastern Turkey 
places the number of slaughtered Arme- 
nians at fully 15,000.

Barrett Scoti, a Thieving County 
Treasurer, Waylaid and Lynched. 


JUSTICE WORKED T90 SLOWLY 


To Suit the Tempers of In- 
censed Nebraska Farmers. 


O'NEILL, Neb., Jan. 2.—The defaulting 
treasurer of Holt county, Barrett Scott, 
was hanged by a mob Monday night. He 
was captured about midnightin a lonely 
part of the county north of this city. 

He was returning with his wife, baby, 
hired man, named John Schmidt, and a 
Miss McWharter from a trip to relatives, 
about 13 miles from O'Neill, when six 
masked men sprang from the roadside, 
where they had been concealed, and, cov- 
ering the carriage with Winchesters, or- 
dered Scott to surrender. 

Scott seized the reins and attempted to 
drive over the men. The musked men 
then fired into the carriage, killing the 
horses and shooting Scott in the neck and 
wounding Miss McWharter, though not 
seriously. ‘The first party was then joined 
by a larger force, which had been placed 
across the road farther on to intercept the 
carriage, had it escaped the first volley. 

Scott and Schmidt were taken from the 
vehicle, blindfolded, and thrown into a 
wagon, and the ladies were told to go on. 
Schmidt and Scott were taken to a sod 
house in the northwestern part of the 
county. Schmidt was afterward released 
with the injunction to leave the country. 
Scott was hanged, as the tarmers were 
terribly incensed over his work. 

Scott Has a Bad Record. 

Scott’s defalcation as county treasurer 
of Holt county, his flight to Mexico, his 
subsequent arrest, the strong fight made 
against his extradition, his return in 
irons, incarceration, trial, conviction, sen- 
tence, appeal and release on bonds two 
weeks ago, have been told at length from 
time to time since a year ago lust August, 
when the discovery of his criminality was 
first made public. 

Scott’s troubles began in January, 1892, 
at the close of his first term, when he was 
asked to allow the commissioners to see 
how his books showed in his hands. 
He did not have the money on band, there 
being but $7347 in the vault when the 
commissioners made their first’ visit. 
They then gave Scott 10 days in which to 
make the showing, and money was se 
cured from Omaha for that purpose. 

When the borrowed money was shipped 
out the next day, and the board learned of 
it, and that $75 was paid for the use of it, 
an investigation was started and Scott 
was removed from office. 

It was ascertained by the conimissioners 
in June of that year, some time after the 
beginning of litigation, that a number of 
the sureties on Scott's bonds 

Were Transferring Their Poperty, 
and he was notified that he must secure 
additional bonds. This he failed to dv. 
When the board met again, it declared 
the office vacant, and appointed R. J. 
Hayes, a Republican, to take the place in 
June, 1892. 

Scott refused to surrender, and Hayes 
began mandamus proceedings to get pos 
session of the office. The case went to the 
district court, where it was hung up fora 
year awaiting the decision of the supreme 
court in the case started a few months be- 
fore, and it was not definitely acted upon 
until after Scott had gone to Mexico. 

Judge Marshall of the Fremont district 
was invited by Judge Kincaid to pass upon 
it, and he declared Scott removed from 
office. 

When the Holt county bank failed on 
June 2, 1892, Scott asserted that there was 
about $40,000 of the county funds tied up 
there, but after statements were made by 
the bank officials he gradually modified 
the amount to $20,000. The statements of 
the bank examiner and receiver were to 
the effect that the sum was but $14,000, 
and of this amount $7000 was deposited by 
Scott 

To His Private Account. 

After Scott had been jailed at O'Neill, 
machinery wus set in motion to effect his 
release, Habeas corpus proceedings failed. 
His bail was originally fixed at €13,000, 
but was later raised by Judge Kincaid to 
$75,000. This amount was asserted to be 
excessive, but the court refused to lower 
it. Recourse to the supreme court gave 
no relief, and finally, after Scott had been 
nominally in jail for several months, he was 
liberated on bail. 

His case was taken to Antelope county 
on a change of venue, and the Just report 
resulted in his conviction and sentence to 
five years’ imprisonment. Pendinganap- 
peal, his bond was #70,000. This he could 
not secure, and the case was taken to the 
state supreme court. On Dee. 6, that body 
decided that the bond was excessive and 
reduced the amou nt to $40,000. In a day 
or two Scott secured the necessary bonds- 
men and was released on bail.

A WONDERFUL LIGHT. 


It Will Give IMumination Equal to About 
250,000,000 Candle Power. 

The idea of an electric light which, 
fed by a current from a dynamo actuat- 
ed by a 40 horsepower engine and giv- 
ing 7,000 candle power, can have its il- 
luminating power intensified 85,000 
times is not easy to grasp. It means the 
projection of a stream of light of about 
250,000,000 candle power, and it is no 
wonder that the announcement that 
such a light is about to be used in this 
country has been received with some 
incredulity in Europe. Yet this is the 
efficiency of the light which will be 
shortly erected at Fire island for the 
illumivation of the adjacent coast and 
the protection of the fleet of ships en- 
tering New York harbor. 

A remote suggestion of the power of 
this lamp may be arrived at by bearing 
in mind that an ordinary oil lamp is 
about 38 or 40 candle power and then 
trying to imagine the combined beam 
of 3,000,000 lamps. The ordinary elec- 
tric street light may be put down at 100 
candle power, and 250,000 of these 
would represent the strength of the Fire 
island light. 

The most powerful oil lamp yet made 
is supposed to shine out on aclear night 
for a distance of 35 or 40 miles, but the 
new light will flash its welcome rays 
to the incoming European liners when 
they are 120 miles away. The light re- 
volves rapidly and throws out its beams 
with the intensity of speed of lightning. 
The motive power which actuates it is 
asimple clockwork arrangement con- 
tained in a box 2 feet square, and 
although the revolving portion of the 
light weighs 15 tons the mechanism 
controlling it is so delicate that the 
pressure of two fingers will turnit.

Mysore Infants Must Not Marry. 

The maharajah of Mysore has :esolved 
to put down by an act of the leyislature 
the custom of infant marriage among 
his subjects. A bill to that effect was 
published last year. After a good deal 
of discussion the measure has now as- 
sumed a definiteshape and form. When 
the act is enforced, any person causing 
or abetting infant marriages or any per- 
ton of 18 or over 18 marrying an infant 
girl will be punished with. imprison- 
ment of either description, which may 
extend to two years, or with fine or 
with both. The same punishment is 
prescribed for any man who, having 
completed 50 years of age, marries a 
girl under 14 years. Six months’ impris- 
obnment or fine or both will be meted 
out to the abetter or abetters of this 
offense. All girls under 8 years of age 
will be considered as infants under this 
law. —London Standard.

WEIGH wiTH THEIR EYES. 


Often Use Scales, 

The dealers in livestock who buy and 
ell the thousands of cattle, hogs and 
iheep which are daily handled at the 
3ourbon stockyards must be expert in 
messing the weight of a live animal at 
sglance. In conversation with a well 
known stockman a few days ago he ex- 
dlained why this is necessary: 

“It would be impossible to weigh the 
xattle in mapy cases because of the im- 
nense labor involved aud the length of 
ime it would take, while the market 
price, which is subject to constant fluc- 
mations, might easily vary from its 
bighest to its lowest limit while we 
were weighing the qnimals in one of 
yur big scales. For instance, today, 
which has been the biggest day of the 
year thus far, there have been received at 
the Bourbon yards over 2,400 head of 
zattle and about 6,000 hogs. Suppose 
we had to drive all of those upon the 
scales to ascertain their weight? There 
are dozens of #ld stock men who can in- 


spect a herd of animals and form an es- 
timate of their average weight which 


will be readily accepted by purchasers as 
she basis of a trade. 

‘In a test case which was made some 
time since aman who has had a life- 
long experience in buying and selling a 
herd of cattle, after inspecting a herd 
pf 500 animals, guessed their average 
weight within one-third of a pound of 
\he actual figure ascertained by weigh- 
ing the cattle individually. The feat 
was accomplished by Mr. Ben D. Offutt 
of this county and is not so extraordina- 
ry as it appears, because similar in- 
stances of expert ‘guessing’ occur here 
every day.’’—Louisville Courier-Jour- 
gal

ASORROWFUL CROWD 


Watched the Landing of the Body of 
Canada’s Dead Statesman. 


SERVICES ABOARD THE BLENHEIM. 


Sir John Thompson’s Body Ly- 
ing In State at Halifax. 


HALIFAX, Jan. 2.—H. M. S. Blenheim, 
conveying the remains of Sir John 
Thompson from Portsmouth, Eng., was 
signalled off the mouth of the harbor at 
10:45 yesterday morning, and the signal, 
& British ensign with white pennant 
above a blue ball in the center, was run 
up on the citadel staff. When the big 
cruiser arrived off Fort York redoubt, the 
outermost fortification of the harbor, the 
cannon, high upon the rocky caverns of 
stern sentinel, boomed forth a salute of 
minute guns. 

Hardly had they ceased when the salute 
was taken up by the forts on McNab’s 
island and next by Fort Georges on 
Georges island, in the center of the har- 
bor. The Blenheim steamed silently to 
anchorage off the ordnance wharf, where 
& large number of official people had gath- 
ered. There was a heavy fall of rain all 
day, and the situation for those watching 
the arrival of the funeral warship was as 
unpleasant as could well be imagined. 

The moment the warship came to a 
standstill, the imperial army transport, 
with Colonel North, adjutant general of 
the imperial forces in North America, ac- 
companied by Rev. Dr. Murphy and 
Father Moriarity, steamed out from the 
ordnance wharf. The Dominion govern- 
ment steamer Argus left about the same 
time from Queen’s wharf. 

The anchor of the Blenheim went 
splashing into the water at 12 o'clock. 
Rey. Dr. Murphy and Father Moriarity 
immediately repaired to the mortuary 
chamber, where the liberaand accompany- 
ing prayers were recited. ‘The sons of the 
late premier were the only others present. 

On Board the Blenheim. 


The draping of the Blenheim’s mortuary 
chamber was very plain, black and silver 
trimmings. On the foot of the coffin was 
her majesty’s wreath, wigh a card in her 
own handwriting. In -addition to the 
electric lights in the cabin, were four 
candles burning, two at each side near the 
ends of the casket. At the head there was 
a crucifix standing two or three feet above 
the coffin. 

After consultation with the warship’s 
officers, Colonel North issued an order 
that the remains would not be removed 
till 2 o’clock, instead of 12 noon, as first 
intended. The thousands who thronged 
the wharves in the drenching rain soon 
dispersed, and gathered again in full force 
at the appointed hour. 

Sharp at2 o'clock 10 sailors bore the 
coffin up the companion way. The bugle 
sounded the assembly, and all hands mus- 
tered on deck as the casket was borne out. 
fhe Blenheim’s band commenced the 
Dead March in Saul, and the first gun of a 
royal salute boomed out. At the saime 
time the marines of the Lily presented 
arms, and every headon the Blenheim 
was bared. 

On arriving at the ordnance wharf the 
same 10 sailors placed the coffin on the 
gun carriage in waiting and the proces- 
sion to the provincial parliament building 
was commenced. On arriving at the par- 
liament building the casket was removed 
to the lying-in state chamber by 10 non- 
commissioned officers of the imperial 
forces. 

The body will lie in state until this even- 
ing, when it will be removed to St. Mary’s 
cathedral, where the funeral services will 
be held tomorrow, the interment to take 
place in Holy Cross cemetery immediately 
afterward. 


Killed on a Fitchburg Crossing. 

KEENE, N. H., Jan. 2.—As the 6:03 train 
on the Fitchburg railroad was coming in 
last evening a sleigh containing Charles 
Brooks, aged 60, his daughter, Ada, aged 
about 25, and Tennis Bergeron, a boy 
about 15, attempted to cross the tracks at 
the Water street crossing, when the en- 
gine struck the sleigh squarely, throwing 
it and its occupants nearly 100 feet, killing 
all three instantly, although the horse es- 
caped. ewe 5

LAGZOR AND CAPITAL 


The Topic Discussed by John Burns Be- 
fore a Boston Audience. 

Boston, Jan. 3 —Faneuil hall was 
crowded last night on the occasion of a re- 
ception and mass meeting to John Burns, 
the English labor advocate, and hundreds 
had to be turned away. Mr. Burns said: 

“The cause of the trade unions is as 
great as theirs. Ours is not a battle of 
race, color or creed, but we are asking and 
demanding for a better condition of things, 
not only for the 70,000,000 in America, but 
for every man and woman in the entire 
world. Boston, Washington, New York 
and Chicago can each supply the same 
premonitory symptoms of vice, crime, 
present degradation; men willing to 
work, but unable to get it; vagrants 
robbed and produced by the Vanderbilts. 

“With these condition of affairs we must 
come together, we must combine, so that 
this present condition must be stopped. 
We have been told that the money ques- 
tion is one of the features of this problem 
which wilLhelp solve the labor question, 
but I tell you, friends, that either under a 
golden kingdom or a silver republic the 
workingman can be bitten by a gold bug 
or his blood sucked by a silver flea.

THE BAD BO IN SCHOOL. 


A Writer Tells of His Influence Upon 
Other Papils. 
Editor of the Daily Ledger : 


Can you spare a little space in your 
columns for a few thoughts occasioned by 
the schoo!-boy scrimmage and assau't 
reported recently? 

About the boy who is now under arrest, 
the writer knows absolu'ely nothing; this 
lever isnot meant to apply to him in 
particu'ar. 

It would seem that the policy of tbe 
schools here in Quincy is altogether too 
lenient toward the bad boy. Mischievous 
boys, whispering boys, thoughtless boys, 
careless boys, all these should be borne 
with, reasoned with and excused, over and 
over again, but whena boy is not only 
mischievous, a whisperer, thoughtless 
and careless, bu’ is also cruel.and a Jiar, a 
breaker of rules and a disturber of the 
peace, patie ice ceases io be a virtue and 
such a boy should be summarily removed 
from companionship with decent young 
people. 

The good children bave some rights in 
our schools. It takes morecf a teacher's 
time and strength to deal with one bad 
boy, than to order her school and teach 
forty-nine average children. Then again, 
one bad boy can and does influerce a 
whole school ina bad way. Among fifty 
children there are always a few whose 
inclination areaway from the right, and 
the bad boy often makes of potential evil, 
real evil. Among the fifty, again, are 
always a few who are pot wicked, but 
weak, and those the bad boy is sure to 
lead. 

The average children and the good 
children, if they escape so far as to showin 
their behavior no visible sign of the bad 
boy's influenc2, are nevertheless injured 
by it inasmuch as they daily lose an 
appreciable amount of the teacher's care 
aud attention lost fromthe general school 
work on account of the disciplinary work 
made necessary by the bad boy and those 
who follow his lead.

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ANOTHER BOND ISSUE 


May Be Necessary Unless Congress 
Helps the Administration. 


REVENUE MAKES A POOR SHOWING 


Has Generally Fallen Far Be- 
hind Expectations. 


. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 3.—President Cleve- 
land, Secretary Carlisle and the leading 
Democrats of both houses who were in- 
strumental in securing the passage of the 
tariff bill have maintained that as soon 
as the bill was fairly in operation it would 
produce ample revenue to meet all ex- 
penditures of the government. 

Nearly all of the provisions of the bill 
have been in operation three months, and 
from Jan. lallof the provisions are now 
in full force. 

Instead of an increase of receipts from 
customs and internal revenue, there has 
been from the beginning of its operations 
a gradual falling off of receipts from the 
principal sources where it was expected 
there would be a largeincrease. From 
the three items which it was expected— 
namely, whisky, sugar and income tax— 
would come largely increased receipts, the 
government in the two former have 
scarcely recelyed any revenue whatever. 

In the treasury forecast of probable rev- 
enue for the next fiveor six months a 
large amount was expected from the sugar 
duty. The vast store of that article which 
was imported in advance of the passage of 
the new law is by no means exhausted, 
and it is believed it will furnish the re- 
finers an abundant store for several 
months yet, so that the government is not 
likely for some time yet to get very much 
revenue from that source. 

Very little revenue is expected during 
the next six months by treasury experts 
from distilled spirits, owing to the large 
amount of withdrawals of whisky from 
bond when the 90-cent tax was still in ef- 
fect. 

The government, therefore, is practi- 
cally receiving no revenue from distilled 
spirits. The commissioner of internal 
revenue confirms this, and remarked yes- 
terday that he was certain that any rey- 
enue from that source could not reason- 
ably be expected for nearly a year. ‘Uhere 
was, he added, no present indication that 
any of the spirits put into bond under the 
new tariff law will be withdrawn for early 
consumption. The receipts from the in- 
come tax, if that shall not be declared un- 
constitutional before it can go into effect, 
are entirely problematical. 

What Shall Be Done? 

The important question, therefore, 
ing agitated already in 
circles as to what, under the circum- 
stances, should be done to increase the 
revenue and put astop atas early day as 
possible to the constant shrinkage of the 
gold reserve, which is daily being used to 
meet the current expenses of the govern- 
ment. 

Secretary Carlisle does not hesitate to 
say that as things are now going it seems 
very probable that another sale of bonds 
will be necessary to again replenish the 
gold reserve, unless congress shall enact 
the desired remedial legislation. No one 
here, not even Secretary Carlisle, is will- 
ing to admit that the adoption of proposed 
currency legislation is likely to relieve the 
emburrassed condition of the treasury. 

Even if congress should pass the meas- 
ure that the secretary desires, he admitted 
before the banking and currency commit- 
tee that it would be several years before 
the government would realize any marked 
benefit from it. 

Both the president and Secretary Car- 
lisle are now of the opinion that more revy- 
enue must be provided by the present con- 
gress unlessthe government is to rely 
upon repeated sales of bonds for current 
expenditures. ‘This fact has been privately 
communicated by these two high officials 
to some of their intimate political friends. 
Itis not unlikely, therefore, that Secre- 
tary Carlisle may ask congress to imme- 
diately furnish him with additional rey- 
enue. 

Treasury officials are convinced that the 
new tariff bill, even if the income tax is 
collectible, and shall prove to be effective, 
will not yield adequate revenue. The sit- 
uation, therefore, is becoming critical. 

The attitude of the Democrats of both 
houses, that Secretary Carlisle has no 
right or authority to issue bonds, and to 
use the proceeds for the current expendi- 
tures of the government, renders the sit- 
uation very embarrassing to the adminis- 
tration.

The Public Debt, 


The monthly statement of the public 
debt, issued from the treasury department 
yesterday, shows that on Dee. 31, 1894, the 
public debt, less cash in the treasury, 
amounted to $10,908,695, an increase for 
the month of 831,320,775. 

Following is a recapitulation of the debt: 


Interest-bearing debts, #579,168,130;  in- 
crease during the month, $40,025,100; 
debt on which interest has ceased since 


maturity, €1,825,800, decrease during the 
month, #1130; debt bearing no interest, 
€383,247,345, increase during the month, 
§126,780; total debt, $1,654, 375,879, of which 
€590,134,104 are certificates and treasury 
notes, offset by an equal amount of cash 
tn the treasury. 

The cash in the treasury is classified as 
follows: Gold, $189,606,354; silver, €504,- 
085,456; paper, $122,014,759. General ac- 
count, disbursing officers’ balances, etc., 
€16,197,719. Totals, $€782,754,289, against 
which there are demand liabilities amount- 
ing to $629,416,709, leaving a cash balance 


of $153,337,579, of which $86,244,445 is gold 
reserve. 
Advices received from the New York 


sub-treasury states that $1,500,000in gold 
was withdrawn yesterday for export, 
which, with the $800,000 withdrawn last 
Saturday, leaves the true amount of the 
gold reserve today $83,944 445.

BAY STATE LEGISLATURE 


ts and Elects A!l the Republican Offi- 
cers of Last Year. 

Bostox, Jan. 38. — The Massachusetts 
general court of 1895 convened yesterday, 
each branch in the chamber hicherto oc- 
cupied, and the members-elect qualified 
according to prescribed regulations. 

All the legislative officers of last year 
wers re-elected, with practically no op- 
position. Speaker Meyer, in his address, 
declared for biennial elections. The ses- 
sion of the house is the last to be held in 
the old chamber, and the occasion was 
recognized by oratorical exercises. 

William M. Butler, the senior member- 
elect, called the senate to order, and after 
the senators-elect had been qualified by 
the governor, Mr: Butler was chosen presi- 
dent of the senate, receiving all of the 38 
votes cast. 

Henry D. Coolidge of Concord was re- 
elected clerk, and William H. Sanger of 
Boston was appointed his assistant. 

J.G. B. Adams was unanimously re- 
elected sergeant-at-arms. By unanimous 
vote Rev..Edward Dowse of Sherborn was 
re-elected chaplain. 

Resolutions on the death of Hon. Oliver 
Shaw, senator-elect froma the Second Mid- 
dlesex district, were adopted. 

The housewas called to order by Mr. 
St. John of Haverhill, who on taking the 
chair alluded to the fact that when first a 
member of the house in 1866 he represented 
what is now the Twenty-first Worcester 
district, a district represented last year by 
Dr. Henry Y. Simpson, who was re-elected 
to this legislature, but died Monday. 

Mr. St. John advised the members that 
if they will during the session speak to the 
merits of all questions and avoid attempts 
atrhetoric there may be an adjournment 
in four months, At the conclusion of the 
remarks of Mr. St. John, prayer was o!- 
fered by Rev. William S. White of Fox 
boro, a member-elect. 

The roll of members-elect showed 220 
members present out of 240. 

Governor Greenhalge and the council 
were announced, and the former adminis 
tered the oath of oflive to the members, 
one member, Mr. Macomber of Westport, 
affirming. 

For speaker 232 votes were cast, of which 
231 were for George von L. Meyer of Bos- 
ton. On taking the chair Mr. Meyer made 
an address, thanking the members for the 
compliment paid him and outlining the 
course of the legislature for the ensuing 
term. 

Atthe conclusion of the speaker's ad 
dress, the voting for clerk was begun. The 
committee reported 217 votes cast; neces 
sary to a choice, 190. Elward A. Me 
Laughlin had 198, and he was declared 
elected. 

The committee reported 2i6 votes tast 
for sergeant-at arms, all of which were for 
Captain John G. B. Adams of Lynn. 

Rey. D. W. Waldron was elected chap- 
lain of the house by acclamation. 

The speaker appointed as a committee 
on rules, the speaker, and Messrs. Mellen 
Myers, Bailey, Wentworth, Jones, Phelps 
and Lowell. 

On motion of Mr. Roe, the house voted 
that when it adjourns it adjourn to meet 
in the new hall of representatives in the 
state house extension.

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law of 1844 and previous enactments have 
been presented, covering 500 miles of 
roads. Work has been commenced on 50 
miles of road in 80 different cities and 
towns. The hearings given by the board 
in every county have been largely at- 
tended. A great expenditure may seem to 
be required, the cost of construction run- 
ning from $2500 to $10,000 a mile, but your 
wisdom must determine the appropria- 
tions necessary and proper for this great 
and beneficent work. I merely suggest 
thatthe more ponderous and expensive 
machinery of road—making, as steam 
rollers, stone crushers, etc., be owned by 
the commonwealth, and Tet to the towns 
on reasonable terms as occasion requires. 
Cattle Commission and Tubercalosis, 

The vast importance of the work now 
undertaken under the law of 1894 by the 
cattle commission cannot be over-rated. A 
great crisis confronts us. It is not confined 
to the commonwealth—it is a problem 
which demands solution from the civilized 
world. 

Vigorous yet well-directed action is 
nesessary. ‘lhe health of the community 
must be protected. Where the interests of 
property claim our attention as opposed to 
the interests of persons, the interests of 
persons must be our first care. Yet both 
interests must be secured and promoted as 
far as possible by wise and conservative 
measures, 

Somewhat extravagant ideas are preva- 
lent as to the extent and method of the 
work done. 

The whole number of animals examined 
since the law of 1894 went into effect up 
to Dec. 15, 1804, was 6392; of these, 810 
were condemned and killed as tubercu- 
lous. The compensation on the basis of 
half the value for those killed amounted 
to $15,280.45. Thecommissioners find that 
en the island of Nantucket less than 1 
(.97) per cent of the cattle were tubercu- 
lous out of 618 animals examined, and 
their judgment is that of all the cattle in 
the commonwealth not more than 10 per 
cent are thus affected. The alarming 
spread of tuberculosis is confined in a 
large measure to the last 10 years. ‘The 
vigorous and systematic measures now 
adopted are similar to those employed 
when pleuro-pneumonia invaded Massa- 
chusetts. Canada, New York, the other 
New England states, Pennsylvania, Ohio, 
New Jersey and Nebraska and several 
other states are proceeding upon similar 
lines to those followed here, with some 
differences in methods of quarantine and 
in the matter of compensation. In Such 
legislation as may be enacted, I] know 
that your wisest care and best judgment 
will be exercised, and that no backward 
step will be taken. 

State Prison, 

The condition of the state prison is 
greatly improved,—in discipline, morale, 
health, and in financial results accruing 
from prison industries. The new wing for 
refractory prisoners is al:nost completed. 
The industries, expenditures and general 
management are believed to be now regu- 
lated by sound business judgment and by 
humanitarian principles. A careful ex- 
amination of the financial statement of 
the warden will show during the present 
year a net saving of more than $30,000. 

The health bulletin is not only satisfac- 
fry. but instructive and encouraging. 
‘here are at this time (Dec. 28, 1894) two 
men sick in the hospital with consump- 
tion, in all probability contracted before 
they entered the prison. One inmate broke 
his arm on the 27th inst. (December). ‘The 
remaining cases, less than 10, are those of 
inen slightly indisposed. During the last 
three years there were cases admitted to 
{he hospital for minor complaints as _ fol- 
lows: 1892, 94 cases, total number of in- 
mates, 649; 1893, 102 cases, total number of 
inmates, 669; 1894, 109 cases, total number 
of inmates, 667. In 1892, the deaths num- 
bered 2; in 1898 (onea suicide), 3; in 1894, 
#. Inthe year 1894 the causes of death 
were cancer of the stomach, tuberculosis, 
as shot wound and chronic nephritis. 

“hese statistics would geem to prove that, 
fo far as bodily health is concerned, the 
management and discipline of the prison 
are favorable to health and life. The ex- 
pediency of extending the policy of inde- 
terminate sentences to other classes of 
convicts is worthy your careful considera- 
tion. 

Rapid Transit In Boston. 

The legislature last year passed an act 
which provided for the creation of a com- 
mission entitled the Boston transit com- 
mission, to be composed of two members, 
appointed by the governor withthe ad- 
vice and consent of the council, andthe 
three members of the previously created 
subway commission. ‘This act, having 
been accepted by the city of Boston at a 
special election held for that purpose, took 


| effect in July last,and the two members 


of the commission to be appointed by the 
governor were forthwith named and ap- 
proved. 

The Boston transit commission is re- 
quired to build a new bridge to Charles- 
town, at such cost as may be found expe- 
dient, and is authorized to construct a 
subway or subways within certain defined 
limits, the central feature being a subway 
uncer the Tremont street mall of the 
Common, and thence to Scollay square, 
and beyond to an exit or exits at some 
point northerly thereof. In buildingsuch 
subways, the commission is empowered to 
expend the sum of $7,000,000, which sum 
the city of Boston is to raise by a special 
loan. 

The commission is prosecuting the pre- 
paratory work with diligence and discre- 
tion. Of this Ihave satisfied myself by a 
personal examination. 

The legislature of 1893 authorized the 
construction of asubway, subject to the 
approval of the city council of the city of 
Boston, which approval was given in 
December of the same year. The legisla- 
ture of last year supplemented the action 
of the legislature of 1893 by enlarging the 
commission and extending and defining 
its powers. ‘The citizens of Boston, at a 
special election called for the purpose, ap- 
proved of the act. The work of the com- 
mission is already well begun. I therefore 
trust that the legislature will take no ac- 
tion calculated to hinder or impede the 
consummation of this important improve- 
ment, and that, on the other hand, it will 
give consideration to such perfecting 
amendments of the act as in the develop- 
ment and execution of the work may be 
deemed desirable by the commijssion, in 
order to enable it to secure the best re- 
sults in the most economical manner. 

The Boston Elevated Ruilway company 
furnishes the following statement, in 
answer to my inquiry as to the progress 
made in its undertaking: ‘Plans of 
routes have been made and application for 
approval of the same will be made to the 
board of aldermen as soon as arrange- 
ments are completed, after Jan. 1. The 
deposits required to be made depend upon 
the approval by the board of aldermen, 
and will be made pursuant to the act, 
after the board of aldermen have passed 
upon the location. 

“Phe first route to be constructed runs 
from Sullivan square, Charlestown, to 
Franklin park, and passes through the 
congested district upon a line as near as 
may be to Washington street on the east. 
The problem of lan& damages through the 
congested district is one which has always 
embarrassed those who have undertaken 
this work; but the estimates made by 
leading axnerts in sneb matters in thig 


country show fhat théy will nov “ve so 
large “3 to offer insurmountable obstacles 
to construction, as has been claimed,” 
Savings Banks. 

__During the year ending Oct. 31, 1894, 1,- 
044,649 deposits, amounting to §$74,946,- 
670.01, were made in the 185 savings banks 
of this commonwealth; $15,770,963.89 in 
dividends were placed to the credit of de- 
positors; during the same period there 
were 968,577 withdrawals, amounting to 
$74,124,697.33; leaving the aggregate 
amount at the credit of depositors on that 
day of $415,778,017.53, represented by 1,247,- 
090 accounts, an average of $334.20 to each 
account. ‘The total assets of the banks 
amount to $442.301,264.81. 

Ascompared with the previous year, 
these figures show a decrease of 56,761 in 
number of deposits made; a decrease of 
$780,901.02 in amount of deposits made; an 
increase of 15,524 in number of with- 
drawals nade; a decrease of $10,278,877. 
in amount of withdrawals made; an in- 
crease of $115,398.08 in dividends; an in- 
crease of $16,782,447.72 in the aggregate of 
deposits; an increase of $17,811,930.43 in 
totul assets; an increase of $4.85 in the 
average to each account. 

The condition of our savings banks, 
after solong a period of depression and 
trial as that through which we have been 
passing, is encouraging.

“Dues capital’ represents the actual 
savings of the members paid by them into 
the banks, the profits to which they are 
entitled being kept in a separata ac- 
count, called “profits capital,” and not 
added to the principal of the deposits, as 
isdone in savings banks; each share- 
holder, however, receives his proportion 
of the profits when he withdraws from 
the bank.

The importance and benefit of the co-op- 
erative banks to the people of the com- 
monwealth cannot be overlooked by in 
telligent legislators. 

In addition to the increase of depos- 
its in the savings banks, the co-opera- 
tive banks, which are quasi institu- 
tions for savings, show an increase of 
dues paid in, which, though not as large as 
for the previous year, is nevertheless grat- 
ifying in view of the continued depression 
in business; the dues capital of the 117 
banks being on Oct. 31 last about $1,128,- 
000 more than at the same date in 1593; 
the total assets of the banks being some 
$1,500,000 larger than the previous year. 

The Militia, 

It is simply justice to say that the mili- 
tia was never in better condition than at 
present. The parade in October last of 
the whole force gave such full opportunity 
for public examination that extended 
comment seems superfluous. The work 
of the staif has been well done as regards 
the inspector’s department; the suryeon 
general with his admirable ambulance sys- 
tem; the rifle practice; and the zeal and 
devotion of officers and men so ably con- 
trolled and directed by the adjutant gen- 
eral and the commanding ofticers—deserve 
warm commendation. It will be difficult 
for disturbers and agitators to arouse any- 
thing but the most fraternal feeling be- 
tween the militia and the people, because 
the militia is created by the people, of the 
people and for the people. In the lan- 
guage of the constitution (chapter II, 
article VII), the governor is given power 
“for the special defense and safety of the 
commonwealth, to assemblein martial 
array and put in warlike posture the in- 
habitants thereof.” And the militia of 
the commonwealth represents simply the 
“inhabitants thereof’ arrayed to protect 
the majesty of the commonwealth and 
the rights and the peace of the people. 

In General. 

Facts and statistics of great interest and 
importance will result from the elaborate 
investigations made by the “Greater Bos- 
ton” commission, as it is popularly called, 
and also from those made vy the board of 
inquiry into the condition of the unem- 
ployed. 

The board of police for the city of Bos- 
ton has been proceeding with commenda- 
ble vigor in the difficult task of suppress- 
Ing illegal liquor selling, houses of bad re- 
pute, lotteries and gambling in all its 
forms. The morale of the police force has 
been improved—and the labors of the 
board have been rewarded by excellent re- 
sults. The chairman of the board recom- 
mends that the laws relating to the as- 
payer of liquors be amended so as to give 
ampler powers to that official; and he fur- 
ther suggests that the police force, not 
only of Boston, but of other places, be in- 
structed in military drill as to the use of 
flrearms, and that stacks of arms be kept 
in police stations ready for emergency, 
thus rendering the calling out of the mi- 
litia in many cases unnecessary. 

The commendable work of the police 
commission of Fall River seems to justify 
the action of the legislature in creating 
the commission; and good results have 
come from the transference of the control 
of liquor licenses from the mayor and al- 
dermen of cities to license boards through- 
out the commonwealth. 

The gas commission continues to per- 
form with judgment and diligence the re- 
sponsible duties imposed upon it and 
which have been recently greatly in- 
creased, 

The fire marshal is performing his duty 
with vigor and judgment. 

The board of agriculture was never more 
active than now, or more successful in 
arousing public interest in scientific and 

ractical farming. The agricultural col- 
ege is flourishing, and its graduates have 

obtained a strong hold upon the confidence 
of the public. 

The good offices of the board of arbitra- 
tion and conciliation have been sought or 
given on many occasions, and have con- 
tributed not a little to the amicable set- 
tlement of questions between employer 
and employed. 

In connection with the subject of labor, 
lL may say that your attention will doubt- 
less be called to the expediency of amend- 
ing the act passed last year relating to the 
“particulars’’ to be furnished to opera- 
tives in textile industries. ‘The act is said 
to be ambiguous in some of its provisions. 
While the just claims of the operatives 
will, I doubt not, receive from you the at- 
tention they merit, yet, in view of the 
keen competition which our manufactur- 
ers are now compelled to meet from sec- 
tions of the counigy .more favored by na- 
ture in manufacturing oonditions, care 
must be taken that the obstacles and 
drawbacks now existing here should not 
be increased or magnifled by harassing 
legislation. It is amost encouraging fact 
that even under the severe strain which 
the recent distress brought upon employer 
and employe alike, such amicable rela- 
tions were in most instances maintained, 
and such intelligent and just regard was 
given by each to the rights and interesis 
of the other 

The interests of the civil service, of in- 
surance and fish and game have been 
ably cared for. 

‘he nautical training school has been 
ut in excellent condition, Extravagance 
1as been checked, many defects have been 

remedied, and many improvements made. 

The labors of the military and naval 
historian are progressing rapidly and sat- 
isfactorily. You may be required, how- 

ever, to make further provisions, to en- 
sure the completion of the work. 

The goveraer and council have been 
authorized to supervise the publication of 
the province laws, and have entered upon 
that daty, which it may be hoped will be 
brought to a close with all reasonable 
ore vtiness nud economy.

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A TREACHEROUS TRIP 


The Sarnia’s Passengers Were Giad 
When Land Was Reached. . 


THE STEAMER LOST HER RUDDER. 


Deserted by Another Vessel 
In an Hour of Peril. 


BELFAST, Jan. 8.—Ihe disabled Domin- 
ion steamer Sarnia has been towed into 
this port by tugs. She was towed as far 
as Malin Head by the British steamer 
Norwegian, which sailed from Glasgow, 
Dec. 29, for New York. When the tugs 
made fast to the disabled vessel the Nor- 
wegian proceeded on her voyage. 

The passengers of the Sarnia TYeft for 
Liverpool last evening. The officers of the 
steamship say that she experienced fine 
weather until Dec. 22, whena hurricane 
raised such a heavy sea and caused her to 
labor so severely that her rudder was car- 
ried away. The Sarniathen drifted for 
gome days until she was sighted by the 
Anchor line steamship Anchoria. The 
latter took her in tow, but a severe gale 
caused the hawsers to part when the two 
vessels were about 150 miles off Tory isl- 
and. 

For a couple of days the Anchoria stood 
by the Sarnia, but was compelled by fur- 
ther heavy weather to part company with 
her. The Sarnia then drifted until Mon- 
day, when she was picked up by the Allan 
line steamer Norwegian, and, with the as- 
sistance of tugs, made this port in bad 
weather, instead of continuing on to Liv- 
erpool, as at first intended. 

During the passage the Sarnia lost 150 
sheep and 97 head of cattle. The passen- 
gersall speak of the terrible experience 
they have gone through, and are greatly 
relieved to be once more in safety. 

Dr. Roche's Story. 

In an interview with Dr. Roche, physi- 
cian of the Sarnia, the doctor said that this 
had been the worst passage he had ever 
known. After the rudder was smashed, 
the captain caused the vessel to steam on 
slowly, keeping her head to the wind. The 
Sarnia drifted slowly east. 

The chief engineer devised an ingenious 
iron rudder, which he had made with a 
view to fastening it to the end of the 
broken rudder, but as perfectly calm sea 
was required in order to ship it, the project 
failed. 

On the second day after the Anchoria’s 
hawser broke the, Allan line steamer Si- 
berian was sighted, but was allowed to 
pass, as the Anchoria signalled that she 
was going to rejoin the hawsers. 

A couple of hours after the Siberlan had 
left, however, the Anchoria signalled that 
her rudder had given out, and then 
steamed away. The Sarnia signalled to 
the Anchoria, requesting that she be not 
abandoned, but the Anchoria did not re- 
turn. 

The Sarnia was adrift all Thursday and 
Friday night, when a terrible hurricane 
was blowing, and on Saturday a very bad 
sea was running. Everybody on board 
was delighted when the Norwegian hove in 
sight, and bore down to the disabled 
steamer. Lines were got out and the Nor- 
wegian then towed the Sarnia to Instra- 
hull island. 

Dr. Roche was attached to the steamer 
Vancouver, which stranded near Antrim 
eight months ago.

Cne 
native has been sentenced to death anu 
others have been imprisoned for killing 
three black men. The natives were pre- 
paring toeat the bodies of their victims 
when they were arrested. 

Belgians Get Satisfaction. 

Panis, Jan. 8.—An official dispatch 
from Mobbaye says thatthe natives re- 
cently attacked an outpost of Belgians on 
upper Oubangui, and killed two white 
men and five Senegalese soldiers. A Bel- 
gian force afterward attacked the natives, 
killed about 100 of them and razed their 
villages to the ground.

SPECULATORS HOWLS 


Will Not Induce the President to 
Part With Carlisle. 


APPROVES OF SECRETARY'S BILL 


As a Step Toward a Perfect 
Financial System. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 4.—Secretary Carlisle 
is wellaware of the fact that there are 
certain influences in Wall street that do 
not like him, nor do they approve of the 
financial policy which he is pursuing. He 
made this discovery on the visits made by 
him in arranging for the bond loans. 

Some of these influences control the col- 
umns of one or two of the newspapers in 
New York, and hence every two or three 
weeks an attack is made on the secretary, 
containing demands for his immediate re- 
moval, and recommending the president 
to appoint some one who can run the 
finances in accordance with the ideas of 
Wall street speculators. 


giade no impression on Mr. Cleveland, in 
whose behalf they were made, in the hope 
that friction might be created between the 
president and his secretary. If Secretary 
Carlisle had ylelded in the first instance, 
or even now would yield to these Wall 
street speculators and allow them to run 
the department, these attacks would cease. 

It is not very pleasant or agreeable to 
the president to have these unjust, unfair } 
and malicious assaults made upon his | 
financial secretary. They exert no infla- 
ence here whatever, and if they have any | 
effect in money centers, it can only be to | 
injure the credit of the government. | 

No Special Message. | 

President Cleveland has not yet deter- | 
mined to send a special message to con- | 
gress on the currency question. This was 
definitely ascertained yesterday by the 
leaders of the house who had heard that a | 
special message was contemplated. 

It was learned that Secretary Carlisle had 
mentioned the matter to the president, 
and it had been discussed in a general | 
way. There had been no conclusion 
reached, however, and upto the present | 
time the president has not framed such a 
message, or in fact determined to send 
one. 

The president has thrown off his usual 
reserve in discussing the pending currency 
bill with members of congress. Chair- 
man Springer of the currency committee, 
Representative Culberson and several 
other house leaders have called at the 
White House of late and talked at length | 
with the president on the currency ques- 
tion, 

In these talks Mr. Cleveland had urged 
the great need of passing some form of 
currency legislation. He has pointed out 
that the Carlisle bill was not a reform 
over existing evils of the financial system, 
any more than the tariff bill was a com- 
plete realization of the hopes of tariff re- 
form. Yetin the judgment of the presi- 
dent, the Carlisle bill was a step in the 
right direction, and with that accom- 
plished, there was hope of progressing un- 
til the financial system was perfected at 
every point. 

Mr. Cleveland expressed his approval of 
the Carlisle bill as a whole and in detail. 
He did not point out to his callers any- 
thing that he regarded as asingie flaw in 
it. He expressed the hope that it would 
receive favorable and speedy action. 

Congressional Doings. 

The resolution heretofore introduced by 
Mr. Allen (Pop., Neb.) relating to the oc- 
cupation of rooms in the basement of the 
senate wing of the Capitol for restaurant 
purposes gave rice to an interesting de- 
bate during the morning hour of the sen- 
ate. Mr. Ailen severely criticised the 
practice of furnishing the proprietor of 
the restaurant, free, his furniture, ice, etc., 
and asserted that it was a violation of the 
statutes and constituted larceny of the pub- 
licfunds. Messrs. Hale and Manderson re- 
plied to the observations of Mr. Allen and 
defended the existing practice. No action 
was taken on the resolution. 

The remainder of the day was taken up 
by Mr. Morgan (Dem., Ala.) in a speech 
on the Nicaraguan canal bill, in which he 
replied in detail to the arguments ad- 
vanced by Mr. Turpie (Dem., Ind.) in op- 
position to the bill. 

The proceedings of the house lacked 
marked incidents of any kind. The de- 
bate on the currency bill continued all 
day, but was generally spiritless, and the 
attendance, which was large at the begin- 
ning, dwindled to almost nothing. The 
speakers were Black (Ga.), McCreary and 
Buckner (Ky.) in favor of the bill, and 
Haugen (Wis.) and Adams (Pa.) in opposi- 
tion toit. No other business was trans- 
acted.

A Bitter Disappointment.

Many CoMPLIMENTS have reached the 
LepGepr for its enterprise last evening in 
issuing an extra with a column and ope-half 
report, within an hour of the death of 
Councilman Holden. The most suggestive 
remark was: “‘ The LEDGER is too smart 
for this slow town.”’ It is doubtless a fact 
that Quincy people do not appreciate the 
efforts of the home paper, and they have 
not given the daily the full encouragement 
which it deserves. That theyare not regu- 
lar readers. Wecontend that few people 
can afford to be without the Quincy LrEp- 
GER. If every issue is not worth two cents, 
there area great many which are worth 
much more. 

To publish the extra Thursday evening 
necessitated the opening of the office, 
rallying the employes, getting up steam, 
the writing and composition of the sketch, 
proof reading, the making up of two forms 
which were run separately, but the hardest 
job of all was the search for newsboys. 
Many were found skating and returning, 
but few bad the enterprise to sell papers 
for a hsif hour. Those who did take 
papers found a ready sale. 


How isit the City Council of Quincy 
seldom returns thanks to the press? 
Certainly the Patriot and Dairy Lep- 
GER report the proceedings as fully and 
impartially as in other cities. These 
papers give the city officials and the tax- 
payers about the only information they 
receive concerning the doings of the City 
Council, at least in its minute details, 
Thanks are returned to the press in other 
cities, and therefore the absence is the 
more conspicuous in Quincy. 


NorFoLk County is becoming expen- 
sive to run. The report of County 
Treasurer Smith shows the expenditures 
of 1894 to have amounted to $439,296, 
The cash balance of $47,433 a year ago has 
been reduced to $40,933, and the county 
has a debt of $125,000.

Prominznt Member Drops Dead at 
Last Meeting, 


NO HORSES FOR HOSE WAGONS. 


Special Committee Reports City to Have 
Paid High for Playgrounds, 


The meeting of the City Council of 1894 
on Thursday evening was to have been the 
last of that body, but the sudden death of 
one of the members in the Council chamber 
interrupted the proceedings and an adjourn- 
ment was made to Saturday. Particulars of 
the death of Councilman Holden, together 
witha sketch of his life, will be found in 
another column. They were also printed in 
an extra edition at 9.30 Thursday evening. 

All the members were present at the 
meeting and also a full house of interested 
citizens, including many ladies, Council- 
men-elect, and present and past city officials, 

A Transfer. ~ 

City Auditor Hall reported a deficiency 
of $42 for State Aid and asked for a trans- 
fer. An order was introduced and passed. 

Walker Street Vetoed. 


The first veto of Mayor Hodges came on 
Order 160 relative to laying out of Walker 
street, claiming it to have been illegal. 
The order was reconsidered, and was then 
referred upon motion of Councilman 
Moxon to the next City government. 

Reports. 


The Committee on Streets reported that 
the order granting the Quincy & Doston 
street railway a Jocation on Franklin street 
and Independence avenue, ought not to 
pass. Accepted. 

The Committee on Fire Department re- 
ported reference to the next City Council 
of the petition relative to the wants of 
Squantum. Accepted. 

No further legislation necessary was the 
report of the Committee on Streets on the 
petition of Cook & Watkins. Accepted. 

The special committee to consider the 
feasibility of annexing Squantum to Boston 
reported reference to the next Council. 
Accepted, 

Reference to the executive department 
was the report on the petition of William 
J. Sullivan relative to reservoir on Water 
sreet. Accepted. 

High Prices for Playgrounds. 


The special committee to investigate the 
expenditures for playgrounds reported as 
follows : 


In Ward One, no land has been pur- 
chased. 

In Ward Two about 7 acres was taken 
at ‘* Point Holes.’’ under authority of the 
Statutes, belonging to three different 
parties, one of whom, Caroline B. Tobey 
has been settled with, receiving $4,668.32 
for 116,708 feet of land. The two remain- 
ing parties have refused the amounts 
awarded them, 

In Ward Three, 152,000 feet of land off 
Water street was purchased from Jeremiah 
Nightingale for $6,104, said land being as- 
sessed for $1,200. 

In Ward Four, about 5.64 acres, off Hall 
place, from Herbert T, Whitman for $7,630 
assessed for $2,400. Also a piece from the 
estate of J. W. Robertson, containing 
about 3 1-2 acres for $620. 

In Ward Five about five acres on Forbes’ 
hill, including an entrance from Adams 
street, from the Wollaston Land company 
for $8,000, said land being assessed for 
about $2,400. 

In Ward Six about 112,000 feet of land 
near the Atlantic depot from John C. Ran- 
dall and others, trustees, for $8,403.08, said 
land being assessed for about $6,000. 

Your committee are of the opinion that 
poor judgment was exercised in the selec- 
tion of some of the lots, and that excessive 
prices were paid in some cases if any re- 
liance can be placed on the judgment of 
the assessors.

The Committee on Fire Department re- 
ported that order 188, appropriating $1,250 
by loan for purchase of horses, harnesses, 
etc., for hose carriages in Wards Two, 
Four, Five and Six, ought to pass, 

It was given a second reading and upon 
motion of Councilman Federhen the rules 
were suspended that it might be put upon 
its final passage. 

Councilman Bigelow hoped the order 
would not pass and spoke at length. He 
claimed that horses were not urgently 
needed, except in Ward Six, and Le would 
be pleased to vote for the order so amended. 
The passage of the order meant $5000 ad- 
ditional for fire department expenses an- 
nually. 

Councilman Holbrook of Ward Six said 
the amendment would kill the whole order, 
and hoped there would be none. 

The order was put upon its final passage 
by roll call and the vote was 12 to 10, not 
the necessary two-thirds, the vote standing :

Councilman Holden offered resolutions 
in appreciation of the services of the Pres- 


ident Bass, Clerk Spear and City Messen- 
ger Tirrell. 

Councilman Federhen of the minority 
party had also prepared resolutions terder- 
ing thanks to President Bass which he 
offered as a substitute for the first part. 
The resolutions were amended and adopted. 

President Bass returned his heartfelt 
thanks for all the officials, 
= Gas for Incandescents. 

Councilman Holden offered an order re- 
questing the Mayor to cause gas lights to 
be substituted for incandescent street lights 
so far as possible where posts were erected. 
Passed. 

Orders increasing the appropriation for 
interest by $3,500 and for election expen- 
ses by $390 were passed. 

All unfinished bnsiness was then referred 
to the next Council and about 8.30 a recess 
was taken, and the festivities of the close- 
ing meeting of the year begun. 

Chairman Anderson for the commitee 
announced that there avould be a poem by 
Councilman Federhen, musical selections 
by the Ladies’ Schubert Quartette, and 
recitations by Prof. Reynolds the humor- 
ist. 

He introduced Councilman Federhen 
and he had hardly begun the delivery of 
his poem when Councilman Holden fell 
over in his chair and expired. In another 
column will be found the particulars and a 
sketch, 

As soon as the body of Courcilman 
Holden had been removed from the hall 
President Bass called the Council to order 
and in a few brief words said it was the 
saddest duty of his life to mention the sud- 
den death that had taken place. He could 
not find words to express his grief. 

Councilman Adams moved that a com- 
mittee of three be appointed to draft suit- 
able resolutions on the death of Council- 
man Holden. Passed. 

The President appointed on that com- 
mittee Councilmen Anderson, Babcock and 
Lamb. 

Upon motion of Councilman Moxon it 
was voted that when the Council adjourn it 
be until Saturday evening.

DIED AT HIS POST. 


Councilman Holden Expires at.Meet- 
ing of .City Council 


WAS A WELL KNOWN JEWELER. 


For Four Years He Had Been a Member 
of the City Council 


The last session of the City Council of 
1894 will go down in history as the saddest 
of any in the history of Quincy, for almost 
with the last act of business came the 
d:ath of one of the oldest members as well 
as one the best known citizen of Quincy, 
Mr. John O. Holden. 

Mr. Holden has beenin ill-health for 
some weeks and his friends advised him 
not to attend the meeting held last even- 
ing. Butas this was Mr. Holden’s last 
year as Councilman, and the last meeting 
of that body, he desired to attend and did 
80. 

He occupied his accustomed seat, but 
several times during the evening was no- 
ticed to be in pain. He, however, held up 
and as the Council was about to take the 
recess, Councilman Holden offered a reso- 
lution thanking President Bass for his 
efficiency as a presiding officer.; 

Councilman Federhen had been intro- 
duced and had begun to deliver an original 
pcem, when Councilman Holden was seen 
to fall back in his seat. 

In an instant all was commotion. His 
faithful wife, who was at hand, was the 
first to reach his side, Willing hands were 
also extended to his aid. 

Some bathed his brow while others rush- 
ed to the telephone to call physicians, 

Dr. Gordon soon arrived, but before he 
had entered the hall Mr. Holden had 
passed to the other shore where sorrow is 
po more, 

Meanwhile a friend had summoned 
Mr. Holden’s son, and his grief upon be- 
holding his father with whom he had 
parted a short-time before was heart- 
rendering. 

Kind hands led Mrs, Holden and her son 
away, and Undertaker Hall who had now 
arrived removed the body. 

President Bass informed the audience 
that there would be no exercises, and after 
the majority had departed a brief session 
of the Council was held, 

John O. Holden was a well known 
jeweler of the Centre. The business was 
established by his father in 1840, and the 
son succesded him in 1858, 

Mr. Ho!den was of Massachusetts stock 
although born in Castleton, V1., his father 
being a native of Dorchester and _ bis 
mother of Groton. The date of his birth 
was Aug. 19, 1833, the Old Colony disaster 
at Quincy, in which he figured prominent- 
ly, being on his anniversary in 1890, 

Mr. Holden, senior, moved to Quincy at 
the time he established the business here.

More than 33 per cent. of people of foreign 
birth or parentage trace their origin back 
to the Fatherland, the Green Isle, with 24 
per cent., coming a long way after. In 
only two of the large cities of America do 
the people of Irish outnumber those of 
German extraction. These two cilies are 
Philadelphia and Boston. Boston is the 
city where the Irish race is numerically 
strongest. Here it constitutes 53 per cent. 
of that part of our population which is of 
foreign birth or immediate foreign descent. 


After exposure to cold it is well to inflate 
the lungs by deep, steady breathing, and 
even to hold them full of air fora minute 
ormore.

THE CURIOSITY SHOP. 


4n Egyptian Alchemist’s Laboratory In 

the Sixth or Seventh Century B. C. 

Long before chemistry became a sci- 
ance mary of its processes and apparatus 
were in common use. Professor H. Car- 
rirgton Bolton has made a list of some 
of these, finding that the Egyptians 
were acquainted with the process of 
glassmaking at least as far back as 2500 
B. C.; that crucibles of the fifteenth 
century B. C. are now in the Berlin 
hiuseum, and that siphons also were 
tsed in the fifteenth century B. C. 
Blowpipes and bellows were early em- 
ployed. 

The earliest. chemical laboratories 
oow known were those of the Egyptian 
temples, in which the priests prepared 
the incense, oils, etc. nsed in the tem- 
ple services. The |@!e contains fre- 
quent chemical allusions. Cupellation 
is plainly described by Jeremiah, met- 
allurgical operations by Job, Ezekiel 
and others, and bellows by Jeremiah. 

Geber, the Arabian pbysician of the 
eighth century, wrote minutely of chem- 
ical processes. He described solution, 
filtration, crystallization, fusion, subli- 
mation, distillation, cupellation and va- 
rious kinds of furnaces and apparatus. 

Perhaps the earliest drawings of 
strictly chemical apparatus are the fig- 
ures of distilling apparatus in a Greek 
papyrus of the eleventh century. An 
alchemist’s laboratory of the sixth or 
seventh century was uncovered in Egypt 
in 1885, and its contents included a 
bronze furnace, about 50 bronze vases 
with beaks and some conical vessels re- 
sembling sand baths. 

The balance as an instrument of pre- 
cision reached a high development un- 
der the Arabians as early as the twelfth 
century, when very accurate specific 
gravity determinations were described. 


A Unique Manufacture. 

An industrial journal notes the curi- 
ous fact that at only one establishment 
in the world is the ‘‘siren’’ fog signal 
manufactured. The instrument consists 
of two superposed disks with a like 
number of holes, one disk being sta- 
tionary and the other revolving, while 
at the same time air or steam is forced 
through the holes. When the holes are 
opposite each other, the steam will pass. 
When not opposite, tho passage of the 
steam is stopped. 

Thus when one of the disks revolves 
the steam passes in aseries of puffs, 
and if these puffs succeed each other 
with sufficient frequency a note is pro- 
duced, rising in pitch with the rapidity 
of revolution and increasing in power 
with the pressure of the steam. The 
disks are revolved by a small steam en- 
gine, which also opens and closes a 
valve to allow for the passage of the 
steam and thus gives what is known as 
the characteristic sound, for asiren used 
as a fog signal does not sound continu- 
ously, but gives a certain number of 
blasts of a definite length per minute. 
The steam is supplied by a boiler both 
for the engine and the siren, and to 
avoid possible breakdowns the boilers, 
engines and sirens are always in dupli- 
cate. 


Superstitions About Salt, 

The spilling of salt has fur genera- 
tions been counted unlucky in many 
parts of England and Germany. A cu- 
rious picture of mediwval art on the 
subject of ‘‘The Last Supper’’ repre- 
scents Judas Iscariot overturning the 
salt, a dark foreshadowing of an awful 
doom. 

In the isle of Man there isa lingering 
superstition that to carry salt in the 
pocket is a help to good fortune, and 
to exchange or accept salt is so good an 
omen that a beggar has been known to 
decline food unless salt was added to the 
gift. 

Satan and the witches were believed 
once on a time to hate salt with an in- 
veterate hatred, and it was the custom 
to torment the arch fiend by sprinkling 
salt in a coftin, and brewers drove away 
the witch tribe by throwing a handful 
of salt on the top of the mash, 


The Law of Finding. 

The law of finding was declared many 
years ago, and it is well to note the case 
and the decision, says Business. A visit- 
or to a store fonad a wallet containing 
asum of money. He handed the wallet, 
with its content, to the merchant to be 
returned to the owner. After three 
years, the owner having failed to ap- 
pear, the finder demanded the wallet 
and the money from the merchant. The 
merchant refused to deliver them on the 
ground that they were found on his 
premises. The finder then sued the shop- 
keeper. It was decided that against all 
the world but the owner the title of the 
finder is perfect. The receiver of an 
article found is only the trustee, first of 
the owner, then of the finder if the 
owner does not appear. The receiver 
has no right to keep an article against 
the finder any more than the finder has 
to keep it against the owner.

New Means of Coast Defense. 

Uncle Sam possesses ono cannon the 
outside of which is believed to be more 
formidable than the inside. It is a 12 
incl gun mounted on the ramparts of 
the fort at Willet’s Point, N. Y., but 
around it has been wound 13 miles of 
one-half inch insulated telegraph cable 
By means of this coil and 2 dynamo the 
big gun has been transformed into the 
most powerful electro-magnet in the 
world. This unique instrument was 
born of a mere experiment whim of 
Colonel W. R. King of the United 
States engineer corps, but an astonish- 
ing new feature in our coast defense 
seems about to be evolved from this re- 
markable combination. This magnetiz- 
ed gun, it has been discovered, will de- 
range a ship’s compass at a distance of 
six miles from the fort. Future devel- 
opments of this chance born principle 
may yet evolve a valuable adjunct to 
the coast forts in the perfection of an 
electro-magnet which shall eventually 
prevent the possibility of a naval sur- 
prise under the cover of fog or of dark- 
ness. —Philadelphia Record.

FOR A SECOND TERM 


Frederic T. Green®alge Is Inaugurated 
as Governor of Massachusetts. 


CLEAVES RETAINS HIS OFFICE. 


Busiel Takes the Gubernatorial 
Reins In New Hampshire. 


Boston, Jan. 4—Yesterday was inaugu- 
ration day on Beacon Hill, an occasion 
rendered exceptionably notable this year 
by the occurrence in the new representa- 
tives’ chamber in the state house ex- 
tension of the ceremonies attending the 
induction of the new state government. 

The two branches of the legislature as- 
sembled at 11 o'clock, the senate in its old 
chamber and the house in its new quarters 
in the state house extension, and in each 
the customary business preliminary to the 
ceremonies of inauguration was dis- 
patched. 

Shortly before 12 o'clock the two 
branches went into a joint session in the 
representatives’ chamber, President But- 
ler of the senate presiding, and a commit- 
tee Was appointed to wait upon the gov- 
ernor and lieutenant governor elect and 
inform them that the senate and house as- 
sembled in convention were in readiness to 
administer the oaths of office prescribed by 
the constitution and the laws of the 
United States and of the commonwealth. 

Ina few minutes the justices of the su- 
preme and superior courts, under escort of 
Sheriff O’Brien, entered _thg chamber, foi- 
lowed Shortly afterward by Governor- 
elect Greenhalge and Lieutenant Governor- 
elect Wolcott, the military staff of the 
commander-in-chief of the militia and the 
members of the new and the old executive 
council. Then came the invited guests, 
many of whom have held high positions 
in the commonwealth. 

The oaths of office were administered to 
the governor-elect by President Butler. 
The lieutenant governor-elect was then 
sworn in and the oaths were administered, 
and proclamation was made by William 
M. Olin, secretary of the commonwealth. 
Governor Greenhalge was then presented 
by President Butler, and at 12:25 he began 
the reading of his inaggural address. 

During the reading of the address, the 
chamber was fuli to overflowing on the 
floor and in the galleries, a large number 
of ladies being present. The governor was 
frequently interrupted by applause, and 
upon closing his recommendations and 
suggestions received a hearty and pro- 
longed endorsement from the hands of 
his hearers. 

The governor then left the chamber, to 
gether with the lieutenant governor, the 
staff, the two councils and the guests gen- 
erally. The senate also withdrew to its 
own chamber. A second convention was 
held later for the qualification of the 
councillors-elect. Upon retiring for the 
house of representatives, Governor Green- 
halge held an informal reception in the 
council chamber. 


Sworn Into Office, 

CoNcoRD, N. H., Jan. 4.—Hon. Charles 
A. Busiel of Laconia was inducted into 
the office of governor in the presence of 
both houses of the legislature, about 100 
invited guests and an audience which 
overcrowded the galleries of representa- 
tive hall. At 11:30 o'clock the guests, 
with the ladies under escort of staff and 
military officers in uniform, proceeded to 
the executive chamber. Fifteen minutes 
later the Amoskeag veterans, drawn up 
in line in front of the Eagle hotel, received 
with military honors the official proces- 
sion, led by Governor Smith and Goy- 
ernor-elect Busiel. The march to the state 
house was quickly made, and after a short 
waitin the executive chamber the offi 
cial party ascended to representative hall, 
where the guests had preceded them and 
taken seats assigned in the space reserved 
in the front part of the hall. Both houses 
were in convention, and upon their en- 
trance Governor Smith and Governor- 
elect Busiel were received with the cus- 
tomary legislative honors. “The usual 
formality of presentation of the governor- 
elect to the legislature was performed, 
after which the oath of office was ad- 
ministered to the new executive by Presi- 
dent of the Senate Frank W. Rollins. 
Governor Busiel then delivered his inau- 
gural address. 


Cleaves In Office Again. 
AuGustA, Me., Jan. 4.—Governor Henry 
B. Cleaves was inaugurated yesterday for 
another term as chief magistrate of 
Maine. The Capitol was crowded with 


| visitors. The rooms of the executive depart- 


ment were beautifully decorated with flow- 
ers and greens. But little routine business 


was transacted in either branch of the 


legislature. In joint caucus Secretary of 
State Fessenden, Attorney General 


Powers and State Assessor Burleigh were 
re-elected. Hon. F. M. Simpson of Car- 
mel was electg1 state treasurer. 

The Repul lcans assembled in joint cau- 
cus and renominated William P. Frye for 
the United States senate,

Falvey, 23 years old, of Boston, blew his 
brains out last night in a disorderly house 
here. Falvey wasastudent at St. Anse- 
lom’s college, but was expelled. his and 

other troubles led to despondency.

Thai lasted for six hours. General Sung 
then retired west of Tien-Chwang-Star 
and the Japanese returned to Hai-Ching, 
which they strongly fortified. General 
Sung, not being pursued, marched back 
on Dec. 25 toward New-Chwang, which 
appears to be still in the hands of the 
Japanese.

SPERRY HAS A PLAN 


In the Event of the Failure of the Car- 
lisle Currency Bill. 


THE TROUBLESOME SUGAR DUTY 


Likely to Draw Austria Into 
the Tariff Squabble. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 5.—Representative 
Sperry of Connecticut, a Democratic col- 
league of Mr. Springer on the banking 
and currency committee, has proposed an- 
other substitute to the Carlisle currency 
bill. 

It strikes out all after the enacting 
clause, and provides for an issue of bonds 
sufficient to retire outstanding treasury 
notes under the Sherman act. 

The bonds are to bear 8 per cent interest, 
are to be redeemed in gold and are to bein 
denominations from $10 to $10,000. They 
sre torun for 30 years, with the right to 
redeem them after 10 years. The secretary 
of the treasury is empowered to keep the 
gold reserve up to a minimum of $100,000,- 
000 by seliing these bonds. 

Provision is made for the steady retire- 
ment of ‘the greenbacks, both from the 
proceeds of the bonds and from the sur- 
plusin the treasury. Mr. Sperry’s sub- 
stitute is understood to have executive ap- 
proval in case the Carlisle bill cannot pass. 

Austria Has a Grievance. 

The tariff war between the United 
States and Europe had an acute phase 
yesterday. The very first official act of 
Mr. Hengelmuller, the new Austrian 
minister, was the lodgment of a protest 
against that paragraph of the sugar 
schedule of the tariff act which imposes 
an additional duty of 1-i0th of 1 per cent 
on sugar coming to the United States 
from countries which pay an export 
bounty on it. 

This action wastaken yesterday, and 
the ground taken by the minister was 
similar to that which formed the basis of 
the protest of Germany, that an addi- 
tional duty is a discrimination against 
Austria, and is consequently a violation 
of the treaty of commerce with that na- 
tion. Sofar no threatof retaliation ac- 
companied the protest, but in this Mr. 
Hengelmuller is but following the ex- 
ample set by the German minister, and 
the next step will undoubtedly be in the 
same direction, namely, the imposition of 
some restriction upon an American prod- 
uct that is imported in quantities into 
Austria. 

‘The four great sources of our sugar sup- 
ply, outside of the small proportion con- 
tributed by Louisiana, are Cuba, Ger- 
many, France and Austria. With three 
of these countries we are already at odds 
over the sugar duty, and in the case of 
France there are already indications of the 
adoption ofa retaliatory policy in their 
imposition of restrictions upon our meat 
trade and the importation of American 
wheat and flour. 

Discussed by the Cabinet, 

This whole subject was under discus- 
sion by the cabinet yesterday, and as far 
as can be gathered the outcome was that 
if congress fails to come to the relief of 
the executive by the removal of the duty 
which is supposed to cause the trouble, 
then resort must be had to retallation, 
which will either open European coun- 
tries or close our own ports to all Euro- 
pean products. 

The position occupied by our govern- 
ment just at this moment is rather diffi- 
cult. By a decision of the president, Min- 
ister Taylor has threatened the Spanish 
government with retaliation for its dis- 
crimination against American ports, yet 
to carry out this threat, had the same 
been consistent, similar action with 
respect to Germany and Belgium and 
other offending European countries would 
have to follow. 

The pressure from our beef trade to pre- 
vent such retaliation and secure our ends 
by a repeal of the sugar bounties duties is 
so great that the president ie reluctant to 
enter upon a tariff war until congress has 
signified its desire in the matter, and asa 
result of yesterday's discussion it may be 
that the attention of that body may be 
again drawn to this subject. 

Call For a Caucus, 

Representative Holman, chairman of 
the Democratic caucus committee of the 
house, issued a call late yesterday after- 
nvon for a Democratic caucus to be held 
at 3 p.m., Monday, Jan. 7. 

The call states that important measures 
will be considered. It was issued after a 
conference between Mr. Holman, Mr. 
Springer and Speaker Crisp. The pe#nci 
pal subject to be considered is the currency 
bill. The question of a bond issue will 
also be considered. 

Speaker Crisp was the first to sign the 
call. Messrs. Springer, Outhwaite, Cul- 
berson and McMillin also affixed their 
signatures, and thereafter the signing be- 
came general. Charles Crisp, son of the 
speaker, circulated the call. But few 
members failed to sign, 55 signatures more 
than the necessa"y number having been 
secured before adjournment. 

Congressional Doings. 

The Hawaiian question was again 
brought before the public in the senate 
by the discussion of the resolution intro- 
ducxi by Mr. Lodge calling on the secre 
tary of the navy for information as to why 
the United States ships had been with- 
drawn from Hawaiian waters. The de 
bate consumed the greater portion of*the 
morning hour, and at its close the resolu 
tion took its place on the calender, and 
now can be taken up only by unanimous 
consent. 

Mr. Morgan concluded his speech on the 
Nicaraguan canal bill, after which the bill 
making appropriations for the support of 
the military academy for the fiscal year 
1896 was passed. It carries an appropria- 
tion of $420,000, a reduction of $41,860 as 
passed by the house. 


HILSCHEN TO MESSER. 


Bishop’s Statements Alleged to Be Incon- 
sistent With Honor and Honesty. 


St. Pau, Jan. 5.—The following letter 
was mailed in this clty yesterday by J. F. 
Hilschen, gran@ shancellor of the Knights 
of Pythias, in answer to the interview of 
Bishop Messer of Green Bay, Wis: 

It is difficult tosay which surprised me tle 
more, your refusal to reply to my letter re- 
spectfully asking you to make goodor with- 
draw your charge that the Knights of Pythias 
is an anti-Christian s ciety, or the reason you 
assign for your refusal. The reason advanced 
by you in your published interview is that you 
made these charg: s in a general conversation 
and not in a formal manner. 

Such a reason has not the slightest weight, 
for the manner of accusation is quite imma- 
terial. The thing to be considered is the accu- 
sation itself. You have made specific charges; 
you have made them through the press of the 
American public, against hundredsof thou- 
sands of your countrymen; charges of the 
most serious nature, and now yeu confess that 
you cannot prove them. For, twist as you may, 
such is the obvious and inevitable meaning of 
your refusal to offer any reason for the sweep- 
ing charge publicly made by you. 

Ileave you. sir, to judge how far this con 
duct is consistent with honor and honesty. A 
Knight of Pythias whom you would call a 
member of an anti-Christian organization 
would scorn to mitre charges against a man, 
or a body of men, which he is not prepared to 
prove; which,asa matter of fact, cannot be 
proven, and which positively lack any founda- 
tiow in truth. 


Old Wages Restored. 

NortH ADAMS, Mass., Jan. 5.— The 
North Adams Manufacturing company 
announced yesterday the restoration of a 
Sper cent cut made in the wages of their 
employes during the business depression. 
The cut originaily was 10 per cent, but 
same time ago the help struck for their old 
wages. Five per cent was restored at that 
time, and the company said that when 
times justified ‘t, the other 5 per cent 
would be paid their employes. 


Asks For $20,000 Damages. 

NEw HAVEN, Jan. 5.—Papers ina sult 
for $20,000 damages, brought by Walter S. 
Swayne against the city of New Haven, 
have been served on City Clerk Lyon. 
Swayne is the garbage contractor and 
alleges that the city gave him the exclu- 
sive contract to garbage in the western por- 
tion of the city. He alleges that the city 
violated the contract by issuing licenses 
to several other gurbage collectors. . 


Wanted For Embezzlement. 

Boston, Jan. 6.—Henry B. Spalding is 
wanted for the alleged embezzlement of 
$15,000 in cash from the firm of Wheeler, 
Blodgett & Co., of 110 Kingston street 
An indictment warrant for his arrest has 
been issued. Spalding was formerly the 
confidential bookkeeper of this well 
known firm, and made his disappearance 
from Boston in September last. 


Too Late. 

BUFFALO, Jan. 9.—Dr. Dunnigan died of 
diphtheria yesterday, despite the use oi 
antitoxine. After the first injection the 
patient’s condition continued to grow 
gradually worse until the end came. Phy- 
sicians are of the general opinion that the 
case had hardiy been a fair test of the 
curative powers of antitoxine, as its admin- 
istration had com, teo late. 


Destitution Faces Them. 

Dvusors, Pa, Jan. 5.—All miners at this 
place and Reynoldsville struck yesterday 
on account of wholesale déscharges. The 
companies claim that the mines are over- 
crowded, while the miners aver that it is 
a blow at their organization.

‘LOVE FOR REPUBLICS 


Pope Leo Sympathizes With Institu- 
tions Not Hostile to Christianity. 


SATOLLI'S POWER IS ENLARGED. 


Will Do Away With Jealousy 
Prevalent at Rome. 


RoME, Jan. 5.—The expected encyclical 
trom Pope Leo, addressed tothe arch bish- 
ops and bishops of the United States, is 
now ready and will be transmitted 
throughout the usual channels in a few 
days. It treats principally with the au 
thority and powers of Apostolic Delegate 
Satolll, who isconfirmed and strengthened 
{n his position. 

The letter is certain to create a profound 
sensation in ecclesiastical circles in the 
United States, similar to that excited las 
year in France by Leo’s recommendation 
to the Catholic leaders of that country, in 
which he urged them to loyally accept the 
republic, and no longer waste their efforts 
and their forces by standing aloof and 
striving for the impossible, that is, the 
restoration of the royalists to power. 


MGR. SATOLLI 


In the present important encyclical, 
Pope Leo confirms the friendly disposi- 
tion previously manifested toward a re- 
publican form of government, demon- 
strating anew that the church is free to 
acéept and show sympathy with popular 
institutions not inherently hostile to 
Christian principles. 

In detail the encylical enlarges to the 
fullest extent the power of the apostolic 
delegate, thus conferring on Mar. Sarolli 
almost plenary authority. All matters of 
internal and local controversy affecting 
the church in the United States shall no 
longer be under the jurisdiction of the 
courts of the propoganda, but will be 
heard and disposed of in the delegate's tri- 
bunal, which becomes, in fact, 

An American Ecclesiastical Court. 

This isa further and most important 
recognition of home rule in the church, 
and will go far to do away with the jeal- 
ousy of Rome and Roman influence 
which has hitherto prevailed in certain 
quarters within and without the church. 

The encyclical, in language and spirit, 
breathes an ardent affection for the people 
and institutions of the United States and 
is not sparing in expressions of respect 
and admiration for the popular form and 
democratic spirit of our government. 

From this forecast of the encyclical it is 
easy to see that it will be received with 
unusual favor in the United States by all 
classes pdding a new and important tes- 
timony to the title of ‘Leo XIII, the pope 

of the people.” 

The encyclical concludes by expressing 
the warmest confidence in and giving the 
fullest approval of the course of Mgr. Sa- 
tolliand his liberal policies.

Editorial Comment, 


Ir 1s woefully evident from the report 
relative to the expenditures for playgrounds 
that the city bas been reckless. It has 
either paid an extravagant price for—<h¢ 
land taken, or else the undeveloped tracts 
of land in tKe city are not taxed anywhere 
near what they should be. Perhaps it is 
both. “The folly of placing the large sum 
of $50,000 in the hands of an irresponsible 
Commission is now apparent to all, as it 
was to many taxpayers when made. It 
should have been more specific, that the 
people or their representatives the Council 
might have had a voice in the location. 
As it is, Ward One has no park or play- 
ground, while few wards are satisfied with 
the location; the appropriation was too 
large and it permitted of extravagance, and 
still leaves a large unexpended balance 
upon which the city must pay interest for 
fifty years. 

It appears plain that unoccupied tracts of 
land are not yet taxed as high they should 
be, and the burden upon the progressive 
citizens is therefore heavier than it should 
be. 


Tue Crry Council of 1894 has set a good 
example in its closing days in keeping 
down the city debt and the taxes. The de- 
mands fo> the widening of Coddington 
street, and the needs of a permanent force 
for some of the hose wagons, were appar- 
ent, yet consideration for the taxpayers de- 
manded a halt. This Council has stud- 
iously avoided any increase in the matur- 
ing debt of 1895, and at the same time has 
refused generally to increase salaries and 
other current expenses. Asin 1894, how- 
ever, the maturing debt of 1895 is larger 
than it should be, in proportion to the to- 
tal debt, and great care will be necessary in| 
keeping down the annual appropriations. 


NEW CITY GOVERNMENT. 


It Will be Inaugurated on Monday with 
the Usual Programme. 


No special arrangements have been 
made for the inauguration of the new city 
government on next Monday. 

The new Council will assemble at 12) 
o'clock when Mayor Hodges will be sworn 
to the faithful performance of the duties of 
the office of Mayor, by City Clerk Keith, 
who will also perform the same function to 
the members of the Council. 

Mayor Hodges wiil then deliver his 
inaugural address after which the Council 
will organize and choose its president, 
clerk, messenger, auditor and two trustees 
of the City Hospital. 

The members of the Council will also 
draw their seats; rules will be adopted and 
an order offered to borrow a certain sum, 
probably $75,000 in anticipation of taxes, 
which will doubtless conclude all of the 
business at this session. 


The Verdict to Stand. 


The supreme court has overruled the ex- 
ceptions of the Quincy & Boston street 
railway, defendants in a suit brought by 
Edward Powers, administrator, to recover 
damages for the death of his infant son on 
Franklin street, on May 17, 1892, and the 
verdict of $2,298 will stand. 

The court holds that it was a question of | 
fact for the jury whether the mother was 
reasonably careful in allowing the boy to 
go out into the yard alone, and in not 
watching him after he went out. The 
jury might well have found that the care 
she gave him was all that could be reason- 
ably be required of her under the circum- 
stances, The evidence was such as to 
present a question of fact, and not of law.

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THE FIRE , RECORD. 


Some Interesting Figures, Facts and Com-| Newsy Brief 


ments for Year 1894. 

According to the record kept by the 
LEDGER, the total number of bell alarms 
of fire during the year 1894 was 53, an in- 
crease of 2 over the preceding year. 
When it is taken into consideration, how- 
ever, that in one case a box was pulled 
twice for the same fire, and in an- 
other case, three times.for the same fire, it 
will be seen that the actual number of bell 
alarms was less than in 1893, 

The number of false alarms, including 
those when a box was pulled needlessly 
more than once for the same fire, was 9, 
which is an increase of 6 over the year 
1893. 

The number of still alarms in 1894 was $ 
while in 1893 there were 13. 

The figures given by the chief engineer 
for 1894 show the loss by fire to have been: 
On buildings and contents, $16,983, against 
$34,287.50 for i893. 

The amount of insurance paid in losses 
in 1894 was $6,208, leaving a loss to owners 
in 1894 of $10,775 while the loss to owners 
in 1893 was $12,874.50. 

In comparing the fires of the two years 
the citizens can congratulate themselves 
on the smai! loss. 

In 1893 the city was visited by several 
large fires among which was the Gardner 
block at Wollaston; the Sherman house 
at Wollaston ; the Carter stable at At- 
lantic; the street railway car house, and 
the polishing shop of Fagan & Ballou. It 
is perfectly fair, however, to say that these 
large losses were in no way dueto the in- 
efficiency of the department but to location, 
the elements and other unfortunate circum- 
stances, During the year 1894 there were 
no large fires. 

The cause given by the chief engineer 
for the fires this year are; Incendiary, 11; 
deflective flue and chimney, 6; unknown, 
3:°Sparks, 4; rats and matches, 2; light- 
ning, over-heated stove, lamp, heating 
wax, oil stove, oil rags, children and 
matches and hot steel, 1 each. 

The number of alarms by months, in- 
cluding still and fa!se alarms was: January, 
8; February, 6; March, 6; April, 8; May, 
1; June, 6; July 12; August, 6;

STEVENSON’S WORTH 


Proclaimed In Speeches by Men Who 
Knew and Lovea Him, 

New YorK, Jan. 5.—A large audience 
attended the memorial meeting in Car- 
negie hall last night to do honor to the 
memory of Robert Louis Stevenson, poet 
and novelist. The meeting was held un- 
der the auspices of the Uncut Leaves so 
ciety, whose president, Edmund Clarence 
Stedman, paid a tribute to the literary 
genius of Stevenson. 


EDMUND (LARENCE STEDMAN, 

“He belonged to no country,’’ he said. 
“His was great art, and great art is abso- 
solute and belongs to the world. Wecome 
here tonight to honor this man of genius, 
because art and song and letters are the 


essential ground of our daily life. It 
is a gen us prevented from bearing its 
most perfect fruit. But the promise was 
great—great enough to insure him immor- 
tality. His works show a ceaseless play 
of fancy, a vivid and illuminating imagi- 
nation. They are full of heroic action, 
old dramatic beauty which made the en- 
during fame ef the Waverly novels. His 
death at this period of his career is as if 
Sir Walter Scoft had died when just be- 
ginning those novels.”, ~ , 

Andrew Carnegie, the next speaker, 
said hé was glad that the first words he 
should speak in Carnegie hall should be in 
memory of his countryman, Stevenson, 
whose birthplace was in sight of his own. 
“Before I honor Stevenson the writer,” 
he said, ‘“‘I honor Stevenson the man. He 
was one of the most lovable characters. 
His countrymen loved him as they have 
loved no one since Burns. Like Ruskin, 
Carlyle and Gladstone, he was true to an 
ideal of life. Asa writer, I honor him 
most of all for his purity. There 
morbid modern pictures of women ‘with 
& past’ in his works.” 

Mr. Carnegie was followed by Dr. Eg- 
gleston, a personal friend of Stevenson's. 
Dr. Christie Murray and George W. Cable 
were among the other speakers.

BRAINTREE A MODEL. 


It Siands Near the Top in Ventllation of 
Its Schools. 

The urgency of better ventilation for the 
public schools is well set forth in a state- 
ment issued by Cnief Wade of the District 
Police and made public last Monday: The 
essence of the report, which we find 
in the Evening Transcript, is that the 
health of school children is endangered 
under present conditions, and that Boston 
in particular should awaken to the needs of 
the hour. , 

In the matter of school ventilation Brain- 
tree is selected as the model town of the 
Commonwealth, while Boston, with its im- 
meuse resources, is at the bottom of the 
list, or near it. 

Acting upon several complaints lodged 
at the office of the State police, Captain 
Walker, one of the sanitary experts in the 
service of the board, examined the condi- 
tion ef the Tappan Primary school in East 
Boston, It is an eight-room building, with 
a seating capacity of fifty-six pupils per 
room. Tbe test was made about half an 
hour after the opening of the session, and 
the air, tested by the Wolpert limewater 
process, was found to contain twenty-nine

BY ARBITRATION. 


The Only Method Lett For Settling the 
Strike at Haverhill, 


HAVERHILL, Mass., Jan. 5.—Very little 
headway has been made as yet toward 
bringing the strike of shoe operators to an 
end. Both sides continue firm in their 
positions, and apparently the only hope of 
a speedy settlement lies in the interven- 
tion of the state board of arbitration 
The news that the board had decided to 
come here is hailed with joy. The strike 
has now been in progress 10 days. Many 
are of the opinion that it will continuy 
some time yet. 

Meetings of the strikers and conferences 
between the manufacturers and labor = 
leaders are held daily, but as yet none of 
these meetings have brought forth any vis- 
ible result. 

Attempts are being made to hire out- 
side help through agencies. Chick Bros. 
have made arrangements to quarter new 
help in their factory, but thus far they 
have not secured over 50 men, and the 
greater part of these have been induced to 
come out by the strikers. 

A relief committee appointed by the 
strikers to solicit funds is meeting with 
great success, and large donations are fre- 
quently arriving. Three gifts of $100 each 
were received yesterday from local mer 
chants.

Declines Were Unequal. 

The range was very little higher at the 
end of the year, and about as low Oct. 25. 
The fall since a year ago has been 5}4 per 
cent, but very unequal in different 
branches. In iron and steel products 14 
per cent, in wool 13.4 pex cent, in woolens 
and cottons about 15 per cent. These 
changes contrast sharply with the decline 
of wages paid per hour's work, which, as 
was shown last week, average only }¢ per 
cent less than a year ago. 

During the greater part of the year 
business has been disturbed by njonetary 
apprehensions, the gold reserve in the 
treasury having fallen dangerously low.

During the year last passed Quincy bas had a new experience in its financial affairs. 
The executive and legislative branches of the City Government have agreed with the 
mass of citizens that economy must be practiced as well as preached. During the first 
five years as a city the debt increased year by year from nothing to asum equal 
to almost ninety percent. of the debt limit allowed by law. It became perfectly plain 
that we were not cutting our garments to suit our cloth. We realized that we were yield- 
ing too willing to the wishes of men who always had schemes for spending but never had 
plans for saving. How the debt ran up is shown by the following table of figures taken 
from the annual reports of the City Auditor.

While I am not prepared to approve, 
generally, our public schools and the con- 
scientious conduct thereof by our school 
authorities, yet I am bound to call the at- 
tention of the citizens to one underlying 
eause of complaint, which, in the minds 
of many men, is a serious drawback to the 
efficiency of the schools. I refer to the 
general diffuseness which seemsto prevail 
in the education of our public school chil- 
dren, They seem to scatter their energies 
inso many different directions that the 
net result, viz: a solid, substantial, sim- 
ple and well-ground education, seems not 
to be attained. 

I am free to admit that our school au- 
thorities are by no means wholly to blame 
for this state of affairs. The legislation of 
the Commonwealth is such as to encourage 
toa most unnecessary extent the teaching 
of many subjects in the public schools, It 
will surprise most citizens to know that in 
the public schools of the grammar grade 
the law declares that eleven subjects must 
be taught, and that in addition six other 
sudjects may be taught at the discretion of 
the school committee. That, in addition to 
the seventeen subjects taught in the gram- 
mar schools ten otber subjects must be 
taught in the high schools. Furthermore, 
that in addition to the twenty-seven sub- 
jects already cited, teachers in the high 
school must be competent to give instruc- 
tion, in a city of the size of Quincy, in 
eight more subjects. It is not my purpose 
to suggest that the School Committee 
should disregard the law, but it is my duty 
to call their attention to this condition of 
legislation and to urge upon them to con- 
centrate to the greatest extent possible, 
the teaching of these various subjects so as 
to give our children the sound and funda- 
mental education which our people expect. 

Law Department. 

During the past year action has been 
begun against the bondsmen of the con- 
tractor who undertook the building of the 
Willard School. The breach of contract 
occurred something over three years ago, 
but until this year, no definite legal pro- 
ceedings have been taken against the con- 
tractor or his bondsmep to recover the 
damages justly due to the city for the 
breach of contract. 

Sewerage. 

I referred to the subject of sewerage in 
my inaugural message of last year, and 
at the time acknowledging its claims to 
our early consideration, I did not then 
advise action, because of the poor finan- 
cial condition of the city. In that respect 
we are somewhat better off this year than 
last ; yet it is apparent to us that even now 
the subject must be very carefully handled 
in order to avoid an unwieldy debt and an 
excessive tax-rate. 

It is my belief that the taxpayers and 
citizens of Quincy are ready and anxious 
that immediate steps be taken looking to 
the adoption of some system of sewerage 
which will give relief and benefit to all 
parts of the city. The free use of the 
public water supply by a large population, 
compels the adoption of a sewerage sys- 
tem. The one goes hand in gluve with 
the other. Oar population is estimated by 
the State Board of Health to be over 
twenty thousand, and a large proportion 
of our inhabitants, the number constantly 
increasing, are supplied with, and freely 
use, city water. After use, this water 
becomes tainted, and goes to greatly swell 
the bulk of our sewage matter. Even in 
the thickly settled districts of our city, no 
provision is made for the disposition of 
this large volume of objectionable matter, 
other than by turning it off into cesspools, 

Though I do not attribute the recent 
prevalence of diphtheriato our lack of 
sewerage facilities, yet I believe that such 
a condition of affairs as exists here, has 
made the extermination of the disease by 
the doctors and the Board of Health more 
difficult to accomplish. There is, however, 
a widespread public sentiment, not only 
here, but everywhere, that the primary 
existence of infectious diseases, is largely 
occasioned ‘by poor sewerage, Many 
persons who would otherwise make this 
city their home may be deterred from 
coming here to build because of the poor 
facilities afforded for the disposition of 
sewage. 

I have given the subject careful consid- 
eration of late. Now is the time to go to 
work in earnest. A sewerage system for 
Quincy is no longer to be classed as a 
luxury, but as anecessity, and I strongly 
advise this Council to give the subject 
immediate attention. 

The reports of the various departments 
of the city fér the past year will be made 
to the Council in due time, and I refer to 
them to show in detail the work of each 
department,

SiCK BUT ONE DAY. 


“s h of General Post, a Representative 
of Illinois In Congress. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 7.—General Philip 
Bidney Post, member of congress from the 
Tenth district of Illinois, died at the 
Hamilton hotel yesterday morning after 
asickness of but one day. His death was 
from heart failure, resulting from acute 
gastritis. For some time he had been suf- 
fering at intervals with attacks which 
physicians pronounced dyspepsia, but had 
attended to his congressional duties unre- 
mittingly. 

He passed the holidays at his home in 
Illinois and reached Washington Wednes- 
day. Saturday morning he was seized 
with an attack of his old trouble, which 
did not, however, assume serious form 
untilevening. During the night heart 
failure set in, and for some hours before 
his death the physicians could detect hardly 
any pulse beat. Mrs. Post and ason, W. 
S. Post, were with him. There is another 
son, Philip S. Post, a lawyer, in Chicago. 

The Illinois delegation in congress held 
& meeting this morning and took appropri- 
ate action, and the house adjourned after 
the reading of the journal. 

The usual committees from the house 
and senate were appointed to act as an es- 
cort to the body to llinols. The funeral 
party will leave Washington at 8 o’clock 
tonight. The funeral services will be held 
in Galesburg, Ills.

GOT BEYOND CONTROL. 
Electric Car Sped Down a Hill at the 
Rate of a Mile a Minute. 

Kiyeston, N. Y., Jan. 7.—On the Kings- 
ton city electric street railway the lower 
portion of the road-is avery steep grade 
down the lowerend of Broadway. Near 
the top of the hill isa switch. When a 
earin charge of Conductor Norton and 
Motorman Link reached this point, going 
down, it was found that the brake would 
not hold the car. 

There were five passengers on board. 
Finally, T. P. Ostrander sprang for his 
life and landed safelyin a snow bank 
Two of the passengers were ladies, and 
they were kept 1a the car by the conductor, 
who stuck to his post, as did also the 
motorman. By this time they were mov- 
ing at the rate of a mile a minute. The 
car kept the rails until the sharp curve at 
the foot of the hill was reached. 

Here the tracks lead into Ferry streét, 
on oneside of which stands the building 
of the Cornell Steamboat company. The 
runaway dashed over this curve, and 
plowed half way through the towing of- 
fice, taking down a huge iron pillar in its 
flight. The motorman was terribly in- 
jured, and is likely to die. Conductor 
Norton came through safely. The two 
women in the car were severely hurt, but 
not seriously. Iwo men jumped before 
the car struck and escaped with slight in- 
juries. The car was badly smashed and 
considerable damage was done by the col- 
lision. 

Tried to Kill Two, 

Utica, N. Y., Jan. 7.—About three 
weeks ago William Flint and wife came 
to this city to reside with Flint’s mother. 
Flint’s wife is 10 years his senior, and the 
mother of two children by a former hus- 
band. Flint married her six weeks ago. 
Mrs. Flint arose at 10 o’clock yesterday 
and shot her husband without warning 
The man fell to the floor, mortally 
wounded. Then the woman fired two 
shots at Flint’s mother. Though seriously 
wounded the injured woman may recover. 
Mrs. Flint says she was forced to the deed 
because of the constant interference of her 
mother-in-law in the affairs of the family. 


Lost Leg Caused Death.

Will Alone Occupy the Attention of the 
National House This Week. 


MUCH-DISCUSSED NICARAGUA BILL 


Still Has the Right of Way In 
the Senate. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 7.—This week prom- 
4ses to be a most eventful one in the house 
of representatives. It will not only de- 
termine the fate of the Carlisle currency 
bill, so far as the lower branch of congress 
is concerned, but in the event of the de- 
feat of the measure it will have a far- 
reaching effect on the currency question 
and on the policy of congress and the ad- 
ministration. 

The Democratic house caucus which 
will convene this evening, unless post- 
poned on account of the death of Repre- 
sentative Post, will be the first important 
step, as itis expected to test whether any 
bill can command a majority, and what 
form the bill is to be. The house ad- 
journed immediately after assemblage to- 
day, out of respect for Mr. Post. A rule 
fixing the future course of debate will not 
be introduced until tomorrow, and its 
terms will depend largely on the events of 
the caucus, 

It had been hoped to get a final vote by 
tomorrow or next day, but Mr. Springer, 
who is in charge of the bill, says it may be 
necessary to let the debate run through 
the week. 

There are evidences, however, that a 
coup d’etat will be put in execution to- 
morrow by those opposed to the bill. This 
will be a motion to strike out all after the 
enacting clause, which would be equiva- 
lent toa motion to kill the bill. It was 
by astroke of this kind that the Morris 
tariff bill was summarily killed long be- 
fore its friends had anticipated a final vote. 

The parliumentary leaders of the house 
have been consulted and have agreed that 
this move is regular and in accordance 
with the rules. They are expecting the 
move, although it is not known positively 
that it will be executed. If an early vote 
is thus precipitated, and all of the bill 
after the enacting clause struck out, it 
would do away with the five-minute de- 
bate and put a summary end to the strug- 
gle. 

If, however, the motion to strike out 
should fail to secure a majority, the five- 
mninute debate would proceed until the 
final vote was taken. 

There is no program for the week be- 
yond* the currency bill, as this measure 
will exclude consideration of everything 
else until it is settled. 

Senate Forecast. 

The senate adjourned today soon after 
the hour of meeting, as a mark of respect 
to Representative Post. Tomorrow the 
Nicaraguan canal bill will again be before 
the senate. The regular proceedings of 
the week will then begin with a speech in 
support of the measure by Senator Mitch- 
ell of Oregon. 

The friends of the canal bill are hopeful 
thata vote may be reache some time 
during the week, but whether it will at- 
tain that important stage will depend upon 
the persistence of the opposition and the 
interference of the business of the com- 
mittee. 

The pension appropriation is the only 
bill before the senate, and it is not be- 
lieved that its consideration will consume 
much time, as there is a probability that 
the urgent deficiency bill will be reported 
during the week, and in case it should, 
and an effort is made to call it up, it is to 
be the basis for numerous speeches on the 
appropriation for carrying the income tax 
into effect. 

While the opponents of the incomé tax 
generally disavow any intention to defeat 
the appropriation, they openly confess 
their purpose of using it asa text for 
speeches on the general policy of imposing 
such a tax. The probabilities, however, 
are against any effort to revive considera- 
tion of this bill during the week. 

Itis likely that two or three speeches 
will be made against the Nicaraguan bill 
during the week, and there are still others, 
so far unannounced, to be madein support. 
The advocates of the canal bill are begin- 
ning to grow somewhat anxious to receive 
avote, as they suspect an effort to hold 
this off until it may be possible to displace 
the bill entirely with some other measure, 
or, ifthis be avoided and the bill passed, 
that it will reach the house too late to se- 
cure consideration during the present ses- 
sion. 

The general understanding now is that 
when the Nicaraguan bill shall be dis- 
posed of by the senate the bankruptcy bill 
will be taken up for consideration, and | 
that after that the territorial admission | 
bills will receive attention.

SUNK IN BOSTON BAY. 


One Downfallen Woman Murdered bY/gour of the Crew of Pilot Boat D. J. 


Another of the Same Class, 

New York, Jan. 7.—A quarrel betwecn 
two dissolute women in a house on Mott 
street yesterday ended in one woman 
throwing a lighted lamp at the other, 
firing her clothing and literally cremating 
her in a short time. 

The building is tenanted by Chinamen 
and white women and the attention of 
the police was attracted to a room on the 
fourth floor, where the crime was enacted, 
by cries of fire. The reom was ablaze, and 
when the flames were extinguished a 
woman was found lying on the floor, her 
clothing burned completely from her 
body, which was badly burned. She was 
recognized by the police as Bridget Gor- 
man. She said that Lizzie Brown, known 
to the police as “Liz the Man,” had 
thrown the lamp at her. She died in 10 
minutes. 

The murderess is one of the worst char- 
acters of that class who carry on their im- 
moral traffic almost solely among the 
Chinese, and is known in police parlance 
as a “‘revolver.’’ She no sooner serves one 
term of imprisonment on the island than 
she is arrested again, and always con- 
victed. Numerous efforts to reclaim her 
have been made by the missionaries of the 
locality, but to no purpose, and she has 
long since been abandoned by them as in- 
corrigible. 

The police began asearch at once, and 
two hours later she was captured while 
hiding in a Bowery lodging house. She 
was unconcerned when arrested and sim- 
ply remarked: ‘She tried todo me, and 
Idid her. It serves her right.” She was 
committed to the Tombs.

MERCHANTS BLAMED. 


Inspector Williams Says They In- 
augurated the Bribery System. 


SUGGESTS METHODS OF REFORM 


In Dealing With Saloons and 
Disorderly Houses. 


New York, Jan. 8.—Inspector Williams 
in aninterview yesterday gave his views 
concerning the police department. He 
said: “The police are not responsible for 
the system of trickery that has grown up. 
This started in the mercantile districts 
down town. There the shopmen bribed 
the policemen to allow them to leave 
goods of their overcrowded shops on the 
sidewalks in violation of the corporation 
orders. 

“The system of bribery grew. Certain 
hoursof the day should be fixed by or- 
dinance, during which merchants could 
have reasonable use of the sidewalks to 
load and unload goods. They must be 
made to understand that they may leave 
boxes on the sidewalk only during these 
specified hours.”’ 

The inspector then took up the discus- 
sion of the saloon problem. He was will- 
ing to guarantee that with three changes 
in the present law every saloon would be 
closed during prohibited hours, that the 
traffic would be properly regulated and 
that there would be no bribery or black- 
mail of saloon keepers by the police. 

How He Would Have It. 

These changes were that the shades and 
green blinds be taken from the doors and 
windows of the saloons, thus leaving the 
bar so that it could be seen from the out- 
side by the policeman on duty; that there 
be no liquor license issued toany indi- 
vidual, but that the sale of liquor be li- 
censed in certain houses, the owners of 
which to be responsible for the conduct 
of the place, and in case of violation of the 
law the license should be withdrawn for 
three years, and that there be Sunday 
hours for opening under proper restric- 
tions. 

To put down the evil of disorderly 
houses, it was necessary to ‘‘stop making 
criminals of these women by law, and to 
localize the evil as far as possible.” They 
should be made to understand that in cer- 
tain quarters they would be free from mo- 
lestation, but that to venture outside 
would mean imprisonment. 

The inspector was most emphatic in his 
statement that a single head to the police 
department was out of the question. Its 
business was too large for one man to 
manage. The department should always 
be in charge of a bi-partisan commission. 


Keep Cruisers Busy. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 8.—In execution of 
his policy of keeping the cruisers in mo- 
tion and away from home, Secretary Her- 
bert has instructed Admiral Beardslee, 
commanding the Pacific station, to cause 
the ships attached to the station now at 
Mare island and ready for service to go to 
sea. The exact cruise of each vessel has 
not been specified. Doubtless the Mon- 
terey and the Olympia are ready to cruise 
atonce. Aside from these there will be 
available for cruising in the course of a 
few weeks, the Philadelphia, Boston 
Marion, Mohican, Adams, Alert and 
Thetis. 

The P. P, A, “Cut Ice.” 

TORONTO, Jan. 8.—Municipal elections 
were held throughout the province of On- 
tario yesterday. The Protestant Protec- 
tive association, an organization similar 
tothe A. P. A.in American politics, had 
several candidates in the field, who were 
elected. In other districts the P. P. A. 
cast its strength with the candidate whom 
they thought most favorable to their 
views. As between a Conservative and 
Liberal nominee the former generally se- 
cured the P. P. A. vote. 


PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 8.—The mystery at- 
tending the disappearance of the schooner 
Helen Kellar, from Pascagoula, Oct. 4, 
which has not been heard of since her de- 
parture, was partially cleared up yester- 
day. The hull of the vessel was found 
stranded about 40 miles northof Vera 
Cruz. Itis feared that the crew were lost. 


Held Without Bail. 

NEw ORLEANS, Jan. 8. — Henry B.

Demand Work or Bread From the New- 
foundiand Legislature. 


THREATENED TO RAID A WARSHIP 


But the Captain Succeeded In 
Calming Them. 


St. Jouy’s, N. F., Jan. 8—A crowd of 
about 3000 workingmen, who were thrown 
out ofemployment by the financial col- 
lapse, gathered before the legislative 
chambers yesterday. Later they formed 
into procession and paraded the principal 
streets. At the head of the procession 
was borne a white flag, bearing the words: 
“‘Work or bread.” 

The movement created consternation. 
At first the police prepared to disperse the 
crowd, but as their actions were peaceful 
nothing further in this direction was 
done. After hooting the government, the 
procession went to the dry dock, where the 
British ship Lourmaline is, which was 
sent here to help preserve order. 

A committee of the unemployed boarded 
the ship and represented to Captain Poore 
how they and their families were starving. 
They declared that they were willing to 
work, but if no work was available they 
insisted that the government should feed 
them. Then they threatened to take the 
necessuries of life from the stores. 

Captain Poore intimated that such at- 
tempts would be repressed with a stern 
hand, his orders being to preserve the 
peace and toallow no interference with 
private property. He, however, expressed 
his willingness to help the workingmen 
as faras he could, and he promised to 
write to the government, presenting their 
case and urging that help be extended to 
them. He said that he would have an 
answer today to his letter, and would 
communicate it to them. With this assur- 
ance the delegation withdrew. 

An Appeal to the Government. 


Starvauon is becoming more general 
daily. Several poor families were evicted 


yesterday. This adds to the misery of the 
situation. The government was waited 
on by a business committee of the clergy 
of the various churches. In reply, the 
government said the arrangements were 
making to provide employment for the re 
lief of the people. Lady O’Brien’s com- 
mittee started two soup kitchens yesterday. 

The government officials are happy, 
owing to the fact that gold is here with 
which to pay their salaries. The Opposi- 
tion press made a point against them, de- 
claring that they are securing their own 
salaries, while taxpayers are perishing. 

The Bank of Montreal will open to- 
morrow. 

It has been decided that the Newfound- 
land branch shall issue notes to the 
amount of $1,000,000, Railway Contractor 
Reid has received $5000 in gold, and a simi- 
lar amount has been received by the 
Tourmaline. 


An Interesting Argument.

THE INAUGURAL ADDRESS Of Mayor 
Hodges was printed in full in the Dairy 
LEDGER yesterday and we commend it to 
a thoughtful! perusal! of our readers. While 
the city is to be congratulated upon a re- 
duction of the debt, taxpayers do not need 
to be told that it was at a great sacrifice ; 
many at this late date not having been able 
to pay the large assessment. The reduc- 
tion of the general debt increased the tax 
rate over $1.50, in a year when people gen- 
erally could ill afford it. It was not ac- 
complished by retrenchment, as the appro- 
priation bill for 1894 was larger than for 
1893, Neither did His Honor prevent an 
increase in debt, as he vetoed no appro- 
priation order during the year. The sim- 
ple facts are, that a large installment of the 
debt matured in 1894, and it was paid. 
Although $64,730 was paid off, the general 
debt was decreased but $23,639. 

While the City Auditor reported the water 
debt on Dec. 31, 1893, to have been $714,000, 
it was really $60,000 less, as an order auth- 
orizing that amount was found to be illegal 
and reconsidered, and an orderfor $45,000 
passed in 1894, Thus the total debt a year 
ago was $1,043,720, or cover $20,000 less 
than today. 

Will the debt be reduced this year—either 
the genera] or the water debt? Mayor 
Hodges’ figures show that the maturing 


debt of 1895 is $52,451.00, but he is com- 
mitted to the ** immediate -construction ”’ 
of two new schoolhouses, the loans for 
which have not been authorized. He also 
says ‘‘now is the time to go to work in 
earnest’? on a sewerage system. The 
maturing water debt is $25,000. The 
Mayor says an additional supply is requisite 
and the water service must be extended. 
If any appropriation is made it will be at 
Jeast $30,000 and perhaps $60,000 or $90,- 
000, sothe prospec's are the water debt 
will be increased. The playground debt 
will be decreased $1,000,but a large annual 
asssement for State reservations will take 
its place. Although $78,451 of the debt 
will be paid off this year, there will prob- 
ably be no reduction in the general debt. 
The city, however, is very. nearly $100,000 
within its debt limit. 

There is a possibility Of a slight reduction 
in the tax rate inthe natura! course of 
events, because the amount of debt matur- 
ing is smaller, and the net income of the 
water department should be larger, but the 
rate will not drop in 1895 as much as it in- 
creased in 1894. 

The public schools are second in space 
given, and the comments will cause as 
much criticism as praise. It May seem 
upon announcement that a large number 
of studies are being taught, but is His 
Honor personally aware how they are 
taught; that under the Quincy system 
many are taught atthe same time. The 
underlying objection is probably the ex- 
pense, which is not under control of the 
Mayor. If His Honor wasa member of 
the school board as in other cities, the 
schools would not come in for so much 
criticism in the inaugurals of some Mayors, 

All that is said for sewers will be gener- 
ally endorsed. They have been delayed 
too long. It is pleasing to note also that 
our water supply is receiving attention. 

The praise for the poor department, fire 
department, police department, law 
partment, and much of that of the depart- 
ment of public works, is merited, but it is 
well known that the street department 
has been severely criticised. Nothing is said 
about the arduous work of the Assessors, 
or the faithful work of the City Treasurer, 
City Auditor, City Cierk, Tax Collector 
and the boards.

ENDORSED BY DEMOCRATS. 


No Assurance, However, That the Carlisle 
Currency Bill Will Pass. 

WaAsHINGTON, Jan. 8.—By a vote of 81 to 
59, the Democratic house caucus voted 
yesterday to endorse the Carlisle substi- 
tute currency bill now before the house. 
Speaker Crisp took the lead in presenting 
the resolution and in vigorously urging 
the necessity of its adoption. 

The committee on rules was instructed 
to bring in arule at once to close the de- 
bate. Efforts to arhend Mr. Crisp’s reso 
lution were yoted down, oneof the ad- 
verse votes showing only 18 members of 
the caucus favorable to an issue of bonds 
to retire the greenbacks. 

The result of the caucus is accepted 
with considerable apprehension by friends 
of the bill, notwithstanding the passage of 
the resolution of endorsement. 

The 81 votes which the measure com- 
manded in caucus are far short of the num- 
ber necessary to pass it in the house. It 
is believed, however, that many of the 59 
votes recorded against the resolution will 
be changed, now that the Carlisle bill has 
the prestige of caucus endorsement. But 
there were several prominent leaders who 
asserted at the close of the caucus that 
the vote showed conclusively that the bill 
could not pass. 

The senate adjourned shortly after 8 
o’clock as a mark of respectto the memory 
of Representative Post of Illinois. A 
speech by Mr. Pefferin support of a serv- 
ice pension law for the benefit of soldiers 
and sailors of the late war, and another by 
Mr. Mitchell in behalf of the Nicaraguan 
canal bill, occupied most of the time of 
the session. Mr. Lodge's resolution re 
garding the withdrawal of American 
ships from Hawaii was taken up, but-was 
laid aside. 

Mr. Ransom (Dem., N. C.) was elected 
president pro tem of the senate to act in 
the absence of Vice President Stevenson 
and Mr. Harris. 

When the roll was being called in the 
senate Senator Jones of Arkansas an- 
nounced that Senator Irby of South Caro- 
lina was absent on account of sickness. 
Mr. Irby has not occupied his seat in the 
senate during the present session, and his 
friends here say that he has been kept 
away by affection of the heart, and that 
he is at his home in Laurens, 8. C. 


Thinks Pickard Is Mistaken. 

AMESBURY, Mass., Jan. 8.—The contro- 
versy between Frank B. Sanborn, a Bos- 
ton journalist; 8S. T. Pickard, Whittier’s 
historian, and Dr. Quint, editor of The 
Congregationalist, in relation to Whit- 
tier’s ancestry, is attracting great atten- 
tion here, where he lived for 50 years. A 
life-long friend of Poet Whittier states 
that Messrs. Quint and Sanborn were 
probably right in asserting that Whit- 
tier did not descend from Stephen Batch- 
elder, a clergyman at Hampton, N. H., in 
1633, the claim made by Pickard in the 
poet's genealogy. 

Afraid of a Flood, 

PITTSBURG, Jan. 8.—River men are thor- 
oughly alarmed over the probability of a 
big flood at this point. The Monongahela 
came out with a rush yesterday, and with 
the breaking of ice in the upper pools, the 
damage to boats began. Immense coal 
fleets are threatened with total destruc- 
tion. The Allegheny is also full of ice 
and is running like a torrent. A great 
amount of wreckage is coming down, in- 
dicating dumage at points above. 


More Men Idle, 

Dvusols, Pa., Jan. 8.—The strike situ- 
ation remains unchanged. At a meeting 
of miners and citizens a committee was 
appointed to draft resolutions asking the 
company to reinstate the men discharged 
last week, At Reynoldsville all the miners 
are now idle. The night operators and 
yardmen on the Buffalo, Rozhester and 
Pittsburg road, which carries all the coal 
from this region, have been laid off on ac- 
count of the strike. 


Arbitrators at Work. 

HAVERHILL, Mass., Jan. 8.—The state 
board of arbitration visited this city yester- 
day to look into the strike situation. Im- 
mediately upon their arrival they began a 
conference with T. T. Pomeroy, agent of 
the Boot and Shoe Workers’ union, but 
no conclusion of importance was reached, 
most of the time being occupied in merely 
reviewing the situation. They will re 
main here several days to effect a settle- 
ment if possible. 

Figures Are Away Up. 

New York, Jan. 8.—The figures of the 
commercial trade in and out of the port 
of New York, furnished by the Chamber 
of Commerce, show that the total value of 
imports for the year was: For the port of 
New York, #483,835,595, and for the whole 
of the United States, $740,730,293. The 
total exports were: For New York, $452,- 
644,968, and for the rest of the United 
States, $972,761.378. 


Two Clubs Want Wilson, 

CLEVELAND, Jan. 8.— Pitcher Frank 
Wilson, who played with the Pottsville 
(Pa.) club last year, has signed a Boston 
League contract for 1895. It is stated that 
the Cleveland club management agreed on 
terms with Wilson in August. Secretary 
Robison says that Cleveland undoubtedly 
has first claim on Wilson, and will fight 
for its rights in the cage.

The Business Prospects and the Situation 
Today of Granite Business. 

McDonnell & Sons have put on men 
aud show signs of areturn to something 
like old time activity. They have on band 
& monument to be erected to the memory 
of John Q. A. McDonnell who died in 
Buffalo, New York, last year. The design 
is of collosal dimensions and promises to 
be one of the largest memorials that has 
been cut in Quincy for a long time. 

The grading of Liberty street has caused 
Wm. Spargo & Sons to raise the elevation 
of their sheds, and make other internal 
alterations. Throughout the whole busi- 
ness depression, this firm has been unysu- 
ally fortunate in securing work. 

According to many of the industrial 
prophets, the coming spring will usher in 
more prosperous conditions for the granite 
trade than it has realized fur a considerable 
period. If these roseate predictions are 
realized it will be indeed fortunate for 
those engaged in any capacity in this line. 

One very remarkable feature of the situ- 
ation this winter contrasted with that of 
last, is the absence of cases requiring pub- 
lic relief. It is doubtful if there are so 
many men employed at present as there 
were at the same time last year. It is ad- 
mitted that the work during the season 
just closed, has been more precarious and 
unsteady than in the more immediate pre- 
vious seasons, and yet there are not the 
same sad appeals for help nor does there 
seem to be such a hopeless spirit of depres- 
sion, as was manifest last winter.

LANGUAGE FOR MEDICINE. 


An Italian Suggests That Latin Be Used 
In All Countries. 

Decidedly the question of a univer- 
sal language of medicine is in the air. 
During the last few months we have 
had occasion to refer to several pro- 
posals of the kind. Now comes another, 
this time from Italy. 

Dr. E. Vitali of Bari has addressed a 
long letter to the Italian minister of 
public instruction, Dr. Baccelli, invit- 
ing him as president of the interna- 
tional medical congress to propose tc 
the organizing committee that Latin be 
recognized as one of the official lan- 
guages at the next (Moscow) congress 
and as the sole official language at all 
future congresses, beginning with the 
fourth from the one held this year in 
Rome. 

Dr. Vitali’s argument is, briefly, that 
while all medical men have some smat- 
tering of Latin comparatively few know 
any modern language but their own. 
Very few understand all the languages 
used at congresses, which hence serve 
to give un idea of the tower of Babel 
as far as confusion of tongues is con- 
cerned. However bad may be the Latin 
spoken, it will always, Dr. Vitali main- 
tains, be more intelligible than any one 
modern language to the largest number, 
and that, after all, is the main point. 
For any one really in earnest in the 
matter there need be no difficulty in 
acquiring sufficient fluency in Latin for 
the purpose in view. 

Dr. Baccelli has sent a diplomatio re- 
ply to Dr. Vitali’s communication, in 
which he promises to give the subject 
proper consideration, etc. There, so far 
as we know, the matter rests, and there, 
we imagine, it is likely to rest. There 
would unquestionably be many advan- 
tages in the revival of Latin as the lin- 
gua franca of science, nor does the 
scheme involve any insuperable difficul- 
ties. 

In an interesting article in The Tem- 
ple Bar it is stated that the celebrated 
Dr. Bozzi Granville, when he wished 
toenter the English navy, bad some 
difficulty about his examination at Has- 
lar, as none of the medical staff spoke 
any European language but his own. 
At the suggestion of the surgeon of the 
Raven, whose communications with his 
assistant had been carried on in Latin, 
that language was employed. The Ital- 
ian doctor passed triumphantly. —Brit- 
ish Medical Journal.

STEVENSON'S DEATH. 


The Scenes During His Last Moments 
Described in Detail. 


UNION JACK WAS HIS SHROUD. 


Touching Evidence of Grief of 
Samoan Chiefs. 


Lonpoy, Jan. 8 — The letter which 
Lloyd Osborne, the stepson of Robert 
Louis Stevenson, has written to Sidney 
Colvin, describing the last moments of the 
novelist, says: ‘When we returned from 
summoning the doctor it was dark, the 
lights were hit in the great room, and 
Louis was lying on a chair, breathing very 
laboredly. He was unconscious from the 
beginning, and for about an hour we 
waited about him seeing his life ebb away. 
He was dressed in his sailor’s jumper and 
trousers, and kept his high color to the 
last. 

“When he passed away we lowered the 
Union Jack we fly over the house, and 
covered the body with the flag he loved. 

“It is a cause of thankfulness that death 
came suddenly, finding him busy and 
happy. 

“It was just at sunset and time for din- 
ner, and he and my mother were prepar- 
ing some little delicacy together, a salad 
for theevening meal. He got up a bottle 
of extra wine, too, for this little feast, 
some of the old Burgundy that he prized. 
My mother caught him as he suddenly 
seemed to turn faint and giddy and asked 
her: ‘DoI look strange?’ and she tried to 
reassure him. As she managed to get him 
into the great room and into the chair he 
showed her where the pain was in his head, 
and this was his last consciousness. 

Samoans Deeply Grieved, 

“There he lies now in the big room with 
the flag cast over him, his hands joined to- 
gether across his breast, and our poor peo- 
ple showing the last signs of respect 
within their power by watching the night 
out where he lies.” 

The writer, under a later date, con- 
tinues: ‘‘My previous letter was inter- 
rupted by several of our truest Samoan 
chiefs, with their last presents for Louis, 
the fine mats that the body of a great 
man must be wrappedin. All night they 
sataround his body, in company with 
every one of our people, in stolid silence. 

“It was in vain that I attempted to get 
them away. “This is the Samoan way,’ 
they said, and that ended the matter. 
They kissed his hand one by one as they 
camein. It wasa most touching sight. 
You cannot realize what giving these 
mats mean. They are the Samoans’ for- 
tune. It takes a womana year to make 
one, and these people of ours were of the 
poorest. 

“It was always his wish to be buried on 
the top of the mountain that bounds 
Vailima, He even had a window cut in 
his study so that he should always see the 
place. I was determined that his wishes 
should be followed out, so I sent that 
night to our best friends to bring in their 
men. Forty came with their chiefs, and 
several of Mataafa’s chiefs came, too.” 

The letter then proceeds to describe the 
funeral.

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BAY STATE LEGISLATURE. 


The State House Reconstruction Problem. 
Examination of Teachers. 

Bostoy, Jan. 3.—The members of the 
Massachusetts senate and house of repre- 
sentatives met at 2 o'clock yesterday, and 
began the regular business of the session 
of 1895, 

In the house, Representative Grover 
of Canton presided in the absence of 
Speaker Meyer, who was absent on ac 
count of sickness. After prayer by the 
house chaplain, the list of appointments to 
the various committees, prepared by 
Speaker Meyer, was read by Clerk Me- 
Laughlin. Certain portions of the gov- 
ernor’s inaugural address, calling for spé- 
cial legislation, were apportioned among 
the various committees having jurisdic- 
tion therein. The members then balloted 
for seats. 

The following representatives were 
placed on the various house committees by 
the speaker: Irwin of Northampton on 
judicary and rules; Bliss of West Spring- 
field on probate and insolvency and elec- 
tions; Warriner of Springfield on finance; 
Wakefield of Amherst on agriculture; 
Mills of Fall River on cities; Phelps of 
North Adams on constitutional amend- 
ments; Penniman of Brockton on educa- 
tion; Eddy of New Bedford on fisheries 
and game; Young of Springfield on in- 
surance; Ross of New Bedford on labor; 
Grant of Chicopee on manufactures; Den- 
ham of New Bedford on prisons; Stanley 
of New Bedford on railroads; Perkins of 
Springfield and Jenks of North Adams on 
roads and bridges. 

In the senate, President Butler opened 
the proceedings with a few pertinent re- 
marks relative to the business likely to be 
considered. About the only feature of the 
day’s session was the reading of the com- 
mittee appointments, after which the 
members drew for seats and then ad- 
journed. 

The legislature will, in accordance with 
the act of congress to regulate the times 
and manner of holding elections for sen- 
ators in congress, proceed to the choice of 
a@ successor to United States Senator 
George F. Hoar on the 15th inst., which is 
“the second Tuesday after the meeting 
and organization”’ of the general court. 

The Democrats will throw a compll- 
mentary vote fors Hon. John E. Russell, 
and the Republicans will probably all 
vote for Hon. George F. Hoar, who will 
thus succeed himself. 

There is likely to be a vigorous contest 
between those who want a new front fol- 
lowing the Bulfinch design of the state 
house and those who would have _ the ex- 
isting head house repaired and strength- 
ened. Atthe last session the committee 
having the matter in charge stood 6 to 5 
in favor of a new building at an esti- 
mated expense of $1,500,000, the minority 
preferring an expenditure of $500,000 for 
repairs. Only five members of the commit- 
tee are in this year’s legislature. 

The vandal has already begun his work, 
and inthe person of a member of the 
great and general court, whose name is 
p'ainly to be seen scratched upon one of 
the desks in the new representatives’ 
chamber. 

The report of the secretary pf the state 
board of education on state examination 
and certification of teachers, in accordance 
with the plan adopted in October last, has 
just appeared. The system is in no way 
compulsory either upon the towns or 
upon the teachers, but to both it offers a 
relief from the necessity of new exami- 
nations when teachers change positions, 
and it puts itinto the power of towns to 
adopt higher standards in their examina- 
tions. 

It has many other advantages which are 
obvious and therefore needingno mention 
in detail. To supplement the plana de- 
tailed statement of the kind and amount 
of work each subject requires, or of au- 
thorities and works adequate for particu 
lar requirements, will be ready on or be- 
fore April 1.

THE YOUNG city of Medford hasa debt 
of over three quarters of a million, but 
Mayor Perry is not at all cast down. He 
believes in progress, and the city has water, 
sewers and playgrounds, and these are 
obtained on a smal! tax rate. The rates 
for four years have been: $14.60, $14.80, 
$15.30 and $14,80. - In his inaugural Mayor 
Perry said : 

The funded debt has very largely in- 
creased, and must be stili more largely in- 
creased for the undertakings already under- 
way to say nothing of what sooner or 
later wust be begun, But there is nothing 
in this that need create special anxiety. 
The expenses of the city must necessarily 
increase, for it is rapidly growing, and 
tbere must be anticipation and provision, 
as there already has been, for its greate: 
future. ‘The wisest economy cannot and 
should not prevent increased expenses. 
But oar valuation is increasing, and under 


all probable calculation will continue to in- 
crease. 


With prudence and care he can see no 
particular reason for anxiety, but on the 
contrary, good reason to believe that the 
percentage of our debt to our total valua- 
tions need not very greatly enlarge, and he 
has good reason to hope, though the hope 
may not be quite realized, that within the 
limits of the time allowed by our charter 
we may raise our necessary revenue on 
the tax rate that will then be obligatory. 
He cannot fully share the fears expressed 
by some of our ci:izens that our expendi- 
tures are in excess of our actual necessi- 
ties. Necessities are to be tested not 
merely by today, but by the coming days. 
The real test of prudence is wise prepara- 
tion for tbe future; an exigency met only 
when it comes is always more difficult and 
more expensive than when due and gradual 
preparation is made for it. Wise forecast 
and a broad view is necessary in all finance 
and in a!l administration, public and pri- 
vate. Too narrow a policy is more danger- 
ous than a too liberal one, 


Now THAT the playground expenditures 
and locations are being so closely scru- 
tinized, it may not be out of place to remark 
that it strikes Wollaston people as being a 
litle odd that the entrance to their play- 
ground isin West Quincy. ‘The entrance 
is opposite Eaton’s ice house on the Ward 
Four boundary line, over a mile and a 
quarter in an air line from the Wollaston 
depot! Wollaston has a park of 83 acres| 
within its borders and but a short distance | 
from the village. 
costing $8000, located in 
locality, should have been purchased and 
Ward One, the ward of the city ignored, 
needs explaining. 


Tue Vacancy on the School Board, 
should be fiiled by a business man. As 
Chairman Crane recently remarked in 
public, the old days of the School Com- 
mitteeman has passed. They are no 
longer the wise men who conduct the ex- 
amipations, but a board entrusted with the 
expenditure of half the annual tax levy 
and clothed with almost unlimited powers, 
It is the financial end rather than the edu- 
cational end which is criticised, and it is 
business men rather than professional men 
who are wanted at this time. 


Ir THE Nantasket Beach railroad is to 
be extended through Hingham to Downer 
Landing, as reported, it should not stop 


there but continue on through North 
Weymouth to Quincy. A railroad through 
this territory has often been agitated, 


and the plan seems a very feasible one. 
Unless the N. Y., N. H. & H. R, R. occupy 
the field, an electric street railway will 
very shortly.

Bight Unfortunates Taken From the Cel- 
lar of the Delavan Ruins. 

ALBAXY, Jan. 9. — The charred and 
blackened rematna of eight victims of the 
Delavah House fire have beep found in 
the rujns. Of the few temnants of bodies 
In the shape of fleshless bones and 
mangled trunks there were no possible 
means of identification were it not for the 
almost extraordinary fact that near the 
almost totally consumed fragments of 
human beings were found remnants ot 
tlothing that in two cases led to recogni- 
tion, 

Those so identified were the fragments 
of Simon Myers, the coffee man, identified 
by his vest which lay near the iron cot on 
which he had slept, and Agnes Wilson, a 
fluttering bit of whose brown and black 
fress served asa guide to the identity of 
the poor, mangled fragment that could 
hardly be called a body. Remnantsof the 
tight bodies discovered are yet in the 
ruins,

All the bodies were discovered within a 
space of about 12 feet square in the cellar 
{mmediately under the hotel kitchen and 
bakehouse and at the point where the 
tear staircase from the servants’ attic 
terminated. The staircase, wide enough 
for only one person to pass another, was 
evidently as bad a flue as the elevator 
shaft. Escape was out of the question for 
either those in the attic or those in the 
cellar, and the fact that nearly all of the 
bodies have been found on beds leads to 
the supposition that they were suffocated 
while they slept. 

In an investigation into the fire last 
night it was learned that it started ina 
pile of rubbish about 12 feet from the ele- 
vator shaft, and that an attempt was madu 
to putitout, but it spread too quickly, 
and the engineer had to fly.

AN INCOME TAX CONUNDRUM. 


A Knotty Question Under Discussion by 
the Treasury Department Officials. 

A very knotty question has arisen in 
the preparation of the income tax regu- 
lations now under consideration by Sec- 
retary Carlisle and Commissioner Mil- 
ler. It is at what point in the salary of 
United States official the income tax 
should be collected. Government dis- 
bursing officers are held responsible for 
the collection of the income tax on sal- 
aries paid out by them. Does the law 
contemplate taxing the salary per se or 
the person who réceives it? 

Only salaries above $4,000 are taxa- 
ble. A case has been put where if the 
salary is, say, $8,000 per year, and the 
drawer of it dies after six months, the 
government receives no income from it 
unless the disbursing officer takes out 
the tax pro rata monthly. At this point 
the difficulty is encountered that the 
drawer of the salary has not received 
over $4,000, and therefore no income 
tax has accrued. [If the drawer of an 
$8,000 salary dies or resigns after re- 
ceiving slightly less than half of the 
yearly salary, should the new appointee 
pay an income tax out of his little more 
than half of the $8,000 or ouly on what 
he himself draws? 

It does not seem to strike the treasury 
Officials as fair that one man should pay 
anincome tax on part of the salary 
drawn by another, and yét if such an 
amount were drawn $3,900 by one and 
$4,100 by another man by holding the 
latter responsible for the income tax on 
the salary he draws on the excess over 
the $4,000 the government would re- 
ceive only 2 per cent on $100. Was this 
idea contemplated by the law? The same 
principle applies to all cases of salaries 
received by United States officials, mem- 
bers of the cabinet, senators and mem 
bers of congress and others who receive 
a salary in excess of $4,000.— Washing 
ton Post. 


Indicted For Using Biblical Quotations. 

An unusual thing in connection with 
the court is the holding by the United 
States grand jury that Scriptural quota- 
tion may be libelous. H. A. Busby of 
Means, Harrison county, was indicted 
for writing letters and postal cards to 
David Handley of this city. On the en- 
velope of the letters were the quota- 
tions, ‘‘Owe no man anything,’ ‘*Let 
us walk honestly’? and ‘*Many years 
thou shalt be troubled.’’ He was in- 
dicted on four counts on the ground 
that the language used was libelous and

SHEDS AND QUARRIES. 


News of Interest to Local Granite Manu- 
facturers and Catters. 

Most of the granite firms in Vermont 
begin business this week, and there isa 
general belief that the {coming season will 
be much busier than the past three have 
beer—Herald.

a Proposed Demonstration, 
The Prince of Wales, after four weeks’ 
wandering, returned home from Russia 
looking, for him, very lean, but withal 
hale and fit, as is his customary appear- 
ance. There had been some preliminary 
talk of giving him a great popular wel- 
come, such as that accorded to Lords 
Beaconsfield and Salisbury when they 
returned from the Berlin conference 
bringing with them, as the former dra- 
matically declared, ‘‘Peace with honor.’’ 
It was suggested that the prince per- 
formed a service to the country equally 
great by bringing about a good under: 
standing between England and Russia. 
Strange to say, the Tory newspapers, 
from the great Times downward, ap- 
plauded this silly idea, and clubland 
set about organizing a demonstration. 
The prince heard nothing of this un- 
til he reached Paris on the way home. 
Then he telegraphed to London express- 
ing his aunoyance at the scheme, 
which was not only indecorous in view 
of the sad duties from which he was re- 
turning, but imputed to him an inter- 
ference with the ordinary course of di- 
plomacy that was at variance with his

that his wishes were respected as far as 
a demonstration within the railway sta- 
tion by the aristocracy was concsrned.

HE OPPOSES ADVENTUROUS POLICY

When It Represents Opinions 
of Individuals Only. 


Lonpov, Jan. 9.—In an interview, Tim- 
othy Healy, M. P. (anti-Parnellite), em- 
phatically denied that he intended to 
found a third Irish party or to oppose the 
selection of Justin McCarthy or other 
Nationalist leaders. He further said that 
le was only trying to prevent the asser- 
tion ofa calamitouS individual domina- 
tion of the party which denied the right 
of criticism and insisted upon committing 
the party without prior consultation to 
movements which afterward it was too 
late to repudiate. 


TIMOTHY HEALY, M. P. 


He would persist in opposing every ad- 
venturous policy put forward as sanc- 
tioned by the whole party when it only 
emanated from individuals unauthor- 
ized to speak in the name of the party. 
He favored the greatest latitude wherein 
individual pronouncements were personal 
opinions. 

Mr. Healy concluded by declaring that 
he had always supported, and would con- 
tinue tosupport, Mr. McCarthy’s chair- 
manship of the anti-Parnellite section of 
the party, and would cordially resist any 
attempt to defeat the government on the 
address in reply to the queen’s speech 
opening the coming session of parliament. 


Seeking Disavowal of Gladstone's Speech. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Jan. 9.—It is said 
that the sultan has formally requested 
Great Britain to disayow the speech re 
cently made by Mr. Gladstone to the An 
glo-Armenian deputation that visited him 
at Hawarden. The English, French and 
Russian governments have asked the porte 
to suspend the governor of Bitlis, who Is 
said to have been mainly responsible for 
the Sussoun massacre, until the commis 
sion shall have concluded its labors. There 
is great discontent among Mussulmans, 
who believe that the porte’s present policy 
will lead to the loss of the Armenian prov- 
inces. 


Treacherous Turkey. 


VIENNA, Jan. 9. — Turkey has _per- 
suaded Mgr. Adzarian, patriarch of the 
Armenian Catholics, to instruct his 


vicar at Moosh to enjoin his flock to 
give pro-Turkish evidence before the 
commission. As it will be difficult te 
distinguish between the two antagonistic 
branches of the Armenian family, the del- 
egates should be instructed to carefully 
sift the evidence of Armenian Catholics 
and orthodox Christians. Eye-witnesses 
of the outrages have already been removed 
from the district to other parts of the em- 
pire by the authorities. 


Further Evidence of Barbarism. 

VIENNA, Jan. 9.—Adyices from Erzing- 
hian, Armenia, say that 43 Armenians 
were tried for the alleged murder of a 
Mussulman at Armenia. Of this nuin- 
ber24 were condemned to death in spite of 
the fact that some of them produced pass- 
ports showing that they were in Constan- 
tinople at the time of the murder. In ad- 
dition, five of the accused were sentenced 
to penal servitude for life and the re 
mainder were sentenced to imprisonment 
for terms ranging from three to six years 


Japan's Program. 

TOKIO, Jan. 9e—In the lower house of 
the imperial diet yesterday Prime Minls- 
ter Count Ito said that he was unable to 
impart any further details tn regard to the 
war without injury to national interests 
He added thatonly measures necessary 
for the carrying on of the war, the budget 
and similar urgent matters, would be con- 
sidered until the war was ended. Then 
various reforms would be submitted to 
the house. 


British Operators’ Protest, 

LonpDon, Jan. 9.—Ata meeting of cot- 
ton employers and operatives, representing 
over 16,000,000 spindles, the strikers pro- 
tested against the cotton import duties 
recently decided upon by the Indian gov- 
ernment. The opinion was expressed that 
if India required to be aided, such aid 
should be in the form of an imperial sub- 
sidy, and should not be given atthe ex- 
pense of England's greatest industry. 


Atrocities Denounced, 

LonpDoN, Jan. 9.—The general commit- 
tee of the Congregational union adoptc 1 
a resolution expressing detestation and 
horror at the alleged atrocious cruelties to 
Armenian Christians, and asking, if the 
reports are confirmed, that measures be 
taken to prevent their recurrence and to 
secure for tie Armenians full religious 
liberty. 


Armenians’ Gratitude. 

Panis, Jan. 9.—Mr. and Mrs. Gladstone 
arrived here last evening and were met by 
Armenians on behalf of the Armenian 
colony of Paris, who presented Mr. Glad 
stone with an address of welcome and of- 
fered a bouquet to Mrs. Gladstone. 


Objections to Lower Salaries, 
MELBOURNE, Jan. 9.—The governmen: 
was defeated yesterday in connection with 
the ministry’s proposal to reduce the sal- 
aries of members of the legislative assem- 
bly and public officials. 


Fishing For Support. 

BERLIN, Jan. 9.—Emperor William held 
aparliamentary reception last evening, 
with the object of enlisting support for 
the anti-revolution bill. 


Brisson at the Head, 

PARIS, Jan. ¥9.—At the opening of the 
new session of the chamber of deputies 
Henzi Brisson was re-elected president of 
the chamber.

Care Tows, Jan, 9.—Mt. Amber sani- 
tariuin, near Diego Suariez, is reported 
sacked by the Madagascan natives.

rouille is a rather light reddish brown, 
and havana is a rich russet brown. 
These are the principal colors which the 
latest materials show.—Philadelphia 
Inquirer. 


Making the Silk Gown. 

The skirt will be bell shaped; the 
waist a round one, with leg of mutton 
sleeves, each containing four yards of 
material; round waist of cherry, bluet, 
yellow, green or mauve satin or gros- 
grain, with a crush collar of velvet of 
the same color; braces of jet only or of 
the black silk covered with jet; loose 
Fedora front dropping in French fash- 
ion over the front of the belt of black 
jetted gauze. Another style shows a 
yoke of tucked chiffon, black over cher- 
ry silk and a cherry velvet collar. Be- 
low the yoke is draped a jet corsage or- 
nament finished with a fall of ‘‘rain’’ 
fringe. Others have a yoke or collar of 
jet vandykes with bead, spangle and 
nail head effects over a colored silk yoke, 
as one of bluet chiffon, forming puffings 
between each point. A French model 
shows the upper part of the silk waist 
slashed to show a colored lining be- 
neath and the slashes edged with nar- 
row jet.

A Woman Parliamentarian. 

The adoption at the recent meeting 
of the New York state woman’s clubs 
in this city of Mrs. H. R. Shattuck’s 
‘*Woman’s Manual’’ as the authority of 
the newly formed state federation in all 
parliamentary matters was a compli- 
ment to all women and a deserved com- 
pliment to one in particular. Mrs. 
Shattuck understands official and legis- 
lative red tape as most women do chif- 
fons, and it is quite right that her ad- 
mirable brochure should supersede 
“Cushing’s Manual,’’ at least in all 
gatherings of women. The New Jersey 
state federation also adopted it a few 
days ago. 


Boston’s Woman Voters. 

The prediction that the foreign born 
women would be the first to rush to the 
polls is one of the most frequent argu- 
ments against woman suffrage. Yet, 
after 15 years of school suffrage in Bos- 
ton, the Boston Herald says, ‘‘It still 
remains a conspicuous fact that the reg- 
istration of women voters in the wards 
where the great bulk of the foreign pop- 
ulation of Boston resides is almost nil.’’ 
On the other hand, about 10,000 native 
born women register every year and 
have practically controlled the election 
of the school board for years past. 


College Women’s Votes. 

The cuilege communities in Kansas 
showed at the recent election that among 
intelligent people woman suffrage finds 
its strongest support. The Second (Uni- 
versity) Ward at Lawrence and the 
Manhattan college precinct gave majori- 
ties for amendment. Lecompton, where 
Lane university is located, gave 46 ma- 
jority. Baldwin, out of a population of 
1,000, gave a majority of 195. Baker 
university, a Methodist college, is situ- 
ated there. 


Her Campaign Expenses. 

Mrs. Fannie Reid-Slusser, who is 
élected county superintendent of schools 
in Wyandotte connty, Kan., has sub- 
mitted a statement showing that her 
campaign expenses were only $118, of 
which $50 went to the county central 
committee and $34 to the printer. A 
state paper wants to know if this re- 
markably small expenditure is an indi- 
cation that money would be less a factor 
in political campaigns in which women 
figure! 

Women In China.

It is far 
better to have school buildings of simpler 
external appearance, but well-planned as 
to light, heat and ventilation.” 

Mayor Whipple finds the liabilities of 
Brockton to be: Total water debt, $645,- 
000, less the amount of sinking fund, $167,- 
000, leaving water debt $478,000. To this 
amount must be added bonds issued for all 
other purposes, $1,042,918.19, or a total 
city indebtedness of $1,520,918.19. The 
loans and interest coming due in 1895 for 
which an appropriation must be made 
amount to $06,698.68. 

Speaking of the action of the Legis slat ure

How Land Increases in Value. 
Editors of the Daily Ledger: 


In reading the account of prices paid by 
your ¢ity for playgrounds, especially the 
“Pit Lot” at Atlantic, it occurred to me 
you might like to compare the new prices 
asked with the old price paid. 

June 28tn 1850, Old Colony street was 
laid ont as a private way by the O.C. R. R. 
Co. They sold at public auction, the 
several lots bordering on this street. At 
that sale Dr. Walker of Charlestown (one 
of the O. C. R. R. directors ) purchased 
lots Nos. 6, 7,8, and 9, contaiuing in all 
267,134 square feet (nearly half of the pit.) 
He paid $35 per acre for the land. Sept. 
23, 1853, the writer bought of Dr. Walker 
his entire purchase, together with a sub- 
stantial car house, since altered into a nice 
dwelling on a part of this land bordering 
on Hancock street. I paid him for the 
property thesum of $353 45 ( iess thin 11-2 
miils per foot.) Mr, M. Leavitt was after- 
wards associated with me in the purchase 
and we sold the property in sma!! lots for 
1 2 cent per foot, in all ab at $1,400 

Now it seems to me your Assessors must 
have an exalted opinion of the advance of 
land in this locality the past 42 years, for 
at their valuation my purchase of $353 at 
that time would today be taxed at nearly 
$160,000 and at the price to be paid by the 
city the value of the land today would be 
more than $200,009. For advance value 
per cent., I will refer you to my friend Mr. 
H. H. Faxon who will no doubt give you 
the figures if needed. 

Now “Go Slow ’’—*‘ Go Slow **—do not 
make the grand mistake, and expend all 
your avaiiable means in parks, boulevards, 
playgrounds, etc., and then, like Boston, 
go to the Legislature and ask to exceed the 
tax limit of $2,000,000 to furnish shelter 
for the schoo] children. 

If this lot is purchased by the city no 
doubt it would be fun for the boys, but 
when they arrive at the age ef manhood 
| will they epjoy the fun of paying the debt, 
| to say nothing of the accrued interest and 
loss of taxes, in all about $450 per year ?

Advice Which Comes Too Late, The Observations of a Ledger Reader op 


THEN AND NOW, 


a Cabor Issue. 


In the good old times a man had to give 
aday’s labor in return for a day’s pay. 
If he could not do a day’s work in a day 
he was put on to piece work and paid for 
what he could do. If, moreover, he 
could do the work of two men, or two men 
and a half in a day, he got the pay of two 
men or two men and a half. Some thirty- 
five years ago a certain industry in this 
town employed some fifty men. One shop 
employed thirty and two or three smaller 
ones the rest, The average men worked 
on day work, the best and the pcorest on 
piece work. One day the average men, 
and the poor workmen struck, the poor 
workmen were dissatisfied, and as they 
numbered in their midst some good 
talkers they had gained the average men 
lo their side. ‘* Hereafter’’ they told their 
employer, ‘‘ we are going to work by the 
day for the same price, every man in the 
shop must have the same pay or else we 
will all leave at once.” The employer 
saidin answer, that he gave for piece 
worka sufficient price to make a proper 
day’s pay for a proper day’s work.” 
** But,”’ said the spokesman, “‘ look at my 
case, if ] work my hardest all day long, 
I can’t make but half aday’s pay and I 
can’t live on that.’ 

Here the best piece-worker struck in, 
““We are not in this strike Mr. —— we 
won't work by the day any way, I average 
three times a day band’s pay every day of 
my life, and every one of these men with 
me make more by piece-work than they 
can by day-work. If we are smart enough 
to earn a good living we want the chance 
of doing it.’"” The average men went over 
to the employer's side and the strike ended. 

The men who worked for the town used 
to be paid according to what they did. 
Good men were paid good wages. 
The old, the maimed and the disabled 
were allowedto work and paid according 
to their strength. One man who worked 
for years under the town government was 
said to be paid exactly half price, becanse 
never, under any circumstances could he 
do more than half a day’s work in a day. 

Now all is changed in the trades and in 
the municipal government. An employer 
must pay, not what a man is worth, be it 
much or little, but what the average man 
is worth, andin many cases the average 
is most unnecessarily lowered by the 
entrance of wholly incompetent men into 
the field of labor. The town or city must 
pay the same price to an old disabled mau 
that it pays toa young man in the hey- 
day of his strength. A mau whocan only 
stand at the end of the lineand shovel 
the gravel at one-third of the speed 
of the men at the other end must 
have the same pay as those men. A man 
who is lazy, and stops work the minute 
the boss’s back is turned must have exactly 
the same pay as the conscientious man 
who works steadily every minute. 

It may be good political economy, it 
may be good municipal policy, bat to the 
upprejudiced, unbiassed observer, viewed 
in the light of simple common sense, it 
seems neither. JANUS.

It was ordered that the committee on 
rules consider the expediency of changing 
senate rule 61 so as to exclude from the 
private senate rooms all persons acting as 
legislative council or their agents, this 
rule to apply one-half hour before and 
after each session.

TRAINING LITTLE SHILDREN. 


“ Woman of Experience Says, “Mothers, 
Live Close to Your Little Children.” 
It has always been a mystery to me 
how mothers could deceive their chil- 
dren when they go to make calls and 
visits, attend church socials and thea- 
ters and even church. I have seen 
mothers get some one to take the atten- 
tion of the little ones while they would 
slip off. The baby would cry when it 
knew its mother was gone. The little 


ones are thus taught deception before | 


they leave the cradle. 

From long experience I think the best 
way is to tell them you are going, but 
will be back as soon as you can, and tell 
them where you are going. It seems to 
satisfy the child, and it will tell others 
mamma has gone to such a place, but 
she will comme back as soon as she can. 
Mothers make a great mistake when 
they do not live close to their little 
ones, and when they begin to talk it is 
time to begin to teach them their let- 
ters. They will learn easier then than 
at any other time. 

It is a very easy task for a mother to 
point to the letter A and say, ‘‘This is 
A for apple, this is B for baby, this is C 
for cat, and this is D for dog.’’ Get it 
once fixed in the child’s mind, and it 
never forgets. I taught all my children 
at home, and some of them could read 
in the second reader when they were 
4 years old. 

The professor at our academy once 
said to me: ‘‘There are but two fami- 
lies who patronize my school that teach 
their children at home, and one of them 
is yours. I assure you those taught at 
home have a great advantage over those 
that are not.’’ 

J think it is cruel to drive very young 
children to school to sit in an uncom- 
fortable position for hours listening to 
things they do not understand. That is 
the case in coyntry schools where there 
are but one room and one teacher. I 
have known parents to drive their lit- 
tle children to school with aswitch, but 
I never knew one that was treated thus 
that made a good scholar. When the 
child is in school, the teacher perhaps 
isrough and cruel, and some of the 
pupils are bad and unruly and have to 
be punished. When that is being done, 
it is enough to scare the little ones into 
fits. 

A mother can teach a child easier 
than any teacher. She can make a play 
of teaching by spelling words on blocks 
that have Jetters on them. Some of my 
children became so anxious to learn the 
alphabet that they would ask me the 
names of letters on the stove when I 
was cooking. They went first to aselect 
school in our country neighborhood. A 
friend said to me, ‘Why is it that your 
children have their lessons better than 
mine when they do so much work morn- 
ings and evenings and mine don’t do 
anything?’ I said: ‘‘I think it is the 
work that hegs them. I let them help 
me, and it does them good. After they 
work at some light work an hour or 
more they will sit quiet and study their 
lessons much better than when they do 
not work. And I think it is of as much 
importance for childen to learn to work 
as it is to be educated.’’ Parents, live 
close to your little children, for of such 
is the kingdom.

HAPPY EXISTENCE OF CONVICTS 


In Cases of the Most 


Serious Offenses...

Lonpoy, Jan. 10.—Henry De Windt, the 
traveler and journalist, refutes the state- 
ments of George Kennan in regard to Si- 
berian prison life. He gives a surpris- 
ingly attractive picture of the prisoners in 
Siberia. “Describing a typical political 
prison, that at Akatu, in the Nertchinsk 
mining district, he says that the prisoners 
are confined in roomy, well-lighted and 
warmed cells, decorated with jugs filled 
with flowers that had beem picked by the 
prisoners while en -route to their work in 
the mines, a mile distant. 

The convicts march to their work daily, 
smoking and singing choruses. ‘They have 
three good meals daily and are supplied 
with an unlimited quantity of beer at 
dinner. Only three of the prisoners wore 
chains, which weighed seven pounds, and 
these were removed during their work in 
the mines. The condition of the mines is 
quite as good and the labor less than in 
English mines. The men sleep on mat- 
tresses and pillows. There no work 
done on Sundays and saints’ days, and 
concerts and plays are given.

A Few Examples. 

Mr. De Windt gives the following in- 
stances to show the cheerful existence of 
even the most desperate convicts: Gottze, 
the leader of the Yakutsk prison mutiny 
in 1889, lives in a large, well-lighted cell. 
He is supplied with writing materials 
and receives parcels of Russian, French, 
German and English books. His wife 
livesin the village, and is allowed to see 
him weekly, 

Slavinsky, one of the heads of internal 
nihilism, who was implicated in nearly 
all the recent explosions, is in similar 
quarters. He also receives books, and has 
his own medicine chest 

Emillanoff, who was implicated in the 
murder of Czar Alexander II, now lives 
at liberty at Kharovsk Kaloujlin. 

An ex-olficer of the navy, who attempted 


to blow up the czar’s yacht, serves ina 
bank and has a circulating library.

Quincy Granite Wears Well. 


The correspondent ef the Monumental 
News says in the January issue : 

“There lies before me a subject of a 
good object lesson for the dealers through- 
out the country. It is a polished piece of 
Quincy granite, a portion of one of the ties 
of the first railroad built in the United 
states. Quincy does not only pride herself 
in the furnishing of two Presidents to rule 


our nation. She has lots {5 be thankful 


for ih these days of thanksgiving and 
among other things that has given her 
such a national reputation is the fact that 
here was built the first railroad. But 
nubody disputes that, even Barre men will 
admit it if pushed. 

“Tt was about seventy years ago when 

.the stone ties were laid for the road and 
stone in those days was thought to be a 

_ better foundation for the rails. For seventy 
long years was the tie from which this 
sample was taken, exposed to the many 
changes of our climate and today the piece 
of granite comes out from the polishing 
mill as fresh and as bright as that dug out 
of the hills yesterday. 

“There is no rust, no sap and no soft 
places in its make up, and Swithin Bros., 
who made the sample, tell me that this is 
one of the outside pieces of the tie that 
was so long exposed. 

“What better than this can show the 
wearing qualities of Quincy granite and 
what better proves the absence of rust and 
sap? The stone for the ties, as well as all 
that used in the early days of our indusfry 
here was taken from the surface of the 
ground and the quality of that on top 
shows only inasmal! degree the fineness 
of that beneath.”’

WEYMOUTH. 
BAY STATE LEGISLATURE. 


& Day Devoted to the Introduction ef 
Numerous Bilis and Petitions. 


Boston. Jan. 11.—Beyond the introduc- 
fion of a few bills and petitions, but very 
‘ttle of important business was transacted 

| &t the state house. 

The most important bill presented in 
the senate was one by Mr. Malone pro- 
viding that the office of commissioner of 
foreign mortgage corporations be abol 
‘shed, and that the duties of that officer be 
transferred to the commissioner of cor- 
porations. 

Mr. Wellman introduced a bill to es 
tablish the number of officers in attend- 
ance upon the supreme and superior judi- 
cial and the probate courts, to define thei 
duties and to fix their salaries. 

In the house Mr. Bourne was sworn in 
asamemberof the house at the begin- 
ning of the session. 

The Merrimack Manufacturing com- 
pany of Lowell petitioned for leave to in- 
crease its capital stock to $350,000 and also 
that it be permitted to do business outside 
the state. 

Mr. Bliss introduced a bill providing 
that foreign corporations doing business 
in this state be required to furnish the 
tax commissioners with lists of sharehold- 
ers resident in this state. 

Speaker Meyer appointed a committee 
to prepare a history of the codfish that for 
so many years has hung in the old house 
of representatives. 

An order was offered by Mr. Mellen for 
Saturday sessions. It was laid over. 

The house accepted the report of the 
committee on rules for certain amend- 
ments to the rules, one providing that 
matters may be discharged from the cal- 
endar by a four-fifths vote, the other that 
pairs shall be announced before rollcalls 
Courtesy will continue to allow matters 
to be disposed out of course. 

Mr. George introduced a bill to exempt 
from taxation property to the amount of 
$2000 held by disabled soldiers and sailors 
of the rebellion. The bill was the same as 
Was presented last year, except that it in- 
cludes loss of sight as well as of a hand, 
arm, foot or leg. 

Resolutions upon the death of Repre- 
sentative Simpson were adopted with 
speeches by Messrs. Searls, Roe and Mills 
| and Speaker Meyer, and the house ad 
journed as a further mark of respect 


A joint hearing will be given the Quincy 
& Boston street railway and the Braintree 
& Weymouth street railway by the select- 
men Tuesday afternoon, Jan. 29, on their 
petitions for new locations, to extend their 
tracks. The two companies ask for tbe 
same location over certain streets, and on 
account of the narrowness of some of the 
streets it is impossible to accommodate 
both companies with locations. Which 
ever way the board decides, the company 
that gets left will feel grieved. 

It is suggested as a way out of the 
difficulty that the board grant the Quincy 
& Boston the location asked from its pres- 
ent terminus in Commercial square over 
Pleasant street to South Weymouth and | 
from Commercial! square over Commercial 
street to the Hingham line, to connect 
with the terminus of the Hingham street 
railway. 

If this were done the location asked by 
the Braintree & Weymouth Company over 
Middle street, from its present terminus at 
Weymouth Centre, to South Weymouth 
could be granted without interfering with 
the locations desired by the Quincy & Bos- 
ton Company. 

There are other locations asked for 
which conflict and which will require nice 
discrimination on the part of the selectmen 
to adjust satisfactorily to both companies.

MARRIAGE CUSTOMS. 

Radical Changes That Have Taken Place 
In England. 

Marriage customs have changed ev- 
erywhere with the advance of civiliza- 
tien. Anglo-Saxons in ancient times, it 
is said, used to capture their wives by 
force from their fathers or their hus- 
bands, it did not matter which. 
This was before Augustine came to 
preach Christianity. Then purchase was 
more common than capture, althongh 
the latter seems to have been frequent 
enough to the reign of Ethelbert to need 
regulation by law. By this law a man 
might run away with a woman, provid- 
ed he afterward paid her previous own- 
er, be he father or husband, 50thillings. 
If it was busband who had thus been 
deprived of his wife, the woman's cap- 
tor had not only to pay him the fine 
but also to buy him another wife. In 
any case the stolen woman belonged t 
her captor. 
If aman had purchased his bride in 
the days of Ethelbert and afterward 
concluded he had paid too much for her, 
it was lawful for him to return her to 
her former owner and claim again the 
purchase price, provided that he had 
Rot previously expressed satisfaction by 
making the bride a present on the morn- 
ing after the wedding. 
The next step was the ‘‘foster lien,’ 
when the bride price was paid op the 
day of espousal and was supposed to 
compensate the parent for the cost of 
bringing up his daughter. It seems, 
however, that this soon fell into disre- 
pute, as there was no law against the 
father’s engaging his daughter to nu- 
merous suitors, taking from each the 
‘*foster lien,’’ and, ot course, cheating 
all but one on the wedding day, which, 
at that time, was only the day of be- 
trothal, when the suitor gave a ‘‘wed"’ 
or pledge for the future performance of 
his contract. If the suitor did not claim 
his bride within two years after the 
wedding day, he forfeited all right t 
her and to whatever money or goods he

\THRUST OF A KNIFE 


Caused the Death of a Young Italian 
at New Haven. 


QUARREL OVER GAME OF POOL 


Led Lorenzo Gabrusso to Com- 
mit a Dastardly Deed. 


New Haven, Jdn. 11.—Raphael Del- 
grego, an Italian, aged 20 years, was mur- 
dered last evening by Lorenzo Gabrusso, 
another Italian. Gabrusso and a friend 
were playing a game of pool in the saloon 
and store of Amorilla & Delgrego at 61 
Hill street. r 

They became engaged in a quarrel, and 
young, Delgrego, the bartender and clerk 
separated the men and put Gabrusso out 
of the place. Gabrusso attempted to enter, 
but Delgrego placed his hand against his 
breast and told him he could not enter the 
store. Gabrusso then drewalong knife 
from his belt and plunged it into Deigre- 
go’s breast near the heart. Pulling it out, 
he ran down Hill street and 

Has Not Been Seen Since. 

The bleeding youth was removed to his 
room above the store and the police and 
Dr. Mailhouse notifled. The physician 
could do nothing for the wounded man, 
and notified Coroner Mix and Medical 
Examiner White. Before they arrived 
and within one hour from the time he was 
stabbed Delgrego died. 

The murderer is about 25 years old, 5ft. 
7in.in height, dark complexion, black 
curly hair, weighs 157 pounds, wore a 
sack coat and dark trousers. He was bare 
headed. The police of the surrounding 
towns have been notified. 

The murderer was of an ugly disposi- 
tion, and about a month ago assaulted a 
fellow-countryman with arazor, for which 
he served a term of one month in jail. 
The murdered man is highly spoken of in 
the Italian colony. 


While the Crowd Looke pOn. 

NIAGARA, Ont., Jan. 11.—Last evening 
three American soldiers from Fort Ni- 
agara tried to cross the river to this town. 
When within 200 yards of shore the boat 
became fast in the moving ice. After 
drifting for some time a wave struck the 
boat, upsetting it.

PROVIDENCE, Jan. 11.—William Stokes, 
the young foreman of the Davis stables at 
the Narragansett park fall race meeting, 
was yesterday afternoon convicted of mur- 
der. ‘The jury retired at 12:30, and agreed 
in just five hours. The verdict was a sur- 
prise to those who heard the state's evi- 
dence, as there was nothing to show that 
Stokes committed the deed beside what he 
said to the officers and others about his 
having trouble with Joe Ball, the dead 
man. Sentence was deferred for five days. 
In this state the penalty is life imprison- 
ment. 


To Improve the Idle Lands, 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 11.—Superirtendent 
Stump is informed that Austin Corbin 
has arranged to colonize 4000 acres in Chi- 
cot county, Ark., with Italians. If the 
immigrants meet all the requirements as 
to health, etc., of the immigration bureau, 
there will be no objections to their land- 
ing. So far 575 families are engaged to 
occupy theland. This is said to be the 
first of several such schemes to colonize 
the idle lands of the south.

On Friday evening a well attended 
special meeting was held in the Town Hail. | 

Hon. Asa French was chosen modera- 
tor and the second article imanedintely | 
taken up. 

Selectman Clark read the petition of the |

it was decided necessary to take action in 
regard to any grade crossings, the town | 
ought certainly to take the most dangerous 
crossing first. He finished by moving that | 
the selectmen of the town be appointed as/ 
special committee to oppose the said pe | 
tition of the N. Y., N. H. & H. R. R. This | 
motion was unanimously adopted and the | 
meeting proceeded to article three.

Auditor Potter was the first speaker on 
this articleand demanded if all the bills 
relative to schools had been presented to 
the town.

He finished by moving that 
article three be carried. 

Mr. Abercrombie questioned the super- 
intendent as to just how the different ap- 
propriations had run out. 

Mr. Horne answered that singing books 
and charts had cost $300; over $400 had 
been spent for fitting up for drawing; and 
over $600 for text books for high school, 
etc. 

Mr. Potter questioned the 
dent’s authority to go ahead 
money this way and asked if there were! 
not in the basements now, text books 
enough to stock a second hand book store. 

Mr. Horne answered that he acted with 
the advice of the committee and had no 
motives other than to serve the town to the 

ibest of his ability; and finished by 
eloquently demanding that if the town} 
had any criticism to make, or any questions 
to ask, it would do so in a fair and straight- 
forward manner.

E. F. Carr has probab'y cut more monu- 
ments for the battlefield at Gettysburg than 
any other granite firm in the world, and it 
is no kind of a year when they do not cut 
one or more for this famous battlefield, 

F. Barnicoat is always a busy man and is 
copstantly turning out statues for all parts 
of the country. He is now busy at work 
upon a number, among which is another of 
those. massive ~pieces of statuary, the 
angel of p ace. 

It is queer how different dealers feel 
about business, Some are continually 
crying down business, saying when asked, 
“I dgn’t know how much longer I can hold 
out.’ It makes no difference whether 
business is good, bad or indifferent, their 
cry is always the same, Other dealers look 
cheerfnl and say they cannot complain as 
they are getting their share of work. 

If all people were like the Shakers the 
granite dealers wou'd not have many monu- 
ments to cut. These people are peculiar in 
many things and one of them is the bury- 
ing of the dead. The colony at Enfield 
have quite a large cemetery which is situ- 
ated some hundred yards from their buiid- 
ings and is enclosed in acircle of thrifty 
pine trees. The graves are in a row and at 
the head instead of a granite marker there 
is nothing but a piece of board upon which 
is painted anumber. By consulting the 
record book in the office one may get some 
idea whose remains they are, and then 
again he may not, for the chances are that 
one outside of the family would not be 
permitted to make many investigations 
into their customs. 

Many of the granite dealers report that 
they have a number of orders on hand and 
that the outlook is good, but one great 
reason why more work is not now being 
done is the want of stock which cold 
weather makes it difficult to get.

THE NEW COUNCIL. 


Namber Fifteen of a Series of Sketches 
of the Councilmen, 

The second youngest member in the new 
City Council is Horace F. Spear of Ward 
One, who first saw the light of day in the 
good old town of Quincy in January, 1863. 
Graduating from the Chauncey Hall school, 
Boston, in 1881 he entered the Mt. Wollas- 
ton National bank of this city as assist- 
ant to his father, then cashier. 


Horace B, Spear retired from the position 
in 1887 and on Juue 1, that year, the sub- 
ject of this sketch then only 24 years old 
entered upon the duties as cashier of the 
bank. aie i 

This position of trust he still holds and 
while up to the present time he has never 
held any public cflice his experience in 
financial matters will prove cf value to the 
Council. - 


CONGRESSMAN MORSE, 
He-fpeuks Foriibly on the Carlisle Bill in 
As on ~ the Houre. 


During the debate in the National House 
on Tuesday, the Sb instant, Congress- 
man Morse resented some of the charges 
made by southern and western men against 
the business men, manufacturers and 
bankers of Massachusetts, and used the 
following words, He said in part: 

Mr. Chairman, since I have been a mem- 
ber of this House I have repeatedly heard 
the merc hants, bankers and business men 
of my State called Shylocks, extortioners, 
gold bugs, monopolists, robber barons. I 
throw back those epithets to the men who 
make them, and I say that there are 
not on the face of the earth any more hon- 
orable, enterprising, just, and honest men 
than the bankers, merchants and business 
men of Massachusetts. 

Mr. Chairman, when the yellow wings 
of the pestilence flap themselves in a 
southern sky; when earthquake, or fire, or 
famine or flood overtake any section of 
the country, north or south, where do 
they go for relief? Who pours ont its 
treasure like water to relieve the distressed? 
Why, these same ‘** gold bugs,” and ‘* shy- 
locks,’’ ** extortioners’’ ‘‘ robber barons,”’ 
Who builds your western and southern rai!- 
roads? Who laid the iron rails across the 
continent? Why, these same ‘robber 
barons’’ that we hear denounced on this 
floor. Why, this talk makes me tired, 

Mr, Chairman, there are men on this 
floor that the moment you present a peti- 
tion, a memorial, ora letter from a banking 
house, from a chamber of commerce or a 
board of trade, it seems to act upon them 
like a red rag on a mad bull, and a fair 
inference from some of the talk that I 
have heard here is that itis a crime to do 
business, a great crime to do a large 
business, and banker, merchant, or manu- 
factureris a term of reproach, and their 
opinionsare entitled to no consideration 
béfore the committees. of this House or 
upon this floor. 

There are members on this floor who 
can well remember the day of State banks, 
when every merchant kept a bank-note 
detector as big as a Bible, and looked 
through every time he took a strange bill 
to see if the bank had falled, or to see if it 
was a counterfeit on that bank; and. then 
he wasno way sure, forthe bank might 
have suspended gr failed since the book 
was issued. 

Another peculiarity of the situation was 
that the value of a man’s pocketbook 
changed every time he crossed a State line. 
My father went from Massachusetts to 
Indiana, where I was born.. When he got 
there he paid 10 per cent. to have the 
money-which he brought with-him changed 
to money that he could use at South Bend. 
When he left there and returned to Mas- 
sachusetts he again paid 10 per cent. to 
have the money current in Indiana reduced 
to Massachusetts money. 

Mr. Chairman, I will vote against the 
pending bill or the substitute offered by 
the chairman of the committee because | 
consider it a long step in the direction of a 
return to the condition of things that I 
have described and the red-dog and wildcat 
banks of antebellum times, 

In short, I look upon the pending bill as 
a cowardly makeshift and a surrender to 
the cheap-money and the State-bank 
advocates, and this measure is justly re- 
pudiated by all friends of sound finance, 
Democrats and Republicans, oa both sides 
of this Chamber, and notwithstanding its 
indorsement by Secretary Carlisle and 
President Cleveland.

HIDEOUS WASTE OF MONEY. 


Testimonials For the Czar’s Funeral That 
Were Costly and Useless. 

There has certainly been a hideous 
waste of money in providing official tes- 
timonials of sorrow for the ezar’s fu- 
neral. The queen’s wreath, which was 
of “enormous size,’’ was sent from 
Windser to St. Petersburg in charge of 
Lord Car:tagton, the expenses of whose 
mission will have to be paid by the for- 
eign office. The German emperor's 
wreath, which was ten feet in diameter, 
required a special railway wagon to 
transport it from Berlin to St. Peters- 
burg. The Emperor Francis Joseph sent 
a wreath eight feet long, which had 
been constructed by 80 florists. The bier 
was surrounded by many hundreds of 
‘‘massive silver floral crowns’’ from the 
towns and villages of Russia, some of 
which had cost upward of £2,000. 

It would be interesting to learn who 
profits by all this lavish extravagance, 
for it is quite certain that every article 
of any value which is sent on such an 
oceasion ultimately becomes the per- 
quisite of some court functionary, and 
the individual who takes the spoil at 
this function will be able to retire at 
once With a considerable fortune. Then 
2,500,000 rubles have been squandered 
in decorating public buildings, and it 
is a very queer commentary on the al- 
leged outburst of national woe that the 
superintendent of an important railway 
terminus at St. Petersburg was sent to 
prison for seven days because his sta- 
tion was not in sufficiently deep mourn- 
ing. It may be hoped that on the next 
occusion of an imperial or royal funeral 
there will be a notification that flowers 
and wreaths are not. to be sent.—Lon- 
don Truth.

The sesndal_ ix, by no means a 
new one, fur quite 50 years ago a letter 
appeared in Site Times describing how 
the queen’s buckhounds hunted a stag 
down Piccadilly, and how the poor ani- 
mal had worn the pads off its hoofs and 
left a trail of blood behind. Tender 
hearted politicians, Tories as well as 
Liberals, regularly threaten to refuse to 
vote a salary for the master of the buck- 
hounds when the estimates come before 
the house of commons, but invariably 
social influence or party pressure or both 
are brought to bear upon them, with the 
result that they manage to have engage 
ments elsewhere when the house gov 
into committee on the supply.

Business World Waits In Vain For 
* the Anticipated Revival. 


ALL LINES SEEM TO HESITATE. 


Decreased Demand For Ccot- 
ton and Woolen Goods. 


New YorK, Jan. 12.—R. G. Dun & Co.'s 
weekly review of trade says: Neither the 
beginning of the new year nor the failure 
of the currency bill has bronght any ma- 
terial change to business as yet. 

The idea that business would suddenly 
take a new start after the holidays had 
rather less foundation even than usual, 
but the hope of strong revival a little later 
is still cherished by many. The currency 
bill, with its possibilities of vicious amend- 
ments, was a source of apprehension to 
some, but with that out of the way, the 
deficiency of treasury receipts remains, 
and exports of gold do not cease. 

Exchanges through principai clearing 
houses are 2.5 per cent larger than last 
year, but 24.2 percent less than in 1593 
There has not been much time for change 
in the industries, but differences observed 
since the new year began are not in the 
direction of higher prices or larger demand 
There are more indications than of late 
that stocks of different kinds of goods 
have been accumulating in consequence of 
past increase in production. 

Low prices of iron at Pittsburg have 
checked business at the west, and are at- 
tributed by some to the idea of purchasers 
that the recent reductions in wages and 
cost of materials must be followed by still 
lower prices. But the main fact is that 
consumption is below expectation. 

Shoe Business Unsettled. 


In the boot and shoe manufacture, in- 
creasing disposition to restrict orders, 
where any advance in prices is asked, un 
settles the business, for while some manu 
facturers have orders for six weeks or 
more, mostof them require further orders 
torun more than about two weeks. The 
question whether prices now demanded 
for leather are too high for healthy trade 
may be determined only after some em 
barrassment. 

The cotton manufacture reports de- 
creased demand, with print cloths down 
to 2.62 cents, printed staples much de- 
moralized and lower, and wide sheetings 
generally reduced about 7}g per cent 
Many quotations of cotton goods are the 
lowest on record, the week's trade being 
guite unsatisfactory. 

Trade in woolens hesitates because of 
large distribution from warehouse under 
new duties, but litthe change appears in 
prices, and heavy woolens are expected to 
open at about last year’s quotations. The 
demand for dress goods has been remark 
ably satisfactory until within two weeks, 
but has fallen off. Sales of wool, 5,236,715 
pounds, against 5,505,500 two years ag», 
indicates hopefulness among manufactur- 
ers. 

The Grain Market. 

Corn has risen 13g cents, and though re- 
ceipts are but little over half ofjlast year’s, 
the practical disappearance of the export 
demand, then large, counts for about as 
much. Little attention is paid to the gov- 
ernment report that the yield was only 
1,218,000,000 bushels, and the advanced 
estimate for wheat, 462,267,416 bushels, 
was treated as equally unimportant. 

As receipts of wheat have fallen to 
1,305,704 bushels, against 1,818,582 last 
year, and Atlantic exports have become 
larger than a year ago, the advance of 114 
cents in price is not surprising. 

Cotton is so low that scarcely any reason 
is needed for a fractional recovery, but 
with 7,000,000 bales already in sight and 
the stocks abroad enormous, there is little 
to cause much recovery. 

Failures this week are 420 in the United 
States, against 474 last year, and 54 in 
Canada, against 57 last year. 

Over the Border. 

Bradstreet’s says: Montreal advices te 
port improving demand for teas and some 
other groceries and a firm demand for 
leather, but results of the past year’s bills 
at that center are disappointing, few con 
cerns having added to their capital, and 
many others have barely held their own, 
owing to the falling off of business, which 
corresponding decreases are in expenses 

Toronto reports a better wholesale busi- 
ness in some lines in the earlier portion of 
the week, seasonable weather haying 
stimulated the demand for goods and 
fabrics. At Halifax business is quiet in 
all lines, and mercantile collections are 
only fair for the season, 


Gain of Fourteen Members,

gagor; providing that foreign corporations 
engaged in selling or negotiating bonds 
and mortgages shall be subject to the 
same laws as domestic corporations; pro- 
viding that in the trial of criminal cases, 
where more persons than one are tried to- 
gether, the commonwealth shall have as 
many peremptory challenges as all of the 
defendants together; that a bushel of 
onions shall weigh 52 pounds.

REPLY TO “JANUS.” 


n Average fcale of Wages Protects the 
Employer All the Time. 
Editors of the Daily Ledger : 

As long as the prosperous citizen can 
“liedown in green pastures, beside the 
still waters,” he is op good terms with the 
world, and generally disposed to endorse 
Pope’s questionable philosophy and say 
that ‘* whatever is, is right.” For the pre- 
sent this expresses with sufficient precision 
the mode and mood of too many of our 
people. 

But there are others, of wider instinct 

and more usefulness, whose sympathies 
extend to their less favored brothers and 
sisters, the class of ill-remunerated toil and 
the unemployed. 
. To this class of sympathizers as well as to 
active reformers, this year of grace 1895 
opens with distinc: symptoms of encourage- 
ment, 

The recent investigation in New York 
laid bare a state of corruption so rank, so 
disgraceful, that the conscience of the 
nation, that is, the conscience of that por- 
tion of it that has a conscience, is aroused. 
The result is nearly every city and town of 
apy importance in our land is now busy in- 
vestigating its local government with the 
view of exposing and removing corruption 
and putting affairs on a just, equitable and 
progressive basis. Will Quincy share in 
the general impetus and be classed among 
the progressive municipalities of the time. 

A reader of the LEDGER takes a retro- 
spective view of the *‘ good old times” in 
labor matters. Any one who endeavors to 
throw light on our dark sports with a view 
to improvement is a benefactor and 
deserves encouracement. Let ‘ Janus,” 
and those of his kidney, those who look on 
labor issues from his point of view, go on 
investigating, and favor us with the result 
of their knowledge and wisdom. 

Evidently ‘“‘Janus’’ is neither a work- 
man nor an employer of workmen. Were 
he either, he would know that the work- 
man must give, in most cases two days’ 
work for one day’s pay in these days. If 
he is an employer, he is, or ought to be, 
able to define ‘‘a day’s labor in return for 
aday’s pay.’’ How many hours should 
constitute a day’s labor? Give some idea 
of quantity or degree of intensity ruling 
the day’s laborand the fair equivalent in 
remuneration. Say if $1, $2, or $3 a day 
is fair pay.’’ ‘*Janus’’ finds that the 
‘*good talkers’ are among the ‘“ poor 
workmen.’’ He may find “‘ spouters,”’ but 
certainiz not ‘‘ good’’ speakers among the 
imbecile class. ‘The men who can see and 
talk clearly can, and usually do work well. 

The position of ‘‘Janus”’ is pot at all clear 
The employer may soffer temporary disad- 
vantage in a rush of work with few incom- 
petent hands. But in these times, when 
ten men are anxiously striving after one 
man’s place, the boss can impose his own 
terms, Is ‘‘ Janus’’ sucha novice in af- 
fairs as todream that an employer suffers 
any disadvantage in paying an ‘‘ average”’ 
price to his men? The good workmen may 
receive less and the poor workman more 
than he earns underan average scale, but 
the employer is all the time protected. 
Under an average scale be does not pay out 
a frac.ion in excess of the work rendered. 
He is not exercising any generosity nor re- 
laxing from the most rigid political econo- 
my by paying average wages. 

It is not intended here to take sides in 
presentor prospective labor troubles, but 
the man who shirks an honest opinion, or 
knowirgly gives a biased one, is a humbug, 
a craven and an enemy to his country. 

The recent history of labor in Quincy is 
as discreditable, as disgraceful even, ex- 
cept in one aspect, as any that has ever 
blotted the fame of any so-called civilized 
community. 

Can any of the parties to it challenge the 
correctness of this designation of it? The 
only extenuating aspect of its brutality is, 
that no violence to life or property, such as 
disgraced the Chicago strike, took place. 

So far in our last few years’ history in 
labor troubles, how much was the golden 
rule acted on in conducting our labor dis- 
putes? It would be a travesty of language 
to say that any mora) principles were mani- 
fested, but instead a dogged spirit of 
reciprocal antagonism. Let us hope that 
in future negotiations the few honest men 
on both sides may come to the front and 
grapple with the solution of our impending 
labor problem in a determined spirit of 
justice and conciliation.

ABANDONED ON RONCADOR. 


TODAY'S COURT. 


The Plight of Two Wreckers About the |Two Braintree Men Arraigned on the 


Bones of the Old Kearsarge. 

A story of the manner in which the 
hulk of the historic old Kearscrge, now 
whitening on Roncador reef, is being 

despoiled by Caribbean sea wreckers, 
and of the awkard predicament of two 
of them who were at work upon her, is 
told by Mate Schwolow of the schooner 
Frank M. Noyes, which arrived from 
San Andreas with cocoannts. 

On Oct. 28, he says, while outward 
bound from Baltimore, the Noyes stood 
plose into the Kearsarge’s wreck. To the 
turprise of all on board a white flag was 
Seen fluttering from the bones of the 
gallant old corvet, and soon after a 
small boat was seen pulling off from 
her. Captain Asquini ordered the Noyes 
hove to, and in a few minutes she ,was 
boarded by two bearded wreckers who 
said they belonged to one of the Carmen 
group of islands. They told Captain As- 
quini they had been landed on the reefs 
about the Kearsarge on Ang. 1 bya 
small schooner, which was to call for 
them in a couple of weeks. As soon as 
they had settled themselves they began 
work on the Kearsarge. In a short 
while they had secured 600 pounds of 
copper und about 200 pounds of copper 
bolts. This was all of value they could 

| secure, so they settled down to wait for 
the schooner that was to take them and 
their plunder away. 

When they were Janded on the reef, 
they had a fairly good supply of provi- 
sions. August passed, and with its going 

their food and matches went. Septem- 
ber came and went, and October had al- 
most gone when the Noyes was sighted 
and in a measure ended their distress. 
For nearly two months the two men had 
lived on raw fish. They had no matches 
with which to kindle a fire, although 
the Kearsarge offered them her dry tim- 
bers for the blaze. Neither had they salt 
with which to flavor their raw fish. One 
of them had a piece of sail cloth in his 
mouth which, he said, he had been 
chewing 18 days in place of tobacco. 
Captain Asquini supplied the men 
with all that was necessary to sustain 
them for some time to come. They 
would not leave he reef, for they did 
not want to abandon their copper treas- 
ure. They appreciated Captain Asquini’s 
kindness, and to show it they wished to 
return to the wreck and take back to 
him some mementos of the famous 
craft. A favoring wind made Captain 
Asquini decline their offer, and soon the 
Noyes filled her sails and sped off to 
ward San Andreas.—Baltimore Sun. 


A Mausoleum of Granite and Bronze to Be 
Erected In a Philadelphia Cemetery.

Senate’s Time This Week. 


JONES OF ARKANSAS HAS A BILL 


Which Is Likely to Meet Ap- 
proval of Financiers. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 14.—The prospect is 
that the time of the senate will be divided 
this week between the discussion of the 
income tax based on the urgent deficiency 
bill and the continuation of the debate 
on the Nicaragua bill. 

Senator Cockrell, chairman of the com- 
mittee on appropriations, is very hopeful 
of being able to dispose of the income tax 
question by the time the week shall be 
half gone, and if he should sutcecd in this, 
Senator Morgan, who is in charge of the 
Nicaragua bill, thinks there will be no 
difficulty in securing a vote on the canal 
bill before the close of the week, thus leay- 
ing the way clear for the bankruptcy and 
territorial admission and other bills, as 
well as the other appropriation bills. 

Chairman Cockrell does not regard se- 
riously the prospect of a prolonged discus- 
sion of the income tax question, There 
will be which, while 
based on the deficiency bill, will be di- 
rected to the discussion of the general 
financial questions. There is no disposi- 
tion on the part of the appropriations com- 
mittee to curtail these speeches, but there 
has come to be some talk of night sessions 
in case they get to be too numerous, or if 
the disposition to filibuster should appear 
to be more pronounced than now appears 
probable. 

Senator Gorman will probably find op- 
portunity to make the speech which he in- 
tended to make Saturday. So faras known, 
there are only three more general speeches 
to be made on the Nicaragua bill, but it 
is probable that others will be announced 
Senator Turpie will speak again on the 
bill, and Senators Vest and White 
have expressed a desire to be heard before 
the vote shall be taken.

WOMEN IN BRITISH POLITICS. 


They Are Conducting a Three Cornered 
Campaign For the Premiership. 

The influence of women in the high 
places of British politics has not been 
conspicuous in this generation. This fact 
adds interest to the particularly warm 
feminine campaign which has been 
waged ever since Tory minds became 
convinced of the probability of an early 
return of the Conservative party to pow- 
er. The prize which the fair disputants 
are struggling for is no less than the 
premiership of England. Three of the 
most brilliant women inJf+reat Britain 
are the leaders of rival hosts which with- 
in the higher circles of Tory society are 
keenly pressing the claims of their re- 
spective champions. 

These ladies are the Duchess of Deyon- 
shire, the Marchioness of Salisbury 
Miss Balfour. It is not an exaggeration 
to say that the ambition for the party’s 
leadership of the three men whose names 
these ladies bear has been allowed to 
rest in their hands as far as seeking sup- 
port within the party is concerned. It 
is no vulgar political canvass, but rival- 
ry none the less genuine and important. 
Those who know the three women credit 
the Duchess of Devonshire with greater 
skill and cleverness in political affairs 
than her husband or indeed most of the 
other party leaders, but most people 
agree that her present task is beyond 
her powers. 

The situation most favors Miss Bal- 
four. The ardor with which she is 
championing her brother's cause is ex- 
citing a good deal of admiration, albeit 
she succeeded somewhat in offending 
her aunt, the Marchioness of Salisbury, 
by the warmth of her advocacy. It must 
be admitted that Mr. Balfour’s follow-

Perfect House Unearthed Near Pompell. 
A valuable discovery has been made 
at Pianella-Setteimini, near Pompeii, 
on the propesty of a certain Vincent de 
Prosco. A house has been unearthed 
which was covered at the time the city 
was buried, and it is said tobeina 
more perfect condition than any build- 
ing yet discovered. It contains several 
large apartments and three bathrooms, 
with the basins in sculptured marble, 
and with leaden pipes ornamented with 
bronze faucets. The three rooms corre- 
spond, says a writer in describing the dis- 
covery, to the ‘‘calidarium, tepidarium 
and frigidarium which were always to 
be found in ancient houses of the first 
class. In consequence of the eruption of 
Vesuvius in A. D. 79 the Pompeiian 
houses brought to light heretofore have 
been roofless almost without exception. 
Fortunately, however, that on the prop- 
erty of M. de Prosco is perfect, and ar- 
cheologists are happy over the fact. 
The roof measures ulmost 44 feet in 
length.’’—Rome Letter. 


Number of Postage Stamps Used. 

Two hundred million 2 cent postage 
stamps that are reported as worthless 
by postmasters throughont the country 
have been called in by the postmaster 
general and will be destroyed. Although 
200,000,000 seems to be an enormous 
number, it is really trifling compared 


with the number of stamps used by the 
American people each year and would 


last less than 20 days. It requires about 
12,000,000 stamps a day to conduct the 
correspondence of our population, or a 
total of 4,880,000,000 for the year. 
There is not as much letter writing these 
times as there was when the country

INRUSH OF WATER 


Deaths In a British Mine, 

Loypoy, Jan. 15.—An accident occurre¢ 
yesterday at the Big Lake colliery at Aud 
ley, North Staffordshire, by which it i 
thought at least 20 persons lost thel 
lives. Two hundred and thirty men anc 
boys were at work in the colliery, wher 
about noon there was a sudden inrush o! 
water from the old workings. About 7 
men reached the shaft and were speedily 
hoisted out of danger. 

The pumps were promptly put at work 
and rescuing parties descended into the 
mine. ‘The news of the accident spreac 
with great rapidity, and a wildly excitec 
crowd was soon gathered about the pit 
head. It was not long before some of the 
miners came to the surface, and every 
fresh arrival at the mouth of the pit wai 
greeted with cheers. 

By 5o'clock 150 of the men and boy: 
had been rescued. Of the 80 who wer 
then below it was thought that 20 were ir 
the lower workings when the mine wa: 
flooded, and that they had been drowned 
The rescuers are doing their utmost tc 
save the living and get the bodies of the 
dead.

SOME INTERESTING STATISTICS 


Comparison by Ages, by Years, by 
-  Diseases—The Old People. 


The records of deaths, marriages aod 
births kept by the clerk of every city and 
town throughout the Commonwealth 
makes an interesting study to those who 
have the time end inclination to peruse 
them, Yet many of these who have the 
inclination lack the time necessary to study 
these books, and for the benefit of such the 
LEDGER each year publishes the statis- 
tics, or as they might appropriately be 
called, vital statistics. 

The records of Quincy for the year 1894 
shows that tuere were recorded with City 
Clerk Keith a total of 389 deaths, an in- 
crease of four over the preceding year. 

These figures are, however, apt to be mis- 
leading, for not only are those who died in 
Quincy recorded, but those who died in 
other places and were brought here for 
burial, and those who claimed Quiacy as 
their residence but died and were buried in 
other places, and unless these are taken in- 
to consideration the death rate would be 
increased, 

Of the total number recorded, 8 died out 
of town and were buried here; 7 died and 
were buried out of town, who claimed their 
residence as Quincy. These subtracted 
from the total number recorded makes the 
total number of deaths that occurred in 
Quincy, 345, and estimating the population 
to be over 20,000 the death rate would be 
less than 18 per thousand, which is remark- 
ably low. 

It is also interesting to note that 75 who 
died in Quincy were buried in other places, 
that 16 who died in Quincy claimed their 
residence in other places, 364 claimed their 
residence as Quincy and of the total 
number recorded, 207 were males and 173 
females. 

Of the burials in Quincy, 153 were at 
Mt. Wollaston; 117 at St. Mary’s; 14 at 
the Catholic; 8 at the Hall; 2 at Sailor’s 
Snug Harbor; 2 at Germantown and | in 
the Hancock cemetery. 

Of the causes of death 35 are attributed 
to disease of the heart; 26 to diphtheria; 
22 to cholera infantum; 18 to pneumonia; 
18 to consumption; 12 to old age; 12 to 
accidental causes; 8 to apoplexy; 8 to 
Bright's disease; & to typhoid; 3 to suicide 
and 1 to scarlet fever. The remainder 
from various diseases the names of which 
would not be generally understood. 

In connection with the causes of death 
it will be noticed the large number from 
diphtheria, which was 26 an increase of 22 
over the year 1893. 

The death rate among infants shows a 
decrease of 20 over the preceding year, 
while at other ages the rate in most cases 
is increased. A comparison by the 
following table will show where the 
increases occurred during the past four 


years:

The Tax Levy Is Not Likely to Run Highes 
Than In 1894 

Boston, Jan. 15.—Neither the senate 
nor the house sat for over an hour, both 
adjourning after the consideration of 
few bills and petitions. _ ___ 

There is no especial significance in the 
figures of estimates printed In some of ths 
papers, so far as they are an index of the 
probable cost of carrying on the govern 

ment, or rather of the amount which wil 
be called for the people to pay in taxes 
These figures are not the estimatesof the 
auditor, but merely his statement of esti 
mates of heads of departments and of com 
missions. The estimates of the regulai 
department call for amounts of about the 
same size as last year, but the wants o' 
some of the outside bodies, such ss thé 
state fire marshal, the highway commis 
sion and the Metropolitan park commis 
sion, will undoubtedly increase the tota 
considerably. But the cash on hand this 
year is larger than in 1894, there being 
$240,000 received from the legacy tax; s« 
that it is not probable that the tax call 
this year will be greater than last.

BROOKLYN, Jan. 16.—The second day of 
the big trolley strike was not characterized 
by much excitement.

They have been told, by both Repub- 
licans and conservative Democrats, that 
in insisting on carrying out their extreme 
views on the silver question they are mak- 
ing a fatal mistake. 

If the silverites succeed in defeating any 
remedial legislation at this session, they 
have been notified that in the Fifty-fourth 
congress they will never be able to secure 
anything nearly as favorable to the white 
metal as is contained in the proposed Dill.

Ir PEOPLE think there is a diffuseness 
in branches taught in our public schools, 
what will they say next fall, when carpen- 
try, molding, forging and machine shop 
work are added? Which of the ten 
branches required by law could well be 
omitted in the grammar grades? Certainly 
not reading, writing, spelling, grammar, 
geography or arithmetic, or good behavior. 
Drawing is essential, United States history 
important, and youth seems to be the 
proper time to begin with the temperance 
lectures. It cannot be because of this dif- 
fuseness that children are taken out of our 
public schools and sent to the Woodward 
Institute where a great many more branches 
are taught. 


A REPORT of the Legislative Committee 
on Mercantile Affairs, inexpedient to ex- 
tend the time of the Meeropolitan District 
Commission, would be acceptable at this 
time.

Mr. Hall's position 
and that they should be in no hurry about 
doing so, being satisfied to wait until they 
could give the subject careful attention.

A FEMALE FLOGGER. 


Second Exposure of Brutality For Which 
England Has No Law. 


Mr. Labouchere has been compelled 


again to expose a horrible scandal, which 


there is no law in England to suppress. 

It is the work of professional floggers of 
girls, boys and men. The establishment 
of the woman who advertises her serv- 
ices at terms from 5 shillings is desoribed 
in Truth as the result of a call by pros- 

pective clients. The flogger showed what 
she frankly called the torture room. 
There is an iron bedstead, on which, she 
explained, the victim is extended across 
a pillow. On either side are straps in- 
tended to meet across the body and hold 
the victim down, while the arms and 
legs are fastened to the four legs of the 


Gags and pads used to stifle the cries of 
the victim were also produced, the pads 
being used for the young girls who are 
liable to bite their lips under the tor- 
ture, and thus disfigure themselves per- 
manently. 

Among the instruments of flagellation 
exhibited by the woman were twocat o’ 
nine tails, one consisting of thongs of 
leather and the other of knotted cord, 
about 16 inches long. There was also a 
cat made of a leather strap slit into 
strips about a foot long. Birches of or- 
dinary pattern were also produced, these 
being preserved in brine to keep them 
supple. The flogger explained that she 
no longer received children at her house, 
but treated them at their own homes, 
taking her appliances with her. The 
torture room was reserved for big girls 
and adults. 

The last time Mr. Labouchere ex- 
posed this interesting industry he found 
it impossible to check it by law. The 
neighbors, however, made the place so 
hot for the flogger that she had to move 
several times. Her latest address is 
printed in Truth with the suggestion 
that the same remedy be applied again. 


THE THIRTY YEARS’ TRADITION. 


The Death of Mr. O'Neill and Defeat of 
Mr. Holman Saved the Record. 

It was fate which defeated Represent- 
ative Holman. The venerable Indianian 
essayed to do what no one before him 
had accomplished. The tradition that 
limits service in the house of represent- 
atives to 80 years will receive increased 
respect from Mr. Holman’s defeat. At 
the beginning of the present congress 
Mr. Holmanand Mr. O'Neill of Phila- 
delphia had a conversation about this 
tradition. Mr. O’Nelil asked Mr. Hol- 
man what he thought of it. Mr. Hel- 
man smiled at the man who was ‘‘fa- 
ther of the house’’ and told him he was 
all right for half a dozen terms. Mr. 
O'Neill shook his head and reminded 
Mr. Holman of the fate that had over- 
taken Kelley, Randall and others just 
when it seemed that they were sure to 
| break the record. Mr. Holman afterward 
| told of this conversation and added: 

“*T guess O’ Neill will break the record. 
He is strong and hearty.’’ 

Before the year was out Mr. O'Neill 
was dead, and the tradition had received 
one more proof of its weird power. Mr. 
| Holman then became ‘‘father of the 
house.’’ Had he been elected this time 
he would have exceeded the traditional 
80 years’ limit as soon as he passed the 
8d of next March. But he was defeated. 

It will be a long time before the tra- 
dition will be tested again. With Mr. 
Holman the last of the members nearing 
the limit disappears. Mr. Bland goes 
out of congress with 22 years to his 
credit. Mr. Cannon of Illinois and Mr. 
Culberson of Texas will have served 20 
years each on the 8d of next March.— 
Washington Cor. St. Louis Globe-Dem- 
ocrat. 


A MYSTERIOUS HORSE ‘BLANKET. 


It Has a Fine Crop of Hair Already, and 
Growing Is Still Going On. 

Mr. William H. Forbes of Spencer 
Corners, Fulton county, is the possessor 
of a very old horse blanket, which dif- 
fers from its fellows in that it has a 
well defined coat of hair in various 
stages of development, alive and grow- 
ing. While possibly of a finer and silkier 
texture, it is an excellent reproduction 
of a horse’s coat, which the blanket 
formerly covered. 

Mr. Forbes first discovered this pecul- 
iarity in October last when taking it 
down from the peg in the barn, where 
it had hung undisturbed during the sum- 
mer. He was natuwally greatly aston- 
ished to discover two patches of grow- 
ing hair, one on either side, where it 
had been exposed to the light and air. 
The hair is of a bright bay color and is 
now fully an inch in length. Probably 
the most peculiar feature of the affair, 
however, is the fact that the hair has

entirely covered the blanket with a fine 
growth, varying in shade and color. It 
has not only been subjected to a critical 


| inspection by several reputable men, 


but has undergone a microscopic test by 
two prominent physicians, of ‘whom Dr. 
Henry C. Finch of Brodalbin makes 
affidavit, before Judge Gardner, ‘‘that 
| the hair, now growing on the blanket is 
true hair and that the roots of the same 
are alive and in process of develop- 
ment.’’—Albany Times-Union.

He is appointed fer 
even years, and is eligible for re-election. 

Article 7 provides that in case of a vaca- 
tion of the office through death or any 
ether cause, the national assembly shall 
proceed forthwith to elect a new president. 
In the interval the council of ministers is 
invested with executive power. The na- 
tional assembly being merely an electoral 
college, all discussion therein is prohibited. 

The report of the resignation of the 
president became generally known at 11 
o’clock last night, but was universally 
discredited, and a general movement was 
made towards the newspaper offices, with 
a view to learning the truth. Very soon 
some of the papers exhibited lantern 
transparencies of the official note. 

Even then many persons refused to be- 
lieve that the event was possible, and 
waited in and about the offices for further 
dispatches to be posted. Finally they be- 
came convinced that the president had 
really retired, and assembled in groups 
discussing the chances of those who were 
mentioned as likely to sueced him. 

Likely to Be Re-elected. 

The senate and chamber of deputies 
have been summoned to meet this even- 
ing to receive government communica 
tions. M. Dupuy will read the president’s 
message in the chamber, and M. Guerin, 
minister of justice, will read it in the sen- 
ate. 

It is believed that the national assembly 
will meet tomorrow. ‘Phose bestinformed 
asto the political situation believe that 
Casimir-Perier will be re-elected by a 
large majority. Itis expected that steps 
will be taken to bring about this result. 
If they fail, it is probable that the govern- 
ment parties will choose M. Dupuy as 
their candidate. The names of MM. Wal- 
deck-Rousseu, Challemel-Lacour and 
Spuller are also mentioned in connection 
with the office. 


Debtor Needn't Settle, 

Ottawa, Ills.. Jan. 16.—The supreme 
court practically killed the Chicago Milk 
Shippers’ association, or trust, in a deci- 
sion declaring Charles Ford, against 
whom the trust had an account of #433 for 
milk, exempt from payment on the ground 
that the association is an illegal organiza- 
tion. This means that they cannot law- 
fully collect any bills.

ON TRIAL FOR THE MURDER. 


Hearing on the Murder Case Continued— 
The Liquor Seller on Trial, 


Anyone who attended the session of the 
district court this morning. would not 
question but what a new court room was 
needed. Every seat was taken as well as 
all of the standing room, and the stairway 
and sidewalk in front of the building was 
filled with people who desired to get in. 

The unusual attraction was the trial of 
Jobn Glover and Reginald Charles Hob- 
house Watkins for the murder of Michael 
Tenney at Braintree last Saturday night. 

Both men had pleaded not guilty and the 
case came up on continuance for trial. 

Previous to the calling of the murder 
case, Edward E. Jackson, baggage master 
at the Braintree station of the New York, 
New Haven & Hartford railroad, who, it 
is claimed, solid Glover and Watkins the 
liquor on the fatal day, was arraigned for 
the illegal sale of intoxicating liquors to 
them. 

Glover testified that he never got any 
liquor from Jackson except upon an ex- 
press order. 

Watkins testified that he visited Jackson 
twice on the fatal day. The first time he 
bought a quart of rum for which he paid 
65 cents and the second time he bovght a 


Jackson admitted that Watkins got the 
liquor from him but claimed it was upon 
an order. 

The court continued the cases for judg- 
ment until Saturday Jan. 26. 

The cases against Glover and Watkins 
was then called, Glover being represented 
by Judge James H. Flint. Watkins was 
unrepresented, 

The court decided that it was desirable 
to hold the inquest before the trial as that 
might do away with the necessity of a 
hearing. 

The court then ordered the case contin- 
ued until Saturday Jan 26. 

Both were remanded withont bail.

BAY STATE LEGISLATURG. 


Formal Ratification of Senator Hoar's Be- 
election—A Flood of Bilis. 
Boston. Jan. 17.—Interest in the doings 
of the state legislature was centered in 
the convention held by the senate and 
house fora comparison of the records of 
those branches relative to the election for 
a United States senator held by each. 
Clerk Coolidge then read the senate rec- 
ords of the election, and Clerk McLaugh- 
lin performed a similar duty for the 
house. George Frisbie Hoar of Worcester 
was geclared elected. 
Mr. Bond introduced a bill in the house 
in relation to the taxation of corporations 
formed for the construction of railways 
and telegraphs in foreign countries. The 
bill is in the interests of the Mexican 
Central railway, which asks that the rall- 
way stocks of such companies be taxed at 
their inarket value instead of their par 
value, as estimated by the tax commission- 
ers. 
Other bills and petitions were: Provid- 
ing for the equipment of cars operated by 
electricity with suitable fenders; provid- 
ing for a copy of the manual of the gen- 
eral court to be furnished to each public 
grammar and high school in the common- 
wealth; providing that when work is done 
for cities and towns under contract, and 
the work is not done by the contractor in 
person, but by persons employed by him, 
such persons shall be paid by the con- 
tractor wages not less than those paid te 
workmen or employes of the same class 
who are directly employed by the city or 
town, and shall only be employed for the 
same number of hours per day for which 
city or town employes of the same class 
are employed, and on all such occasions 
citizens shall be employed; to compel jas- 
tices of the peace and others having 4 
right to administer oaths to have a seal; 
to provide that the treasurer of a city or 
town shall pay to the state treasurer one- 
fourth of all moneys received by him for 
licenses and to the country treasurer of 
the county in which such town or city is 
located one-half of the money within one 
month after it is received. 
There was a long wrangle in the senate 
over the reference of matters to the com- 
mittee on ietrepolitan affairs. It was 
voted—18 to 14—that the Charles river 
dam question be referred to the harbor 
committee, 
Then came the question of concurring 
with the house in referring to the com- 
uiittee on metropolitan affuirs so much of 
the report of the harbor commissioners as 
refers to Charles river basin. This caused 
a continued squabble, with the final re- 
sult of adjournment, which must be re- 
garded in the light of victory for the met- 
ropolitan affairs committee. 


One Lonely Democrat, 
HARTFORD, Jan. 17.—In the senate yes- 
terday the committee on contested elec- 
tions presented a unanimous report on the 
petition of William F. Gates to be de- 
clared elected to the senate from the 
Eleventh district, in place of Clark W. 
Reynulds (Dem.). The report was ac- 
cepted and Senator Reynolds was un- 
seated and William F, Gates declared 
eleeted and sworn in.~ This makes the 
senate stand 23 Republicans and 1 Dem- 
ocrat. 


Public Fands Missed. 

St. Paci, Jan. 17.—A bombshell was 
exploded in the houseef representatives 
yesterday fn the shape of a resolution call- 
ing for an, investigation of the financtal 
affuirs of the state, and making charges of 
misappropriation of the public funds to 
the amount of $150,000, of which over $80,- 
000 was asserted to be carried on books as 
cash, when in fact it was on the books of 
banks that had failed. No action on the 
matter has yet been taken, 


Jury Said Manslaughter. 
PROVIDENCE, Jan. 17.—James Butler, 
who was accused of the murder of his wife, 
by throwing alighted Qerosene lamp at 
her and causing her death by burning, 
was yesterday found guilty of manslaugh- 
ter. Butler’s counsel has taken excep- 
tions, which will tie up the sentence for 
two months at least. Butler will proba- 
bly be liberated on the surety of Frank 
Budlong, his employer.

THE SACRED CODFISH. 


A PLEASING EXTERIOR, 


Yhe Proposal to Take It Ous of the State. Picturesque Design and Sensible Plan Fo 


house In Boston Creates a Sensation. 

The Worcester Gazette says: 

Charles Francis Adams recounts ‘‘The 
Story of the Cod’’ in the Springfield Re- 
publican, In 1782 John Adams secured 
from Great Britain an eminent diplo- 
matic victory after a wearisome contest 
—the right of fishery—and on March 
17, 1784, John Rowe, a Boston member. 
asked and received permission to hang 
the historic codfish on the wall of the 
chamber of representatives in the state- 
house. Thirty years later another war 
with Great Britain occurred. John 
Quincy Adams was called on this time 
as a diplomat, and he, too, saved the 
codfish once more from British encroach- 
ments. The statehouse cod, which the 
sacrilegious are now threatening to store 
in the garret, is emblematic of com- 
merce, war and diplomacy and tells of 
Massachusetts victories in all three 
fields. After the peace of 1783 John 
Adams quartered the codfish in his coat 
of arms, and it is there now. This must 
have been the origin of the phrase ‘‘cod- 
fish aristocracy,’’ once in common use. 
It was commonly spoken in derision, 
but the pride of the Adamses in the cod- 
fish would seem entirely worthy. 

On this subject the New York Sun re- 
marks: 

There is a proud and beautiful build- 
ingin Boston. Bulfinch didit. Itisa 
Parthenon surmounted by a gilded gas- 
house, and to those who love it it is the 
supreme architectural achievement of 
the world. Even the limited or preju- 
diced persons who deny its charm can- 
not forget the joy of its associations. 
To go to Boston, to view that dome 
with an eager eye and to perspire with 
the pulchritude of it and the deeper 
thought that one doesn't have to live in 
Boston is not the least of pleasures in 
aworld that persons of fair digestion 
regard with a certain amount of attach- 
ment. As a matter of fact, the dome is 
a hollow fraud. Mr. Bulfinch, who has 
had the distinction of having an emi- 
nently parochial street named after him, 
was not lucky enough to have his de- 
signs carried out, and the statehouse, 
with its feeling Dutch name, is not all 
that it might have been. But it has 
merits. There is or was in it the sacred 
codfish, a palladium that fell from heay- 
en plash into the Frog pond in the 
days when Boston was an eminent sea- 
port. This codfish was almost human 
and quite superhuman. It could wink. 
It had learned to say cultyur and liter- 
ature and leftenant, besides the other 
things that are said in Boston. There 
was asilver bathtub in which it used to 
tipple when the Boston nine got a 
game. It used toleap into the air when- 
ever Governor Greenhalge appeared 
with blue knit thinking cap on. It was 
sprinkled with champague whenever the 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery com- 
pany had a feast. AJ! the thinkers in 
the legislature revered it. It would 
Wag its tail at a good thing and drop 
dead whenever a bore was up. 

They have been ‘‘fixing up”’ the state- 
house. Evidently some idiot is in 
charge. The sacred codfish is not to be 
included among the treasures of the re- 
stored statehouse. The Law and Order 
people say it drinks too much. The A 
P. A. says it bas a Hibernian counte 
nance. Al}l the same, it was the best in 
thestate. It was the most venerable in 
stution there, except Harvard collegs 
and George Marden of Lowell. It i 
gone.

An American Mansion Inspected and Ap- 
proved by New York Society.

ASHES TO CURE CUTS. 


Russian Physicians Revive an Old Cossack 
Method of Treating Wounds. 

Some of the best known physicians in 
Russia are strongly advocating the adop- 
tion in the government hospitals of an 
old Cossack custom of treating cuts and 
wounds with ashes. The Cossack peas- 
antry have treated cases in this fashion 
from time immeuoorial, and Dr. Pash- 
koff, a Russian physician who has been 
studying the treatment, recently said in 
an interview in a Russian medical jour- 
nal: 

“I strongly recommend the treating 
of severe cuts and wounds with ashes. 
Experiment has convinced me of the 
thorough efficacy of the treatment, and 
in addition it is cheap, takes little time 
to arrange and does away with bulky 
bandages, which have always been the 
bane of nurses and physicians. The best 
ashes are those resulting from the burn- 
ing of some cotton stuff or linen, and 
only a very thin layer should be applied. 
If the wound has been made by some 
dirty instrument and there is danger of 
blood poisoning, it should be first wash- 
ed thoroughly with a lotion. The ashes 
with the blood form a hard substance, 
under which the most severe cuts heal 
with remarkable rapidity. ’’ 

Dr. Pashkoff has experimented with 
ashes on 28 cases of cuts, and only two 
of the entire number failed to result 
successfully. These cases would have 
been cured, too, had not the nurses fail- 
ed to apply prescribed lotion$ to the 
wounds before the physicians took them 
in charge. It is extremely probable 
that the ashes treatment will be adopt- 
ed in the St. Petersburg hospitals before 
long. : 


To Define a Church, 

A strange question is being raised in 
the court here by two saloon keepers 
who are being prosecuted for running 
saloons within 3800 feat of a church, 
which is forbidden by the mulct law. 
They admit that they are within the 
prescribed distance of the building in 
question, but deny that it is a church. 
So the question arises, What is a 
church? The one complaining is the 
German Methodist, and it is located on 
Locust street, one of the principal busi- 
ness streets, and in a good business lo- 
cality. The church owned this property 
and concluded to make the most of it. 
So a substantial three story business 
block was built there, with stores on 
the first floor, offices in front on the 
second floor, and the hall, used as a 
church, on the second floor, back. The 
third floor is used by tenants. The jury 
in one case found that the building was 
not a church and that it could not keep 
saloons 300 feet away. The case will 
undoubtedly be carried to the supreme 
court to get a definition of what a 
church is.—Des Moines Dispatch. 


The Phonograph In a New Role. 

- Having possession of a seditious pho- 
nograph is the latest instance of disloy- 
alty punished by a jealous continental 
monarch. The authorities at Triest ar- 
rested an Italian guilty of having ex- 
hibited a phonograph which played the 
Italian royal march. The terrible in- 
strument was accused of having dis- 
turbed public order because it also reg- 
istered sundry demonstretions of ap- 
plause and enthusiastic cries which ac- 
companied the hymn when it was per- 
formed. The musical patriot has been 
obliged to leave the town and take with 
him the subversive instrument. —Triest 
Correspondent.

These people say ‘“‘Too much is 
taught in the schools today. The children 
have to spend so much time on new 
fangled notions that they have to negleet 
the gcod old-fashioned studies, there is no 
room left for the three R’s, When we 
went to school we went through Colburn’s 
arithmetic and the spelling book and the 
grammar from cover to cover and when 
we got through we knew sometbing. 
Now the cbildren talk about sand and dirt 
and stamens and pistils and talk about the 
state of the stomach after the use of 
alcohol, and when you come to ask them 
for the rule forsimple interest they can’t 
give it to you, and they cap’t parse a 
sentence to save their lives and some of 
them don’t know the alphabet until 
they’ve been to school three or four 
years,”” 

A serious arraignment, truly, if it can be 
substantiated, Here let it be said that the 
writer has heard such an arraignment of 
our schools almost word for word as given 
above, more than once. 

In the first place let us take up the first 
statement or complaint, viz: ‘* Too much 
is taught in the schools today.’’ Now 
what is taught? and what with propriety, 
could be dropped from the curriculum.” 

When the children enter the primary 
schools they are taught to read and write 
and sing and to understand the funda- 
mental laws of number, arithmetic if you 
choose to so designate it. So far, surely, 
no undesirable subject has crept in.” Then 
because al] the transactions of life are car- 
ried on by means of language, in this 
country by meaus of the English language, 
and because a correct and fluent use of 
language isa very valuable possession for 
all sorts and conditions of men, the child- 
dren are given lessons in language. Now 
language can only be taught and learned in 
one way, the way the first father and 
mother taught, the way the first children 
Jearned, namely, by talking; therefore the 
teacher tglks with tbe children, and re- 
quires them to talk to her. Why do for- 
eign children so soon lose their accent ? 
Because they hear good English at school 
and with the natural imitativeness of 
childhood seek to copy it. Why do some 
children use more correct English than 
their pareats? Because the training 
which their ears receive at school enables 
them to detect variations from correct lan- 
guage and toavoid them. Why are some 
men able @o0 write an essay or letter in 
fairly good English and yet are unable to 
speak five minutes at a time without mak- 
ing all sorts of grammatical slips? Be- 
cause the eyes of such men are trained by 
reading, and the eyes accustomed to the 
correct English of books are immediately 
troubled by any deviation from it, while 
the ears of these same men, either by rea- 
son of defective early education or pres- 
ent occupation among uncultured people 
are untrained by the sound of good lan- 
guage and consequently untroubled by it. 

All these illustrations are intended to 
show the need for oral language lessons in 
our schools. Granting the need for such 
lessons, another question is naturally in- 
volved, ‘‘ What shall teacher and children 
talk about ?’? They talk about many 
things. The very little children talk about 
their homes and their playthings and their 
pets. Gradually topics which are more 
directly educational are introduced and 
the cbildren are taught to observe the 
wonders of the natural world, and to tell 
the results of their observation in good 
English. They find that the soil is not the 
same in all places, and when they demand

them in such simple language as is suited 
to their stage of mental development. 
|The wonders of the vegetable world are 
| brought to their notice and they begin to 
| understand how Nature helps man, and

| Is there any objection to these topics of 
conversation, to these methods of observa- 
? It would seem not, but the brief 
outline given above is a hasty but truthful 
sketch of the science work in the primary 
| schools of our own and many other cities. 
When the children are old enough they 
are taught to express themselves in writing, 
both because in their future lives they will 
| peed the ability to so express themselves 
and because, with the large number in our 
schools every child cannot receive the direct 
i 


tion 


attention of the teacher at all times, and 
written work isa very profitable occupa- 
tion for the time when the teacher is busy 
elsewhere. Nothing wrong here, surely. 

One more subject remains to be con- 
sidered, drawing, which in our schools 
is accompanied by a considerable amount 
of manual training. Whatdoes this work 
mean? It means that an effort is made to 
train mind and hand and ey+ to work to- 
gether. Anybody can (think a straight 
line, or a curved one, not everybody can 
see one or a deviation from one unaided by 
mechanical aids, and fewer still can con- 
struct one, 

Take two concrete examples. Ladies, 
did you ever baye in your mind’s eye a 
most beautiful spring gown, in which all 
the colors were to harmonize and all the 
curves were to be graceful and did you 
ever undertake to buy the materials and 
make that sar gown and find yourself 


the unhappy possessor of a night-mare ?| 
Gentlemen, did you ever undertake to doa 
little bit of simple carpentering or grading 
and while you worked see a symmetrical 
whole before your mental vision, and then 
did your structure look wrong somehow, 


or your grade uneven? And, ladies and 
gentlemen, were you able to put your} 
fingers on the errors of workmanship so as 
to correct them? Mind and eye and hand 
did not work together. Manual training 
and drawing are intended to help the 
three-fold training, and moreover to open 
the eyes of the children to the beauties 
about them. 

To sum up them, the work in our pri- 
mary schools, it may be said that the chief 
apparent aim is to give the pupils a com- 
mand of correct language. (There is an 
ultimate aim, of vastly more importance 
which will be considered later.) In order 
to give this command of language, reading 
and writing are taught and spelling is ac- 
quired as a consequence of the acquire-

Felix Faure Was Chosen President of 
the French Republic. 


BRISSON HIS NEAREST OPPONENT. 


Duke of Orleans Is Out With 
a Manifesto. 


VERSAILLES, Jan. 18—Felix Faure, 
minister of marine in the present cabinet, 
was elected on the second ballot yesterday 
to be president of the French republic in 
succession to CasimirPerier, Faure 
polled 430 votes to 361 votes polled by his 
nearest opponent, Henri Brisson, resi 
dent of the chamber of deputies ‘Ibe 
Socialists protested violenti~ when the re- 
sult of the ballot was made known, 

In anticipation of the meetiag of the 
national assembly,-which was summoned 
for 1 p. m. to elect a new president, the 
public officials interested in the proceed- 
ings, reporters, police, telegraph operators 
and others, arrived by droves on every 
train, 

By the time the hour for opening the 
national assembly approached, the streets 
leading to the palace of Versailles were 
thronged, and the lobbic: of the salle de 
congress were crowded with those having 
tickets of admission, A large force of 
troops cceupied the railroad stations and 
other points, guards were posted through- 
out the paluce and the streets were lined 
wiih gendarmesx ‘he crowds, however, 
were Very orderly. 

When the cabinet ministers reached the 
palace Premier Dupuy was heard to declare 
to several of his friends that he was not a 
presidential candidate. At that time there 
Were Only three candidates for the election 
to the presidency whose chances of secur- 
ing the prize were seriously discussed, 
Theso were Waldeck-Rousseau, Brisson, 
and the “dark horse,”’ Faure. 

Friends of Candidates Busy, 

The greatest uncertainty prevailed in re- 
gard to the result. Voting tickets were 
everywhere distributed by the active man- 
agers of the candidates’ campaigns. The 
general linpression was that two ballots 
would be sufficient to elect a president, 
and Rousseau’s [riends expected that he 
would secure 3/0 votes on the first ballot. 

The supporters of Brisson claimed a 
Similar tocal, with the balance of votes, 
about for Faure. Finally it was 
claimed that the latter would retire after 
the first ballot in favor of M. Waldeck- 
Rousseau; but the politicians, as the 
result shows, were mistaken. 

ChaNlemel Lacour, president of the sen-

Your colleagues of 
yesterday feel honored that the national 
assembly has chosen from among them the 
first magistrate of the republic. They 
know your loyalty and character, having 
had your trusted co-operation. They are 
vonfident that in your bands the honor of 
the country, the interests of the republic 
and the defense of the laws are in safe 
keeping. We beg you to accept our 
wishes for you personally, for the success 
of your magistracy and for the normal 
duration of your term of office.” 

Challemel-Lacour then made a similar 
address

President Faure responded: “I am 
deeply touched beyond all expression by 
the great honor the national assembly has

responsibility anu Guts i. luipesess You 
know me, and you need not doubt that Il 


} will devote all my energy to the accom-

“I ceass from this moment to belong to 
any party; to become the arbiter of all. In 
this spirit [appeal for support to all the 
representatives of the nation without dis- 
tinction of republican opinions. We will 
always meet henceforth in our common 
work inspired by love of country, devotion 
to the republic, care of justice and solici- 
tude for the lot of all citizens and over all 
for the lowly and humble.” 

M. Faure took a train and arrived at the 
$t. Lazaire station, Paris, at 9 o'clock. As 
soon as the president was seen in the city 
the immense crowd shouted: ‘Vive la Re- 
publique!” “Vive Felix Faure!’’ Hats 
were waved and the greatest enthusiasm 
was displayed. M. Dupuy sat beside the 
president. The cheers of the throng 
massed along the footways did not cease 
until the carriage of the president reached 
the palace of the Elysee. M. Faure con- 
stantly doffed his hat in response to the 
enthusiastic acclamations of the multi- 
tude. 

The New Chief of State. 

Felix Faure was born at Paris, Jan. 80, 
1841. He served in the Franco-Prussian 
war. In 1881 he was elected to the cham- 
ber of deputies from Havre. At the for- 
mation of the cabinet presided over,by L. 
Gambetta, Nov. 14, 1881, M. Faure be- 
came assistant secretary of state to the 
new ministry of commerce and the colo- 
nies. He left this position Jan. 26, 1882, 
with the cabinet, He held the same posi- 
tion in the cabinet @f M. Jules Ferry, 
Sept. 24, 1885, and resigned with the min- 
istry March 81, 1885. 

One of the chiefs of a group of Union 
Republicans he took active part in co- 
lonial questions. For the third tine he 
occupied his position as sub-secretary in 
the cabinet of ‘Tirard, Jan. 5, 1888, to Feb. 
16 following. He became a deputy at the 
election of Sept. 22, 1889, defeating M. 
Anselme, the monarchist candidate. 

He is one of the principal shipowners of 
Havre, which he has represented in the 
chamber of deputies since 1882. In May, 
1894, he became minister of marine in the 
Dupuy cabinet. M. Faure is an authority 
on marine and commercial questions, and 
was vice president of the chamber in 1893. 
He was decorated for the courage he dis- 
played in 1871 in equipping and leading 
the Havre flremen against the conflagra- 
tion kindled by the Communards. 

Duke of Orleans Bobs Up. 

The Duke of Orleans, pretender to the 
throne of France, issued a manifesto 
yesterday. It was addressed to Senator 


} Buffet, and dwells upon the dangers of the 


present political crisis in France. It says: 

“The president’s letter of resignation f$ 
an indictment for the present legislation. 
A republic in France can never be other 
than a provisional regime. ‘The hour is 
near at hand when the country will re- 
turn to the form of government which 
was the glory of its past and the guaran- 
tee of its future.”’ 

Continuing, the manifesto says: ‘Pro- 
vidence, in making me represent the mon- 
archy, imposes upon me a heavy heritage. 
But the day that my country calls me, I 
shall find a!l confidence, and in my devo- 
tion the force to fulfill my whole task. 

“My life and blvod will belong to 
France; to that France which my ances- 
tors mude great and respected. ‘That will 
be the work of tomorrow. ‘Today’s task 
will be to overcome immediate dangers,” 

The manifesto concludes with urging 
the friends of the monarchy to vote for the 
candidate who is bes! able to maintain in- 
ternal order, and France's 
honor abroad.

CHRISTIAN ENDEAVOR. 


Comment by Rev. 8. H. Doyle. 
Topic.—A Christian’s problems and per 
plexities.—I Kings iv, 20-34; Luke xi, 81; ii, 46, 
@. (A question box meeting suggested.) 

This life is largely made up of mys- 
teries. There are problems and perplexi- 
ties in every walk of life, and the Chris- 
tian’s life is no exception. God has re- 
vealed many precious things to us, and 
yet in the spiritual as well as in the 
material universe there are many things 
that have not been revealed. It could 
scarcely be otherwise. God is.infinite. 
We are finite, and if God had revealed 
these things perhaps we would not have 
been able to comprehend or understand 
them. Christ practically said as much 
to Nicodemus when he questioned Him 
about the mysteries of the regeneration 
of the soul, for He said, ‘‘If I tell you 
of earthly things and ye cannot under- 
stand, how can you understand if I tell 
you of heavenly things?’’ 

Still there isin the human mind an 
intense craving, so far as possible, to un- 
derstand these problems and perplexi- 
ties, and there is nothing wrong {n this 
desire nor the attempt to satisfy it, but 
something may, be wrong in the way we 
attempt to solve these problems. True 
wisdom comes from God in some way. 
Solomon was the wisest man who ever 
lived, and yet he obtained all his wis- 
dom direct from God. But God has giv- 
en as one even wiser than Solomon, 
even Jesus Christ, His own Son, and 
His wisdom surpassed that of all men 
because He was God as well as man. 
Therefore Christ should be onr final 
court of appeal in all the problems of 
ife. When worried and perplexed, we 
should goto His word to see what He 
has to say upon the subject, and when 
He does not satisfy every desire or crav- 
ing we should leave it all with Him 
and trust God for what has not been 
revealed. ‘‘The secret things belong un- 
to the Lord our God, but the things that 
have been revealed belong unto us anc 
to our children forever, that we may do 
all the works of this law.”’ 

The great lesson that these problems 
and perplexities should teach us is sim- 
ple childlike trust in God. God knows 
what is best forus. He knew what to 
reveal for our good and what not to re- 
veal. The secret things, the mysteries 
of life, belong to Him. Let us leave them 
with Him. The things that have been 
revealed belong to us. Let us live up te 
what has been revealed, and we may 
rest assured that if we do the day will 
come when we shall understand even 
the Christian problems and perplexities.

GAINS ARE EXPECTED 


In Treasury Reseipts During the 
Year's Remaining Months. 


WALKER HAS A CURRENCY PLAN. 


Lively Row In the House Over 
Pension Matters. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 19 — The heavy 
withdrawals of gold for export from the 
sub-treasury at New York, yesterday, were 
not wholly unexpected by the treasury 
officials, as the indications since the first 
of the week have made it probable that 
the, withdrawals for shipments today 
would be exceptionally large. Neverthe 
less, yesterday's transactions have intensi- 
fied the fear of another bond issue, and in 
a measure dampened the spirit of hopeful- 
ness that has pervaded the treasury de- 
partinent for some days past. 

It is, however, stoutly maintained that 
the record for the present fiscal year will 
show a decided improvement in the finan- 
cial condition of the treasury over that of 
last year, and the steady increase in the 
receipts from customs and internal 
revenue sources, it is pvinted out, gives 
promise of a speedy return to a period 
when the receipts will more than equal 
the expenditures. 

It is figured that the customs receipts 
are sure to make a decided advance after 
Feb. 1, when the spring importations be- 
gin, and that the revenues from whisky 
withdrawals the remainder of the year 
are almost certain to reach a point even 
above the normal. With the sugar bounty 
burden of $12,500,000 a year removed, and 
the prospect of receipts from the income 
tax amounting to $20,000,000 or more be- 
fore June 1, a more hopeful condition of 
affairs, it is said, is confkiently to be 
looked forward to. 

The interest payments on the public 
debt between now and the first of the 
coming fisval vear will aggregate about 
$14,000,000, and yet only about $2,500,000 of 
this amount (interest on the late $100,000,- 
000 bonds issue) is in excess of the interest 
payment of last year. Mr. Carlisle’s esti- 
mate of a deficiency of $20,000,000 for the 
year, notwithstanding the fact that it has 
already reached $37,000,000, it is believed, 
will be found to be approximately correct. 

Last year at this time the expenditures 
exceeded the receipts by over $37,600,000, 
while for the same period in this year the 
deficiency is about $27,500,000, or over $10,- 
000,000 less 

With the single exception of the month 
of April next, when a large interest pay- 
ment becomes due, it is confidently ex- 
pected that each month after this; during 
the remaining five months of the year, will 
show an cxcess of receipts over expendi 
tures. 


On Sherman's Lines, 

Representative Walker of Massachusetts 
has introduced a bill similar to that pro- 
posed in the senate by Senator Sherman 
on the financial question. Representative 
Walker's bill, while on the same general 
linesas the Sherman bill, differs in de- 
tails. It authorizes the secretary of the 
treasury to issue proposals from time to 
time for four years’ bonds, such as are de- 
scribed in the act of July 14, 1870, to 
authorize the refunding of the national 
debt, the bonds to be payable at the pleas 
ure of the government after one year from 
date of issue and upon the expiration of 
three years, or bonds payable after three 
and upon the expiration of seven years, or 
bonds due ona certain day within three 
years fromthe date of such bonds, the 
secretary to have the selection regarding 
the term of the bonds. The bonds are to 
bear interest not exceeding 3 per cent.

BBLS IN REVOLT. 


/A Fierce Conflict With Government 
Forces Near Honolulu. 


TWELVE NATIVES WERE KILLED. 


Many Prominent Royalists of 
Hawaii Are Under Arrest. 


HoNo.vLv, Jan. 11.—There were no 
fresh developments in the threatened up- 
rising here until last Sunday ,afternoon 
(Jan. 6), when Deputy Marshal Brown 
and a squad of police under Captain 
Parker left for Waikaikai with orders to 
search the premises of Henry Bertiemann, 
a prominent royalist, for arms and am- 
munition. 

On arrival there, Parker proceeded to 
read his warrant. When half way through, 
a Volley was fired by a crowd of natives 
under a shed in the rear of Bertlemann’s 
house, and Charles Carter and Lieutenant 
Holie fell wounded. The police charged 
and drove the natives out, when the latter 
retreated to the brush, keeping up 4 
desultory fire. As the police only num- 
bered eight, and there were three or four 
times as many natives, they returned to 
the house, taking with them three of the 
rebels Whom they had faptured in the 
melee, during which some 60 shots were 
fired. 

The rebels surrounded the house again, 
firing into it repeated!y. Leaving one 
man to guard the prisoners, the officers 
returned the fire, but without effect, as it 
was dark and their assailants could‘not be 
seen. Realizing that their case was des 
perate and that word must be got to town 
at all hazards, it was decided that Brown 
and Barker should make a dash for their 
horses, which were tied near the house 
This was done with success, and they were 
soon at the nearest telephone. 

Volunteers to the Front. 

Within two minutes after receiving the 
telephone account of the fight, a detail of 
82 men from the regulars stationed at the 
government headquarters were ordered 
oat. The command was given to Lieu- 
tenant King. Volunteers were called for, 
and nearly every man in the barracks 
stepped to the front, As soon as they 
came within shooting distance of the scene 
of action the natives fred a parting volley 
and fled. 

Soon after the deputy marshal came up, 
and the were thoroughly 
searched, ‘The Japanese servant brought 
to light several pistols and revolvers, 

At daylight a large force of natives, 
who had taken up a strong position on 
the slope of Diamond Hill, attacked 
King’s forces. After standing fire about 
an hour and finding the natives had the 
advantage of numbers and _ position, 
King moved his forces to San Souci, a 
pleasure resort with telephonic communi 
cations. Shortly after the telephone was 
used Lieutenant Coyne and 25 more regu 
lars were sent. The number of insurgents 
were variously estimated from ! to 200. 
With Coyne’s force was sent an 8-pound 
field piece. President Murray of the Citi- 
zens’ Guard, with 25 mounted policemen, 
went out into aroad leading toward the 
insurgents. The first intimation that 
Murray’s force had of an enemy was a 
shower of bullets which did no harm 
Had the natives waited a little longer 
Murray’s forces could have been annibi- 
lated. 

Lhis fight occurred on the side of a 
mountain, Where a seriated side forms an 
almost inaccessible valley of little width 
It was the object of the government troops 
to drive the rebels around the base of the 
mountain, from which there could be no 
escape, except over the famous Paoli road, 
which 10 or 12 men could holl against a

On Monday morning martial law was 
proclaimed and all saloons were closed, 
The news of the death of Carter, who was 
a popular young lawyer and was recently

By noon al! the stores were closed and 
there were few people on the streets. Th 
street cars and busses were stopped, and 
the only excitement was at the marshal’.

all arms or ammunition in their possession 
to the marshal within 24 hours. 

After conferring with Captain Murray 
Captain Zeigler anda company of rega- 
lars were dispatched to his aid, taking 
with him one Australian fleld piece. Thy 
troops advanced and forced the rebels into 


the brush. I¢ is certain that many of 
them were wounded. The only man 
wounded on the government side was 
Captain Ludwig. Then the first’ prisun- 
ers were taken, seven in number, and 
from them it was learned that the leaders 
of the rebels were Sam Nowlin, forme: 


colonel of the Queen's Household Guard, 
and Kobert Wilcox, who was the leader 
of the revolution in 18387, the other promi- 
nent ones being half whites, fermerly in 
the service of the queen. After the first 
surrender the natives came dropping into 


the government camps in bunches, until 
there were soon more prisoners than 
troops. ‘Uhe prisoners claimed they had 


600 rifles, but only 600 men were arrested 
Many Natives Killed.

A shot from his field 
piece scattered a crowd of them who up- 
peared on the edge of the crater, and four 
dead bodies were the result. Thirty-six 
rifles, two 100-pound boxes of cartridges 
and two dynamite bombs were found in 
an improvised fort; also a lot of clothing, 
including a United States navy dresscout. 
Squads of troups scoured the sum-iit of 
Dizinond Head, but no natives were 
found. ‘Two cases of gin were found and 
brought to heedquarters. After being ex- 
amined by Dr. Cooper, the army surgeon, 
he pronounced them poisoned, and they 
were destroyed.

TURBULENT SCENES. 


Situation at Brooklyn Grows Worse 
as tho Days Go By. 


MORE TROOPS ARE ORDERED OUT. 


Strikers’ Side of the Case 
Given to the Public. 


BRooK yn, Jan. 21.—There has been no 
change in the condition of affairs in the 
Brooklyn trolley strike. No new lines 
have been opened, as President Lewis 
promised they would. Superintendent 
Campbell said yesterday that he had re- 
ceived no official notice from the railroad 
companies that they were about to open 
new lines, consequently the police were 
not notified by him to do so.

PALL OF YUNG-CHING. 


Twenty-Five Thousand Japs In Pos- 
session of the Seaport. 


HEAVY FIGHTING AT HAI-CHANG, 


Chinese Scattered With Loss 
of Nine Hundred Men. 


CuE-Foo, Jan. 21.—Yest rday morning 
about 35 Japanese transports, each towing 
acouple of junks, and 15 warships, arrived 
in Yung-Ching bay, south of the Shan- 
Tung promontory. At daylight three of 
the warships engaged the shore defenses, 
silencing them after a dozen rounds. 

There was no further opposition, and the 
Japanese landed, it is estimated, 25,000 
troops. The landing was effected during 
& heavy snowstorm. Yung-Ching is 35 
miles from Wei-Hai- Wei. 

It is reported that a part of the Japan- 
ese fleet is bombarding Ting-Chow, a 
short distance west of Che-Foo. No details 
have yet been received. The British war- 
ship Daphne and the American warship 
Yorktown are in the vicinity of Ting- 
Chow. 

The Fighting at Hai-Chang. 

HrrosuiMa, Jan. 21.—General Nodzu, 
commander of the first Japanese army, 
telegraphs as follows: The Chinese com- 
menced an attack on Hai-Chang at 
o’clock on the morning of Jan. 17, advance- 
ing from three roads—Liauyang, Pulang- 
ton and New-Chwang. At about noon 
they extended their front five miles, com- 
ing with 1500 metres of our advance line. 

The third army division, after maintain- 
ing the defense of the north side of Hai- 
Chang until 4 o'clock in the afternoon, as- 
sumed the offensive and attacked the 
enemy's right wing. Shortly after 6 
o’clock we succeeded in dispersing the Chi 
nese, The enemy's strength was over 10, 
000. The main force is retreating north 
and west, and the remainder toward New 
Chwang. The Japanese loss was 50, The

Persian Yown of Kuchan [fs Destroyed 
For the Second Time. 

LoNvoN, Jan. 21.— A dispatch from 
Teheran, the capital of Persia, states that 
the town of Kuchan, in the province of 
Khorasan, which was destroyed by. an 
earthquake 14 months ago, and which was 
subsequently rebuilt, was again destroyed 
by an earthquake shock on Thursday last 

There was, as on the previous occasion, 
great loss of life. One hundred women 
who werein a bathhouse were crashed t 
death by the falling building. The weather 
is intensely cold, and this increases the 
sufferings of the survivors whose houses 
were destroyed. 

The dispatch adds that four distinct 
shocks were felt at Meshed within three 
days. None of these shocks, however, was 
of sufficient strength to do any damage.

in Education in Quincy. 

Quincy, Jan. 17, 1895. 
Editors of the Quincy Daily Ledger: 

The course of study in the grammar 
schools of our city is the next natural sub- 
ject for consideration. The official list of 
studies as givenin the LepGerof Jan. 
15th is not now before me, but the follow- 
ing lisc is practically what is taught. 
Reading, writing, spelling, grammar, geo- 
graphy, history, arithmetic, music, draw- 
ing with manual training, and the elements 
of natural science. Here are ten subjects 
to be tanght, ten subjects in a school day 
of four and a balf hours. Truly, to the 
uninitiated the task seem great, but let us 
examine these subj-cts a little. In the 
first place we may eliminate two from the 
two higher grades of the grammar, namely, 
reading andyspelling. If children don't 
know how to read and spell after five or 
six years of schoul life, rest assured they 
never will. Of course a great deal of read- 
ing and spelling is done in the upper grades 
of the gfammar schools, but it is done, not 
for itself, as study, but as a means to an 
end, namely the obtaining of knowledge in 
other branches from books, and the impart- 
ing it to others by the use of written 
language. So we see that by the time the 
children reach a grade where they are like- 
ly to study grammar and history, they have 
dropped two studies almost wholly. Writ- 
ing or penmanship, certain 
mechanical drill, esp°cially siuce the mus- 
cular movement has been insisted upon, 
and about fifteen minutes a day are given 
to actual drili in the principles of * penman- 
ship, and then the pupils are required to 
put what they learn during these fifteen 
minutes into practice

History is taught by the topical method. 
The children, instead of being confined 
to one text-book and learning a lesson 
from it are given access to many books 
upon the topic under consideration. They 
get up a lesson as a public man gets up 
an address, by consulting the various 
authorities. When recitation time comes, 
the pupils under the guidance of the 
teacher tell what they have learned con- 
cerning the day’s topic, the teacher, who 
by the way has prepared his lesson care- 
fully before comiug into the class, adds his 
own share to the general fund of informa- 
tion and then sums up, giving the pupils 
not only a summary of facts, 
leading them to see the reasons which 
underlie all historical events: When a 
class has completed a historical! topic, each 
member of the class writes an essay or au 
abstrac', perhaps upon the topic as a 
whole, perhaps upon some one branch of 
the topic, thus giving the teacher an op- 
portunity for discovering just how much 
the class has really learned. 

The topical method by no means does 
away with ‘the text-book in history. On 
the contrary it uses the text-book, but 
supplements it with all other sources of 
information that the experience of the 
weacher can suggest. Can any man in his 
senses advocate the old plan of learning a 
lesson verbatim from a text-book and then 
reciting it, as a more logical pian than the 
topical method?

Had the teacher been a poor one 
the time spent on *‘ Physies’’ would have 
been absolutely wasted, as he was an ex- 
ceedingly good one some little benefit 
accrued from the study; but it is small 
wonder that people so taught object to 
their childrens’ wasting time on Science. 
The only way for these people to becowe 
convinced of the error of their way of 
thinking would be to accompany Miss 
Brassill on her rounds some day and 
obs¢rve the work she is trying to do.

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FRENCH TRAITOK MUBBED. 


Albert Dreyfas Fares Badly at the Hands 
of Incensed Countrymen. 

La ROCHELLE, Jan. 21.—Albert Dreyfus,

No measures of precaution were taken 
by the authorities here, and Dreyfus was 
attacked by an enormous crowd, whe 
gathered outside the railroad station. The 
prisoner was struck with sticks and um- 
brellas, while hundreds of people yelled: 
“Death to the traitor!” 

The gens d’armes had the greatest diffi 
culty in getting him into*a carriage and 
driving him to the jetty, where he was 
embarked on hoard a steamer forthe Ile 


de Re. As it was, the crowd pelted the car- 
riage with stones and smashed its win 
dows. 


Tragedy at Natick, 
NATICK, Mass., Jan. 21.—Richard Meag- 
her was shot and killed late Saturday 
night by Hiram P. Ring, at the latter's 
house on Walnut street and Foskett court. 
Intense excitement was caused by the af 
fair, and the feeling has been decidedly in- 
creased by the release of Ring on bail 
Meagher died where he fell on the piazza, 
about an hour afterthe fatal bullet was 
fired, without regaining consciousness. 
The stories told of the occurrence are 
somewhat conflicting. Ring was placed 
under arrest, and was held at the station 
until 1 o'clock yesterday, when he was re- 
leased by Trial Justice Mulligan under 
bonds of $6000.

Cost of Disinfecting. 


Many questions have been asked as to 
the charges made by the Board of Health 
for disinfecting houses where people have 
been sick with contagious disease and as to 
who has to pay the bill. The charges made 
by the board for this work are nominal, 
just enough to cover the cost which in 
many cases does not exceed five dollars, 
and as the work is very thoroughly done 
the price is not excessive. 

There are many cases however where the 
payment of this charge is a burden, es- 
pecially so among poor people who have 
had a great deal of sickness and the ques- 
tion has been raised if it would not bea 
good idea for the Council to make an ap- 
propriation to cover the cost in cases where 
the families are to poor to stand this addi- 
tional expense, 

The Board of Health rightfully demand 
that houses should be disenfected as itis 
of vital importance that every possible 
means should be taken to prevent an 
epidemic and it is therefore no more than 
right that the general public whose health 
is thus protected should bear their propor- 
tional part of the expense.

LENGTHY CALENDAR 


Of Important Matters to Be Considered 
in Congress This Week. 


VEXATIOUS HAWAIIAN PROBLEM 


Promises to Bring Forth Some 
Pointed Expressions. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 21.—This promises to 
be abusy and important week in the 
house. 

The program arranged by the commit- 
tee on rules before the departure of 
Speaker Crisp for Asheville, N. C. (where 
he expects to remain a week or more), 
contemplates the consideration of the pub- 
lic buildings on the calender, to be fol- 
lowed by the Indian appropriation bill 
(now under consideration), the sundry 
civiland the agricultural appropriation 
bills. ‘The committee en rules, after much 
urging, decided to bring in a cloture rule 
to secure a vote on the bill for a new pub- 
lic building at Chicago, to cost $4,000,000. 

Two hours wil! be given today for the 
consideration of the measure, after which 
the vote will be taken. The improve- 
ments for the New York public building 
are provided for in the sundry civil bill. 
The other public bailding bills, six in 
number, are as follows: Nawport, Ky., 
$100,000; Cumberland, Md., $75 009; South 
Omaha, 2200,000; Paterson. N. J., $250,000; 
Brookline, Mass., $75,000, and Pottsville, 
Pa., $60,000. 

The program as arranged for the week 
may be subject to change, in case Mr. 
Springer, chairman ef the committee on 
banking and currency, decides before the 
end of the week to bring forward bis new 
measure. He has been in constant con- 
sultation with Secretary Carlisle for the 
past week, and is very sanguine that con- 
cessiuns can be made to the silver men 
which will induce them to withdraw their 
opposition. 

Yesterday he expressed the opinion that 
he would bring forward the modified bill 
this week, and that it will be passed. This 
opinion, however, is not generally shared 
by the Democratic leaders of the house, 
most of whom do not hesitate to say that 
they believe all hope of currency legisla- 
tion at this session is dead. 

It is also possible that the resolution for 
the impeachment of Judge Ricks may be 
before the house before the end of the 
week, but the fact that the committee on 
judiciary decided Friday to reopen the 
case is interpreted to mean a delay which 
will render abortive any attempt to push 
the case against him at this session. 

It is not improbable that Mr. Boutelle 
will attempt to secure consideration of his 
Hawaiian resolution, and thus a debate on 
this subject will be precipitated in some 
form. 

Senate Forecast. 

The prospect in the senate this week is 
for more talk than accomplishment. 

When the senate adjourned Saturday, 
the senate’s attitude toward Hawaii, the 
proposed recession from the senate amend- 
ments to the income tax appropriation 
and the Nicaragua bill, all occupied in 
different ways, technically considered, the 
position of unfinished basiness 

The income tax question will have the 
right of ‘way by virtue of its being a part 
of an appropriation bill. The Hawaiian 
question will in all probability be consid- 
ered at once, if not crowded out by the de- 
bate on the income tax. ‘There are known 
to be several senators, most, if not all, on 
the Republican side, anxious to express 
their views on the Hawaiian probyin, and, 
judging from their private expressions, 
the remarks to be made will, in 
stances, be very pointed. 

Senator Hill is also expected to stand 
out for his income tax amendment. The 
Nicaraguan question still holds its place 
at ¢he head of the calendar for considera- 
tion daily after 2 o'clock. Senator Morgan 
said yesterday that he was still hopeful of 
securing avote on this bill before the 
close of the week, but if there should be 
many interruptions he may again be dis- 
appointed 

Senator Turpie has th» floor for a reply 
to Senator Morgan, and is expected to 
make one of his characteristic 
There will also be other addresses on this 
subject before the vote is finally taken 

Senator Cockrell expects to ask to have 
the fortifications appropriation bill taken 
up as soon as the urgent deficiency bill is 
out of the way, and thinks there will be 
no difficulty in getting it through during 
the week. 

The friends of the bankruptcy and the 
territorial admission bills are growing 
anxious concerning the fate of these meas- 
ures, and are beginning to be apprehen- 
sive that time may not be left for their 
consideration if the Nicaragua bill be not 
soon disposed of. 

The present prospect is against a revival 
of the financial currency question during 
the week, but much will depend upon the 
action of the committee on finance at its 
meeting tomorrow, and also upon the atti- 
tude of the house of representatives. 

President Talks About Hawaii, 

In conversation last evening President 
Cleveland said: 

“No information has been received 
which indicated that anything will happen 
in Hawaii making the presence of one of 
our naval vessels necessary, unless we ure 
prepared to enter upen a policy and course 
of conduct violative of our rule of inter- 
national law and utterly unjustifiable. 

“AM who take any interest in the ques- 
tion should keep in view the fact that Ha- 
waiiis entirely independent of us, 
that in its relations to us it 
country. A ship has been 
fulu, not because there has 
change of the policy of the 
tion, and not because there 
tiny Imminent necessity for 
there. 

‘The vessel has been sent in precise ac- 
cordance with the policy of the adminis- 
tration in every case of the kind, and from 
motives of extreme caution, and because 
there is a possibility that disturbances 
may be renewed which may result in dan- 
ger to the persons or property of American 
citizens entitled to the protection of the 
United States. This course was at once 
determined upon as soon as information 
reached the government of the recent re- 
volt.”

Secretary Scott of the viticultural 
commission said: 

“California wines have already re- 
ceived splendid recognition from for- 
eign experts. We intend to carry the 
battle right into the heart of the finest 
producing district of clarets in the 
world. Five years ago an effort to con- 
vince the bottlers of French wine that 
we had wines worthy of their recogni- 
tion might have been hopeless. There 
are, however, in this state 100 or more 
men who have in view the production 
of the very highest types of wine, wheth- 
er these types be of claret, Burgundy, 
Rhine wines or any other kind.

GAY STATE LEGISLATURE. 


Another Day Devoted to Hearings and 
Introduction of Bills 

Bostox, Jun. 22.—Both branches of the 
legislature transacted very little business 
outside the introduction of a few bills and 
two or three committee hearings. 

A hearing was given by the committes 
on labor on the bill to provide a law 
against the contract system as it now ex- 
ists in the city of Haverhill. M. T. Berry 
and J. H. Choate, shoe operatives, ex- 
plained the methods used by certain man- 
ufacturers of Haverhill, and gave their 
experience and that of others. 

The committee on railroads gave a hear 
ing on the petition of the Boston and 
Lowell Railroad company for authority tu 
lease the Peterboro railroad. There was 
no opposition and the hearing was closed. 

The committee on public charitable in 
stitutions gave a hearing on the petition 
of the trustees of the Northampton luna 
tic asylum for an appropriation of 75,00 
for improvements and to complete work 
already started. ‘Trustee Morgan tok 
how the $50,000 received last year had 
been expended, and read a memorandun 
from the architect covering the expenses. 
The law, he said, compelled the trustees 
to make the alterations, and they had to 
make them or resign. Superintendent 
Nims said that in the 36 years of the ex- 
istence of the asylum the hospital had re 
ceived $555,000, and had also each year 
been able to saye some money.

To the Editor of The Ledger: 

For years I have been a cheerful tax- 
payer, but when I see the lion’s share of 
my income being absorbed for the purpose 
of supporting incompetency in public 
affairs, I shall not submit without making 
& vigorous protest. I intend to sharply 
criticise the managers of every department 
of the city which is not conducted upon 
business principles, free from the control 
of bummer politicians. Money is collected 
from the taxpayers to meet the legitimate 
expenses of the city, and not to be wasted 
by inefficient or neglectful officials. The 
truth is, the rights of those who have to 
bear the burdens of excessive taxation 
bave been disregarded, and the headlight 
of politics has so blinded many aspirants 
for office that their duty to the public has 
become of minor importance. 

We have had sufficient experience dur- 
ing the past year with antediluvian manage- 
ment of our highways and ,trust that 
modern methods may prevail in the future. 
Such an exhibition in the conduct of city 
affairs as was made in the storm of Decem- 
ber 27th last, would warrant an uprising 
on the part of the taxpayers, en masse, in 
a demand for better facilities of travel.

ROMANCEOF A “BEAT”

He has sore grievances, for he 
has been thrown out of power by a re- 
volt, and then he is the champion of a 
principle. Just as soon as the plans ma- 
ture the insursection will come.’ 

“She laid the whole plan of the up- 
rising before me. She trusted me im- 
plicitly, even to giving me the names of 
the leaders and the date when the out- 
break was expected to come. 

**As I listened to her the conviction 
grew in my mind that her father was 
about to stir upa cruel and causeless 
rebellion. No higher motives than those 
of revenge and power to be gained im- 
pelled him onward. And yet she believ- 
ed in the righteousness and justice of 
his cause with all her heart. 

“Tl went to my room and wrote out 


} the story. I gave every detail, mention-

CARLISLE CALLED IN 


Ta Talk on Finance With the House 
Appropriation Committee. 


LOOKING TOWARD REPUBLICAN AID 


President Cleveland Is Said ta 
Be Losing Hope. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 22.—An important 
meeting of the house appropriations com- 
mittee was held yesterday, in which Sec- 
retary Carlisle took part, at the request of 
Chairman Sayers. 

The conference was over the adoption ot 
a policy by which the secretary hopes to 
put into circulation an increased volume 
of silver certificates of small denomina- 
tions in place of treasury notes. 

The committee decided to strike from 
the sundry civil appropriation bill a stip 
ulation that for several years has been 
added to the item providing for printing 
treasury notes to replace those received at 
the treasury. Theclause to be omitted is: 

Provided, that nopart of this sum shall be 
expended for printing United States notes of 
larger denominations than those that may be 
cancelled or retired. 

Secretary Carlisle stated that it was his 
desire to get more silver certificates of 
small denominations into the hands ol 
the people, but explained thaf other notes 
occupied the fleld and crowded them out. 
The committee dropped the provision 
mentioned. . 

Representative Sibley asked the secre- 
tary what objection there would be to a 
system of redeeming notes in gold and 
silver at the option of the secretary of the 
treasury instead of the holder. 

“If that policy had been inaugurated i& 
the beginning of the resumption,’’ an- 
swered the secretary, “it would have 
worked beneficially, and no trouble would 
have arisen from it. But my predecessors 
have followed the policy of redeegning in 
gold or silver, at the option of the holders 
of paper, and any secretary who tried to 
change this policy and force silver on a 
man who wanted gold, or vice versa, par- 
ticularly at such acritical period as we 
have been passing through, would have 
precipitated disastrous results.” 

Democrats Still Far Apart. 

Senator Vest, who isa leading member 
of the senate finance committee, said yes- 
terday that he did not believe that the 
Democratic members of the committee 
would be able to agree on a financial 
scheme that would unite and harmonize 
their party either in the committee or in 
the senate 

Neither the Jones nor Pugh bills were 
satisfactory to the Democratic wing of the 
party which favored free coinage. The 
Missouri senator thought it was useless 
for his party to make any attempt to agree 
upon a measure that would receive the 
support and co-operation of the Repub- 
licans. 

Notwithstanding Senator Vest’s pessi- 
mistic view of the situation, the Demo 
cratic managers are still assiduously at 
work endeavoring to evolve some kind of 
legislation that will meet the emergency. 

The meeting of the senate finance com- 
mittee this evening will be an importants 
one. If all the Democratic plans fail, then 
the Republican members of the committee 
—Sherman, Allison and Aldrich—will 
present a scheme which they hope will se- 
cure the co-operation of enough Demo- 
crats to insure its adoption by the senate. 

Hope Almost Abandoned. 


It is understood that both the president 
and Secretary Carlisle have about reached 
the conclusion that no relief for the exist- 
ing condition of affairs and the treasury 
can now be expected from their friends in 
congress, and they are therefore looking 
tothe Republican leaders to help them 
out by passing a bond bill and providing 
for sufficient revenue to meet the demands 
of the government. 

Senator Sherman and other Republican 
leaders have repeatedly offered to aid and 
assist the Democrats in this direction, 
but they, in every instance, have declined 
the offer. Senators Sherman, Allison and 
others fully understand that nothing can 
be done without Democratic aid and co- 
operation. The outlook, therefore, ap- 
pears to be no better today than it was a 
week or 10 days ago. 

Congressional Doings, 

The senate again gave its attention to 
the Hawaiian question. Mr. Lodge added 
one more to the Marge number of Hawaiian 
resolutions. It “was less critical than 
those preceding it, congratulating the ad- 
ministration on sending a ship to Hono- 
lulu, favoring annexation and opposing 
any British occupation of Hawaiian soil. 
Inasaarp debate Mr. Gray upheld the 
policy of the administration, and Mr. 
Frye gave notice that he would keep his 
Hawaiian question to the front until dis- 
posed of. The rest of the day was devoted 
mainly to the appropriation bills. It was 
determined to close the debate and take a 
vote on the long pending Nicaragua canal 
bill next Friday. ; 

The house, operating under a special or- 
der, passed seven public building bills, 
including 75,000 for one at Brockton, 
Mass. The appropriating clause in each 
bill was stricken out, and the appgopria- 
tions must be made in future in sundry 
civil bills. i

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BOURGEOIS FAILS. 


Ministers Selected by Him Think They 
Ought Not to Accept. 

Panis, Jan. 22.—MM. Peytral, Cavaig- 
nac, Poincarre and Barthou conferred to- 
gether yesterday afternoon, and agreed 
that the political situation was such as to 
require the formation of a ministry of 
republican concentration, and they ex- 
pressed the belief that M. Bourgeois was 
the man to lead such a cabinet.

M. Bourgeois did so, and immediately 
afterward went to the Elysee palace, 
where he notified the president that he 
was compelled to renounce the task of at- 
tempting to form a ministry.

NORTON WON'T YIELD. 


A Point Blank Refusal to Settle Mat- 
ters by Arbitration. 


STRIKE CLAIMS ANOTHER VICTIM. 


Thomas Carney Was Hurling 
Bricks at Soldiers. 


BROOKLYN, Jan. 24.—Another abortive 
attempt was made on behalf of the strik- 
ers yesterday to induce the trolley officials 
to agree to submit differences to arbitra- 
tion. The proposition which was sub- 
mitted to President Norton of the Atlantic 
Avenue company was flatly refused by 
him, 

The person selected by the strikers as 
arbitrator was William Richardson, secre- 
tary and treasurer of the American and 
New York State Street Railway associa- 
tion. They undoubtedly had the idea 
that he would Be agreeable to the trolley 
company on account of his position. 

The refusal indicates that the com. 
panies feel no abatement of confidence that 
they will win the fight. The success which 
the Atlantic Avenue company has met 
with in its efforts to operate its lines un- 
doubtedly had its influence upon Presi- 
dent Norton in this matter. That the 
strikers made the overture after having 
been several times repulsed in the same 
quarters may be regarded as indicating 
that they have lost confidence or are 
anxious for peace. 


Indeed, it is alluged that for several days 
their highest hope has been that they 


might be able toextort from the com- 

panies the concession that they whoaban- 

doned their cars 10 days ago should be re- 

instated 

to take their places be discharged. 
Another Man Shot, 

Another man was shot, probably fatally, 
by the militia yesterday. A tinroofer, 
named Thomas Carney, at work on a 
house on Hicks street, is said by the 
troops to have hurled bricks and other 
missiles at them. Hedenied this in a state- 
ment to the coroner after being shot. 

The bullet, which hit him in the thigh 
and penetrated his abdomen, was without 
doubt aimed at him and was not a random 
shot. The militia describe his throwing 
missiles at them, their demand upon him 
to desist, and upon his failure 
their shooting at him, 

There have been no innocent bystanders 
hurt by the militia thus far, all three 
men that have been hit having been in 
parley with the militia, and shot at be- 
cause they failed to obey orders of the 
militia, 

Young Ahens, who was shot Tuesday 
night while carousing in the streets in the 
vicinity of a disorderly crowd, 
hospital yesterday. 

These two tragedies and the wounding 
of Mitchell by the volley that gave 
Ahens his death wound have impressed 
the strikers, their sympathizers and every- 
one generally who have been creating dis- 
order since the strike of electric street rail- 
way employes with a wholesome realiza- 
tion of the peril that tender participating 
in rioting while the National Guardsmen 
are within shooting distance.

Later in the day, after the episode at 
Odd Fellows’ hall, he declared again that 
the linemen were ordered on strike and 
would all be out by morning. ‘There are 
no indications of the linemen quitting 
work. They are under contract with the 
companies from 30 to 90 days. In isolated 
cases crews have refused to take orders to 
repair wires which have been cut by strik 
ers or their friends. Asacl 
main loyal to their employers.

LORD “RANDY” DEAD 


Was a Unique and Interesting Person» 
ality In British Politics. 


INFLUENCE OF LADY CHURCHILL 


Had Much to Do With Keeping 
Him In Office.

LORD RANDOLPH CHURCHILL. 


The death of Lord Randolph Churchill 
removes from British politics one of its 
most unique and interesting personalities 
Of late years ‘‘Randy,” as he is popularly 
known, kept his colleagues in hot water 
His mercurial temperament quickly re 
sponded to changes in public sentiment, 
and while still professing allegiance to old 
Tory principles, his views were often radi 
cal enough for a Bradlaugh or a Dilke 
His position on questions of moment was 
perplexingly uncertain. 

Sketch of His Life, 

Lord Randoiph entered parliament for 
Woodstock in 1874 For a number of years 
he was amodest, unassuming member, 
rarely taking part in debate and seldom 
giving evidence of more than ordinary 
ability. A marked change came over him 
after the death of Lord Beaconsfield. He 
suddenly developed qualities of audacity 
and eccentricity, along with fecundity 
phrase and vigor of ideas, which lifted 
him to the front rank of ‘i ory politicians, 
and led to the belief that the mantle of 
Disraeli had fallen upon him. 

He served as secretary for India for sev 
eral months, and was subsequently made 
chancellor of the exchequer by Lord Salis 
bury. This rapid advancement unsettled 
the young statesinan. He was recognized 
as the leader of the “fourth party,” which 
comprised the younger more 
gressive members of the C¢ 
party, and wild and a 
took possession of his brain 

His resignation of the chancellorship in 
1887 caused a profound sensation, but it 
fell short of the result predicted by his 
friends, inasmuch as it did not shatter the 
ministry and give Lord Randolph the coy 
eted place of premier of the British empire. 
His speech in explanation of this step was 
of rhetoric, and saved his

This declaration 
came at atime when the foreign relations 
of England were palpably strained, and 
enhanced Lord Randolph's popularity 
with the working classes, who have a soft 
cornerin their breasts for the 
duke, and readily forgive follies and in- 
consistencies when allied to audacity and 
pluck. 

Another peculiarity Lord Randolph ri 
vealed in his earlier struggles for fame was 
not so readily condoned. He took a de- 
lightin nagging Gladstone, the “grand 
old man” of the Liberal party. Some of 
his attacks were noted for their violence, 
but the venerable statesman invariably 
treated his assailant with dignified silence, 

His Wife's Influence. 

Much of Lord activity in 
politics has been attributed to the ambi 
tion of his wife, who was the first to re 
ognize his andoubted genius for public af 
fairs and urge hin to give it play. Lady 
Randolph is the daughter of the lat 
Leonard Jerome of New York. She 
attractive brunette, and her many accom 
plishments have given her a high stand

‘* First, it was notthe Republicans but 
the Democrats that defeated me at the 
polls. Iam well pleased with the result, 
If there was a recount and it was found, 
through some clerical error, that I was 
elected Councilmen on no conditions would 
I accept the office.”’ 


The recount resulted in a gain of one for 
Councilman Clark, and because of the tie 
between Messrs. Falconer and Clark only 
two Councilmen were elected from this 
ward. 


Mr. Clark did not push his claim further 
aud was was not a candidate at the recent 
Republican caucus.

Bearing of Arms—The State Fire Marshal. 
Many New Bills. 


Boston, Jan. 24.—The bill to permit 
military companies to bear arms with the 
permission of the governor was rejected 
by the house without debate. 

Upon the bill to provide for salaries and 
expenses of the fire marshal’s office, Mr. 
Keenan objected te the bill, and moved 
that the bili be referred back to the cor- 
mittee on finance. The house refased to 
recommit, and tha bill was passed to be 
engrossed, the Democrats being against it. 

Among the Dills introduceé im the 
house was one to abolish days of grace; to 
have a man who has worked 20 years as a 
common laborer for the city of Boston re- 
tired upon a pension, if he so requests, at 
one-half the compensation he was recelv- 
ing at the time of his retirement; to linit 
the hours of labor for public employes to 
nine on five days of the week and five on 
Saturday, and that in all state contracts 
it shall be provided that not less than $a 
day shall be paid for manual labor; to ap- 
point a registrar of labor, with a salary of 
§2000 and expenses, and who also, under 
the board’s supervision, shall supervise 
the administration of the civil service 
rules as applied to labor in the service of 
the commonwealth of any city thereef; 
to prevent persons from standing between 
the seats or on the fenders, platforms or 
running boards of electric cars, under 
penalty of from $100 to $300 upon the 
company, and to require gates and 
guards to prevent the entrance or exit 
from electric cara on the side next a 
parallel track. 

In the senate the report of thecommittee 
on rules excluding from the senate cham- 
ber and adjoining rooms legislative agents, 
counsel and others was postponed until 
mext Monday, 

A Brighter Outlook, 

HAVERHILL, Mass., Jan. 24. — Agent

OUR PUPIL SCHOOL. 


What Should be Expected of Them—The 
High School Courses. 


Editors of the Daily Ledger : 


Before considering the curriculum of the 
High School let us pause for a little and 
decide for what the schools are supported, 
and what they oughtto do for the pupils 
who attend them from seven to fourteen 
years. 

Take the case of the pupil who must 
leave school when he bas completed the 
work in the second class in the grammar, 
what ought the schools to have done for 
that pupil? ‘‘ He should know how to 
read and write and cipher through 
fractions, interest and percentage; he 
should havea general idea of the geography 
of the world, and of the history of his own 
country,”’ say the conservatives, and they 
are entirely right, it would indeed be well 
tor every pupil who leaves the grammar 
school before graduation to be well 
grounded in those subjects, but he should 
have something more, he should have a 
healthy active mind and body and a good 
character. Reading and writing will soon 
become well-nigh lost arts with him unless 
he makes opportunity to practise them. 
Ten years from the time of leaving school 
he will be unable to figure up the interest 
on his mortgage uvless he has kept up his 
arithmetic, his geography and history will 
alike fade away from him unless he adds 
constabtly to the knowledge gained at 
school. 

No man can stand still in this world; if 
he does not press forward he will surely 
fall back. ‘*I used to know when I went 
to school, but it has all gone from me now,” 
is a sentence often heard. Sometimes the 
one who utters it knows far more than he 
did when he left school, but bas forgotten 
the facts concerning a specific subject, and 
again it is uttered by one who looks back 
upon his fourteen-year-old self with ad- 
wiration as an intelleciual giant. All this 
goes to show thatit is condition of mind 
the schools must work for, not the greatest 
quantity of facts to be imparted in a given 
lime. 

In the matter of reading and writing a 
boy must read and write well if he is ever 
to amount to anything, but to read ‘‘well’’ 
does not mean to read after the manner of 
the elocutionist, it means to read so as to 
gain from the printed page the same 
thonghis that the author wrote down, and 
to write “‘well’’ means to write in such 


fashion that every lett:r is unmistakably | 


itself and no other, and that every word 
and every sentence conveys the thought 
the writer intended it to. 

So much the boy about to leave school 
must be able to do, and all fairly bright 
boys trained in the Quincy schools are able 
to do it, but they must have something 
else before what they have learned will be 
of any practical benefit to them, they must 
have the 

Desire to Learn. 

A love of good rea iiug is worth more to 
a pupil than high per cents. in a subject 
which he has been compelled to study; a 
growing interest in the affairs of the world 
is far more valuable than the ability to 
rattle off the principal dates of the Civil 
War; an eye which takes in the natural 
features of a land-cape or the principal 
points of a plan is worth more to man or 
woman than a jist of the States in order 
with their boundaries and capitals; the 
ability to comprehend instantly that it is 
unwise to se]] out an investment bearing

run than the rule for reducing complex 
fractions, in short, a mind that is active, 
that is hungry for knowledge, and that is 
trained to concentrate itself upon the sub- 
j-ct under consideration is vastly more to 
be desired than all the rules and parrot 
language to be gained from buoks. 

Now itis not claimed that the Quincy 
schools are able to produce in every pupil 
biought under their discipline a mind of 
the above description, but it is claimed 
that the ‘‘New Education” is working 
toward such an end, in Quincy as else- 
where. The New Education seeks to train 
mind and hand and eye, to build up the 
moral sense by example and precept, to 
aid the physical growth by making the 
conditions of study healthful, to produce 
active minds rather than heavily loaded 
ones, and in sbort, to produce men and 
women able to grapple with the live facts 


of the future as they will meet them in} 


ife, rather than with the dead ones of the 
past as they find them in books. 

That it often fails is true, such failure is 
neiitable with minds of such widely vary- 
ing capacities, but that it fails because its 


aim is ** diffuse ’’ is not true.

Book- 
keeping, commercial arithmetic, English, 
English history, civil government, rhetoric, 
stenography and type-writing are included 
in this course. Every one of these is 
strictly practical, Perhaps English history, 
civil government and rhetoric may at first 
thought seem less valuable than the others 
but a business man has need of all three 
nevertheless ; he must understand the 
theory of his own government and the 
beginning from which it sprung, and 
rhetoric after all is only another name for 
language-study, and the 
Better Command of Language 

he has the better letter he can write. 

Leaving the business course we come to 
the classical and general courses. The 
classical course fits for college, the geveral 
course is intended to “ finish ’’ the pupil’s 
education. Here we immediately strike the 
old snag, the uselessness of Latin and 
Greek. We can drop Greek from the dis- 
cussion, no one is compelled to study it 
now, and Latin is optional also. Most 
educators agree that the mind discipline 
gained from the study of Latin more than 
compensates for the time spent upon it. 
A man may speedily forget all the Latin 
which he has ever known but he never 
entirely loses a certain discrimination in 
the use of words which translating has 
given him. 

Algebra and geometry must be looked 
upon as valuable training to the reasoning | 
faculties. When every problem and every 
preposition is forgotten, the mind which 
was exercised and strengthened by them is 
not the less in their debt. 

Genera! history, the modern languages, 
literature, rhetoric and the various branches 
of science are all parts of a liberal educa- 
tion. If people do not want their cbildren 
to spend time in studying them let such 
children take the business course; but 
because a few people object do not let those 
subjects be eliminated from the course. 
Latin, French, general history and litera- 
ture were so eliminated at one time within 
twenty years, and the indignant parents of 
pupils forced superintendents and oo 
mittees to put them back. 

The fear of editorial objections to myj| 
diffusedness is before me and this letter 
must come toaciose. Lack cf space for- 
bids the discussion of the question of a 
** Manuva! Training High School,’’ the sub 
ject is too large to put into a few words. 

Let us remember, when we criticise the 
schools, that it is capable, alert, thinking

graduate for us, and that that system and 
those studies are the best which the most 
surely contribute to that end.

MUNICIPAL PLANT, 


Mayor Hodges Now Concludes City Has 
Power to Establish. 

Mayor Hodges told usin his inaugural 
message that at the proper time he would 
petition the Legislature as instructed for 
authority to establish a lighting plant. 
Monday he sent this communication to the 
Council :

authority to establish and maintain an 
electric or gas lighting plant by the city 
for municipal lighting.” 

I find upon examination tbat the city 
already bas the necessary authority under 
Chap. 370 of the Acts of 1801, and Chap. 
454 of the Acts of 1803, and also that the 
first step in exercising such authority must 
be taken by the Council. 

I understand that a vote that it is 
expedient to exercise such authority must 
pass the Council by a two-thirds vote in 
each of two consecutive municipal years,| 3 
and thereafter must be ratified by a/ 
majority of the voters present and voting | 
thereon at a municipal election. |

Under these circumstances, I have not 
thought it expedient to petition the Gen- | 
eral Court, as requested, and will now 
refer the matter to the Council.

Sanitation, Light and Ventilation Receive 
Careful Attention.

The essential features of a school build- 
ing, givenin the order of their impor- 
tance, may be said to beas follows: Safety 
for the pupils in case of fire or panic, per 
fect sanitary provision, good light, con 
venient arrangement of classrooms, clos- 
ets, etc., and a good exterior appearance, 

No plumbing is admitted in the school 
house design here illustrated. The water 
closets are placed in the back yard. Many 
adults do not know that insoluble —a- 
terials of very small bulk—matches, for 
example—will obstruct the traps of mod 
ern plumbing. What then is to be expect- 
ed of children? The safest plan is to have

the closets in the rear yard, connected to 
the main building by a covered walk, 
where constant repairing will not fill the 
classrooms with sewer gas. 

Ventilation is provided by vent flues 
shown on the plans. The building is heat- 
ed by furnace placed in heating chamber 
in basement. 

Pupils should be seated so that the light 
from the windows will come from the left, 
and the right hand, when employed in 
writing, will not cast shadows on its own 
work. 

Upon examining the plans, we find the 
first floor to contain two large school 


and library, each 12 feet by 14 feet in size. 
| The hat and cloakrooms are placed in the 
hall. 
The basement contains separate play- 
} rooms, a janitor’s and coal room and the

se Forces Ably Defended the 


Stronghold of Wei-Hai-Wei. 


FOREIGN INTERESTS AT CHE-FOO 


Guarded bv Naval Vessels of 
America and Europe. 


CuE-Foo, Jan. 24—Advices from Wei- 
Hai-Wei report that the Japanese have 
been repulsed with considerable loss. For- 
elgners are leaving and a panic prevails 
The telegraph station on Ching Chang 
island between Che-Foo and Wei-Hai-Wei 
has been abandoned. Traffic between the 
two towns is interrupted. 

Tung-Chow was bombarded by the 
Japanese vessels on Jan. 18 and19. On 
the 21st, in answer to an appeal of mission- 
aries, and as travel by land was considered 
impracticable, the U. 8S. S. Yorktown 
transported to this place the women, 
children and sick of the missionary fami- 
lies. On the 22d a small force was landed 
here from the Yorktown to protect neutral 
citizens and property. This landing wag 
in common with that from German, Brit- 
ish and French vessels. 

A dispatch from Kobe says that a direct 
Japanese steamship line, under govern- 
ment sanction, will be opened to Talien- 
Wan and Port Arthur. The port of Mok- 
pho, in southern Corea, will be openad tc 
foreign trade next May. 

A further Japanese force has landed at 
Ning-Hai, between Che-Foo and Wei- 
Hai- Wei, the object being to surround the 
latter place. General Sang, with 20) 
men, has gone to oppose the invaders. 

Barbarism on Both Sides. 

A Scotch missionary named Young, writ 
ing from Tien-Tsin, mentions the fact that 
the Red Cross society’s steamer went to 
Port Arthur after the capture of that 
place by the Japanese in November last 
with surgeons and others, including the 
American consul, intending to bring 1000 
Chinese wounded from Port Arthur to 
Tien-Tsin. 

But, Mr. Young adds, the Japanese 
commanding general, after two days’ de- 
lay, refused to allow the wounded to be 
removed, declaring that they would be 
treated in the Japanese hospitals. The 
Jupanese commander also ordered the Red 
Cross society’s steamer to leave Port Ar 
thur 

Finally, Mr. Young says that they 
learned before leaving Port Arthur that 
the C previous to the fizhting 
which resulted in the capture of that 
place, burst into the hospital, killed all 
their own wounded and skinned the doc- 
tors alive

The Times Is Right. 

Lonpon, Jan. 24.—The Times, in an edi- 
torial, expresses regret that the Turkish 
government has refused permission to a 
special correspondent of The ‘Times, 
charged to investigate the Sussoun out- 
rages, toenter Armenia. The paper adds: 
It is well known that such questions «are 
finally decided by the sultan himself. We 
had hoped from his Knowledge of Euro 
pean modes of thought a different dect- 
sion. ‘Turkey has too few friends to afford 
to flout those desiring to give her fair play. 
The immoval decision to exclude our cor: 
respondent will be regarded as conclusive 
evidence of the worst that Turkey’s a- 
cusers Can assert. 


Tricoupis Is Unpopular, 

ATHENS, Jan. 24—There is no doubt 
that the position of Tricoupis, the prime 
minister, who, together with his cabinet, 
resigned on Tuesday, had become untena- 
ble. No majority could have shielded him 
from popular wrath. Whatever the legal 
technicalities in the case may be, the ap- 
pearance of the crown prince on the fleld 
of Mars on Sunday last prevented a serious 
conflict between the crowd and the troops. 
Telegrams approving of the king’s ac- 
tion in forcing the government to 
pour in from all parts of Greece.

Guatemala’s Attitade. 


City OF Mexico, Jan. 24—It. is re 
ported that President Barrios of Guate-

DUBLIN, Jan. 24.—William O’Brien has 
written a letter to The Freeman’s Jour. 
nal stating that a famine is threatened in 
the west of Ireland. He declares that the 
situation there is more serious than it was 
in 1891, when Chief Secretary Balfour ex- 
pended $5,000,000 from the British treas- 
ury to relieve the sufferings of the people 
of that region 

The Grecian Muddle. 

ATHENS, Jan. 24.—Nikolos Delyanni 
will be entrusted with the formation of 
an interim business cabinet. M. Delyanni 
will be minister of foreign affairs and M. 
Kontostavlos will be minister of the in- 
terior, while two of the king’s aide-de- 
samps will hold the offices of minister of 
war and minister of marine. 


Severe Criticism. 

Lonpon, Jan, 24.—The Chronicle fears 
that the consent of Colonial Secretary 
Ripon to the bill removing the political 
disabilities of the Whiteway party in New- 
foundland will be accepted as imperial 
commendation of the very methods that 
largely assisted: to bring Newfoundland 
‘nto her present condition. 


No Dissension. 

Loxpon, Jan. 24.—Chancellor-of the 
Exchequer Harcourt declares that talk 
about the dissolution of parliament is 
nonsense, and that the fables about dis 
sensions in the cabinet are mendacious in- 
ventions. In foreign affairs the govern- 
ment worked in the interests of peace.

MEASURES 


Looking Toward Securing the Needed Re- 
lief For the Treasury. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 24.—The treasury 
emergency was the main theme before the 
senate yesterday, and for the time being 
the Hawaiian question was laid aside. 

Mr. Jones (Dem., Ark.) and Mr. Smith 
(Dem., N. J.) each presented a most in- 
fluential element in the majority in the 
sengte plans for meeting the currency 
complication. The propositions differed 
widely, Mr. Smith providing for a tempo- 
rary bond issue pending an investigation 
by a “monetary commission,” composed 
of senators, members of the house and 
civilianis, while Mr. Jones’ plan pro- 
vides fora bond issue and a conditional 
restoration of silver, The two senators 
urged theirrespective measures in speeches 
which received close attention. 

Senator Palmer introduced a bill mak- 
ingit theduty of the secretary of the 
treasury to pay off any decree that may be 
rendered in favor of the mortgagees in the 
matter of the Union Pacific railroad in- 
debtedness in silver dollars. For this pur- 
pose the necessary amount in silver dol- 
lars is appropriated, and it is provided 
that if necessary other dollars shall be 
provided for the purpose. 

Mr. Turpie (Dem., Ind.) concluded his 
speech against the Nicaragua canal bill, 
becoming bitterly personal at the close 
against Mr. Morgan, author of the bill, 
and against the measure itself as a con- 
summation of Cheap John legislation. 

Mr. Dingley of Maine called the atten- 
tion of the house to what he termed the 
utter failure of the Paris tribunal’s regula- 
tions for the protection of the Alaskan 
seal herd, and to the probability of the 
complete extinction of the herd unless 
steps were immediately taken to secure 
the co-operation of Great Britain for the 
protection of the seals. The remainder of 
the day was devoted to the consideration 
of the sundry appropriation bill. Rapid 
progress was made. Fifty-five pages of 
the 105 in the bill were disposed of with- 
out amendment before adjournment. 


Bishop McQuaid Erred, 

Rome, Jan. 24.—The trouble growing 
out of the attack upon Archbishop Ire- 
land of St. Paul by Bishop McQuaid of 
Rochesterhas been made the subject of 
an inquiry by the Vatican, it having been 
held by the supporters of the archbishop 
that the sermon preached by Bishop Mc- 
Quaid in the Rochester cathedral was sub- 
versive of church discipline. The con- 
clusions of the court are that Bishop Mc- 
Quaid committed a grave error alike in 
his sermon and in the reasons he assigned 
for the necessity of its delivery. Arch- 
bishop Ireland is fully justified in all the 
positions he has taken in the matter. 


Damaging Discoveries. 

East THompsos, Conn., Jan. 24—Jerry 
Stashkowich, against whom = suspicion 
pointed for killing his wife and her 7-year- 
old son, was arrested yesterday. The 
woman and her. son disappeared on June 
13. Stashkowich had previously threat- 
ened the life of his wife. The authorities 
have found a flatiron covered with blood 
and blood spots on the floor of the house. 
No traces of the bodies can be found, 
Stasbkowich was taken to jail at Themp 
son. 

A Ladderman’s Bravery. 

ALBANY, Jap. 24.—While responding to 
an alarm of fire, Driver Gilmer of truck 1 
was thrown from his seat and killed, his 
skull being crushed. Ladderman Kenary 
crawled over the ladders to the driver’s 
Vacant seat while the horses were running 
at breakneck speed. His bravery will cost 
him his life, as he was unseated shortly 
afterward.

In the opinion of Justice Gaynor, the 
corporation is held to be in default of its ob- 
ligations to the public, incurred by the ac 
ceptance of a franchise for a specifi: pur- 
pose; it is placed under the imputation of 
having more regard 
shareholders than for the convenience of 
citizens, and it is declared to be the com- 
pany’s duty to man its cars at whatever 
expense muy be necessary. 

The oourt will today hear counsel upon 
the question whether the writ shall be 
peremptorily or alternative, or, in other 
words, whether the company shall be re- 
quired to engage a full complement of 
operatives forthwith, regardless of the 
questions of wages and hours of labor, or 
whether it shall be directed to do the best 
it can under the circumstances. 

To make the writ alternative, it will be 
seen to leave affairs practically as they 
are. Sh u dit be made inandatory, an ap- 
peal will be taken by the defendant com- 
pany, anditisto be expected that some 
judge will be found who will suspend the 
writ until the appeal can be heard. With 
these facts in view, it may be said that the 
victory the strikers have won is fabian in 
its character. 

Dispiriting to Strikers, 

More cars were running yesterday than 
any time since the tie-up. The number is 
still but two-fifths of those that are in op- 
eration under normal conditions. As each 
day sees an increase, however, the effect is 
dispiriting to the strikers. 

The partial resumption of traffic upon 
the Greenpoint, Cross-town and Flushing 
avenue lines, while of little present value 
to those who would ordinarily be patron- 


izing those particular cars, marks an- 
other step toward the pacification of the 


city, because no violence worthy of men- 
tion attended the passage of cars through 
sections that had been regarded as well 
within the storm center. 

The Third avenue line, over which cars 
were run on Wednesday with so formida- 
ble display of force, was not operated at 
all yesterday, the authorities preferring to 
wait and see if the events would not cause 
the opposition to disappear.

Cashier Morgan Causes the Suspen- 
sion of Binghamton Banks. 


HE WAS HELD IN HIGH ESTEEM. 


Speculation as to What Became 
of Missing Funds. 


BINGHAMTON, N. Y., Jan. 25.—A_ notice 
posted on the doors of the Chenango Val- 
ley Savings bank says the bank has been 
tlosed by order of Superintendent Preston 
of the state banking department. The 
National Broome County bank, which 
conducts business in the same offices, with 
nearly the same officers as the Chenango 
Valley bank, is also closed. Cashier 
Tracey R. Morgan of the sayings bank is a 
defaulter. 

The announcement of the defalcation of 
Cashier Morgan has created much excite- 
ment. Hehas been mayor of the city, 
and during his 30 years’ residence here has 
been looked upon as an upright citizen. 
He isabout 70 years old, and though he 
has been aclose applicant to business his 
bodily vigor is unimpaired. 

Bank Examiner Backus had been in the 
city but one day when he discovered that 
during the past 30 years a correct trial 
balance had never been taken in that 
bank and that the cashier refused to bal- 
ance almost invariably. In spite of the 
fact that the number of the bank’s deposi- 
tors had increased daily, the amount on 
deposit had declined, showing that some- 
thing was wrong. 

Where Did the Money Go? 

The great question here is, What has 
Morgan done with the money? It is not 
known that he was extravagant to any ex- 
tent, or that he had any particular vices 
which wonld aid himin getting rid of a 
fortune. He lived quietly and has devoted 
tpparentily most of his time to business. 
He has kept the books of the savings bank 
almost entirely alone. None one of the 
employes knew anything of his accounts, 
with the exception of a young girl, who 
has for several years been Morgan’s chief 
helper. 

Last night a watchman slept in the 
bank to prevent any one from tampering 
with the books. 

The statement that all the other banks 
arein a flurry, a report that early in the 
day gained some credence here, is not 
borne out by the facts. Each bank is pre 
pared fora bad run, and there is fully 
61,000,000 more in the city than the total 
amount of the deposits in all the banks. 

It was reported about the city that Harry 
Ross, of the defunct Merchauts’ bank and 
the private bank of Ross & Sons, was miss 
ing, but the report is not true. 

Morgan has not been arrested. His age 
is such that it is beiioved that he is not 
able to leave the city. Nevertheless, he is 
now under police surveillance.

SANBORN AND BAILEY. 


Why Governor Greenhalge Refused to 
Pardon Them from Jail. 

After reviewing the testimony submitted, 
the Governor on Tuesday evening decided 
not to sign the petition for pardon and 
release, but said he would make known to 
the Council on Thursday his reasons for 
the same which he did in an elaborate re- 
view of the late riot at Abington, which 
we are sorry not to have room to give in 
full. But we give some of the main 
points, 

He considered the case as one of the 
most important matters yet submitted to 
the Governor and council. 

A grave responsibility is thus imposed. 
The Governor must reject the conclusions 
of the committee on pardons, which has 
been specially deputed by himself to inves- 
tigate the matter; or he must reject the 
advice of a majority of the Council, It is 
incumbent upon bim, therefore, to care- 
fully consider the facts and the law of the 
case, as well as his relations to the Council 
and his duty to the Commonwealth. 

It is argued that the offence of these 
petitioners bas been fully vindicated; and 
that furthermore, the quality of the offence 
has been exaggerated and that all that was 
contemplated by the railroad was a formal 
act to make a case forthe courts. This 
plea seems to be one of the chief grounds 
of defence. But to effect such a purpose 
as that mentioned, a sma!l party of men 
would have been sufficient. 

My personal sympathy goes out to these 


men; I could have wished to find some} 
good grounds upon which a pardon could | 


be granted. Their offence in a moral sense 
is chargeable to others. 
He said, the claim is, that the petition- 


ers were deprived of a fair trial; thac the} 


sentence was severe, erratic and sensation- 
But, the facts advanced for the pardon 
of Sanborn and Bailey wi!l apply with even 
greater force to many unfortunates now 
confined in the penal institutions in this 
commonwealth. No consideration for 
clemency or favor should be expected 
which would not apply, if possible, with 
greater force to the humblest citizen in the 


al, 


commonwealth, 
Massachusetts prides herself on the 
maintenance of law and order. Public 


opinion will not approve any remission 
of the punishment because the act for 
which punishment was inflicted is felt to 
be an invasion of public rights and a 
breach of law and order. 

As long as we havea just and impar- 
tial government it can never be admitted 
fora moment that an appeal to force in 
the assertion of legal rights can be toler- 
ated or condoned, either in the case of 
corporations or individuals, 


I must therefore decline to grant the 
pardon.

Cox Makes Radical Propositions In 
His Financial Scheme. 


ALLISON HAS A COMPROMISE BILL. 


Income Tax Beams Forth asa 
Star of Hope. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 25.—The details of 
the amended financial plan which Messrs. 
Springer and Cox and two or three other 
members of the banking committee are 
discussing with Secretary Carlisle were 
learned yesterday. 

They had a long conference with the 
secretary and are of the opinion that the 
modifications to his plan meet his sanc- 
tion. The most radical of the new 
propositions for which Mr. Cox stands 
sponsor is that for the free coinage of sil- 
ver. 

It contemplates the cancellation of the 
Sherman notes. when received at the 
treasury and the issue of silver certificates 
in denominations of $1, $2 and 35, or of sil- 
ver dollars if the receivers prefer. ‘To back 
these silver certificates, it is proposed to 
coin all the bullion in the treasury, which, 
including $54,000,000 seigniorage, amounts 
to $181,000,000. It is calculated fhat not 
more than $10,000,000 can be coined ina 
year. 

The changes in the banking features of 
the plan provide that while the banks 
shall hold the same reserve now required, 
one-half shall be in legal tender green- 
backs or Sherman notes. Representative 
Cox explains that this arrangement would 
relieve the treasury of the raids upon the 
gold made possible by the large volume of 
outstanding notes, since 1t would dispose 
of #200,000,000 of notes by using them to 
form the basis of banking and $100,000;000 
for reserves in banks, It is conceded that 
it might be necessary to empower the 
secretary to issue low rate bonds to pro- 
tect the treasury against large withdrawals 
of geld. 


Allison’s Bill Favored, 


The proposition of Senator Allison to 
authorize the secretary of the treasury to 
issue exchequer notes to run one, two and 
three years, bearing a low rate of interest, 
appears to meet with much favor on both 
sides of the chamber. 

They would be simply in the nature of a 
temporary device to assist the treasury in 
tiding over the present crisis, and afford a 
breathing spell until the operations of the 
new tariff law had been fairly tested as to 
its ability of producing sufficient revenue 
to meet the demands of the government. 

The free senators on both sides 
of the chamber, it is understood, will not 
antagonize a measure of this sort. They 
have announced their determination to 
antagonize ang defeat any proposition 
looking to the issue of bonds to run fora 
long period, redeemable in gold. 

The advantage of exchequer notes, in 
the minds of senators who are op- 
posed to the issue of bonds, is that they 
cannot be utilized by the banks. It is 
now the belief of those senators who un- 
derstand the situation in the senate that 
the authorization of something like these 
notes will be the only legislation that can 
be enacted at this session. 

In order that there should be harmony 
and united action among the Republicans 
concerning fluancial legislation, a Repub- 
lican caucus will be held today for the 
purpose of considering matters relating to 
the financial situation and other iimport-

DROWNED HER BABES. 
Drink Probably Led a Boston Woman 
Commit a Fearful Deed.

Our Interests In the Pacific. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 25.—The acting sec- 
retary of the navy sent to the senate the 
reports of the preliminary survey of Pearl 
harbor by Rear Admiral Irwin.

At Least There is No Evidence to 
Hoid Braintree Prisoners. 


THEY ARE BOTH DISCHARGED, 


Edward Jackson Held for Grand Jury for 
Selling the Liquor, 


For want of probable cause John Glover 
and Reginald C. H. Watkins, who were 
charged with the murder of Michael Ten- 
ney at Braintree, Saturday night, Jan. 12, 
were discharged by Judge Humphrey in 
the District court this morning. 

The details in this case have been given 
fully in the columns of the LEDGER, 
which announced several days ago that the 
two men would probably be discharged. 

They were with Tenney on the after- 
noon of that fatal day and considerable 
liquor was drank, especially by Tenney 
and Watkins. 

Watkins and Glover were arraigned some 
two weeks ago for causing Tenney’s death 
and both pleaded not guilty. They were, 
however, held withoat bail until this morn- 
ing. This was done that Judge Humphrey 
might have an opportunity to hold the 
in qrviest. 

The inquest was held this week and oc- 
cupied the larger part of two days in tak- 
ing the testimony, as a large number of 
witnesses were examined. 

Botb Watkins and Glover were confident 
they would be discharged and when the 
clerk so announced it they appeared as 
cool and calm as though notbing unusual 
had happened, 


As soon as this case was disposed of, 
that of E!ward E. Jackson, who it is al- 
leged sold them the liquor on that fatal 
lay, was called for sentence. 

Before sentence was pronounced, Mr. 
Worthen, who appeared this morning for 
Jackson, asked permission to put in some 
defence. - 

The court, however, ruled that the op- 
portunity for doing that had passed and 
hat the case had only been continued for 
sentence, 

Mr. Worthen then requested if the 
julgmeat was to be guilty that the court 
nstead of imposing sentence should hold 
him for the grand jury, which it did in the 
sum of $300.

AGONY IS OVER. 


Senate Passes the Nicaragua Canal BI! 
by a Decisive Vote, 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 26.—The bill pledg- 
ing the faith of the United States to the 
construction of the Nicaragua canal passed 
the senate last night by the vote of 31 yeas 
to2l nays. The final vote was not secured 
until 6:30. The Nicaraguan minister and 
many other diplomats interested in the 
project had seats in the diplomatic gallery 
throughout the voting. 

The bill, in brief, directs the issue of €70- 
000,000 of Nicaraguan canal bonda. Each 
of these is to bear the following guarantee: 

The United States of America guarantees to 
the lawful hokler of this bond the payment by 
the Maritime Canal company of Nicaragua of 
the principal of said bonds and the interest ac 
cruing thereon as it accrues. 

An additional §30,000,000 of bonds is to 
be issued without the United States guar- 
antee. The total $100,000,000 thus issued 
isto be used in constructing the inter- 
oceanic canal. ‘The secretary of the treas- 
ury is to have general supervision of the 
project. A board of 15 directors is to have 
immediate charge of the work. Of this 
board the president is to designate 10 
members, no more than two from any one 
state. 

The United States is to receive $70,000,- 
000 of canal company stock in return for 
guaranteeing the bonds, and is to holda 
mortgage lien on all the property of the 
canal company. 

Aside from the final debate and yote on 
the Nicaraguan bill, the main Interest of 
the day attached to a very caustic speech 
by Mr. Mills (Tex.) upholding the admin- 
istration policy in Hawaii and incidentally 
scoring the Sugar trust. 

The sundry civil bill passed in the house 
in the shortest time, so far as known, on 
record. It was under consideration but 
three days. As passed, the bill carries 
$3y, 125,721. Two propositions—offered re- 
spectively by Mr. Sayers and Mr. Coombs, 
the former’s to clothe the secretary of the 
treasury with power toissue United States 
bonds of such denominations as he should 
see fit, instead of as now, to reissue them 
of the same denomination, and the lat- 
ter’s to retire and cancel the gold certifi- 
cates and make them non-receivable for 
customs dues after July 1 next—furnished 
the principal theme*of discussion. Mr. 
Sayers’ proposition was defeated—74 to 87— 
while that of Mr. Coombs was carried 
without division. ‘This/Aompleted the 
consideration of the bill and it was passed. 

At the evening session of the house 
eleven private pension bills were favorably 
acted on without occasioning interesting 
debate. 


Standard ‘Oil's Rival. 

PittTspunG, Jan. 26.— The company 
which was projected ata meeting of in- 
dependent oil producers has taken decided 
shape and will be under charter within a 
month. David B. Kirk says: ‘The com- 
pany will embrace all independent pro- 
ducers and refiners in the United States. 
We will have a capital of $1,000,000 to 
start with, and get 5,000,000 when it is 
needed. ‘The company will erect a plant 
in every city in the United States where 
the Standard has one. We will handle 
only pure oil.” 

A Terrible Calamity. 

MENDOTA, Ills. Jan. 26.—The main 
building of Henning’s brewery in this 
city was wrecked bya boiler explosion 
yesterday, the concussion being so great 
that every buiiding in the city was badly 
shaken. The building destroyed was five 
stories in height. Six men were killed 
and six others were injured. It is thought 
more men are buried under tons of bricks 
and beams. ‘The loss of property amounts 
to over $100,000. 


A Louisiana Cyclone. 

New Iperia, La. Jan. 26.—A cyclone 
pussed over this city yesterday, blowing 
down a shingle factory, fences, some small 
houses and uprooting trees. No lives were 
lost. The residence of Dupeeville Miller 
at Port Leger was completely demolished. 
Miller was killed and his children were 
badly injured A number of boaiten 
were unr vofe d and others demolished. 


Killed Se and Himself, 

PHILADELPHIA, Jan, 26.—William H 
McGrath, 35 years old, shot his 8-year-old 
daughter Lillian, killing her instantly; 
then shot himsejf at his home yesterday, 
dying soon afterward. MeGrath left a 
letter addressed to his wife, in which he 
said he feared he would become insane 
and asked her forgiveness. 


A. R. U. Officers’ Trial Begun. 

CHicaco, Jan... 26.—'The trial of Debs 
and his associates was formally opened 
this morning. ‘The jury consists of eight 
farmers, an insurance agent, a real estate 
agent, a dealer in agricultural imple- 
ments and a painter and decorator. Not 
a single juryman is from Chicago or Cook 
county.

A PEACEFUL SUNDAY 


The Disorderly Element Was Not In 
Evidence at Brooklyn. 


THE FOLLY OF A RIOTOUS COURSE 


Now Appears to Be Fully 
Realized by the Strikers. 


BROOKLYN, Jan. 28.—Were it not for the 
scarcity of cars yesterday one would not 
have thought that one of the biggest 
strikes in the history of Brooklyn was in 
progress. Church-goers had to walk to 
church in many instances or take chances 
in the enormous crowds which took pos- 
session of the cars.

Dealing With Matters For Catholics In 
America to Consider, 

Roms, Jan. 28.—In the papal encyclical 
addressed to the American episcopate, the 
pope recalls the fact that he associated 
himself with the celebration of the fourth 

| centenary of the discovery of America, 
| the evangelization of which country was 
the first care of Columbus, which evan- 
gelization was realized by the Franciscan 
and Dominican monks ‘and the Jesuit 
fathers. 

After pointing out that the first Cath- 
olic bishop in America was a great friend 
of George Washington, the pope shows 
how the episcopal councils, aided by the 
breadth of view and the equity of American 
laws, assured the development of Catholic 
institutions. It was to contribute still 
more to this development that the pope 
founded the University of Washington, 
for it was of importance that Catholics 
should be in the front rank in sciences, 
provided they were as one in integrity and 
faith. 

With regard to the apostolic delegation, 
the pope states that it was substituted 
with a view to drawing closer together the 
Catholics of America andthe holy see, 
without in any way curtailing the powers 
of the bishops. ‘he American episcopate 
is urged to put an end to strife, to instill 
the ideas of unity and the perpetuity of 
marriage among the faithful. 

In particular the pope calls upon the 
bishops to turn aside workmen’s assoc ia- 
tions from lawbreaking, to teach journal- 
ists respect fur religion and truth, to re- 
prove those journals which pass judg- 
ment upon the episcopal pt and finally 
to turn Protestants to Catholicism by 
charity, by instruction in aecetus and by

The Tremont House, Boston, Erected in 
1828, Being Demolished. 

Among the first work from the Quincy 
granite hills was the stone for the Tremont 
House, Boston, now being demolished. It 
was erecied in the same year as the Quincy 
Unitarian church, Pattee’s History says: 

“The Tremout House was erected in 
1828, and the corner stone was laid by Mr. 
Samuel T. Armstrong, president of the 
Massachusetts Mechavie Association, July 
4, that year; the stone was hammered 
at States prison. The ornamental part of 
the entablature—the facade and portico— 
were executed by Mr. Samuel R. Johnson 
of Charlestown. It was among the first 
hotels of this class erected in the country.”’ 

The price of dressing stone at this time 
was: $1 per cubic foot for the columns, and 
60 cents per cubic foot for the cornice 
blocks, 

The stripping of the building has already 
begun, and the Herald says: The most 
difficult part to handle will be the granite 
front. Two power steam derricks placed on 
the floors of the building will handle these 
huge blocks of granite, quarried in Quincy 
when John Quincy Adams was President.

some exposed. 

The ‘‘pick’’ when drawn across the 
shields strikes the exposed strings, pro 
ducing chords, and goes over those cov- 
ered by the metal. The bridge has three 
rows of openings, thus making three 
shords of the key of C. The music of 
any piece consists of a sheet of cardboard 
having the air of the tune written in 
figures, divided into measures and char- 
acters before the proper figure, to indi- 
sate when to draw the pick over the 
shield to make the desired chord. 

The figures on the sheet lie directly 
ander the strings, which, when picked 
n one, two, three order, orin rotation, 
in each measure through the piece, play 
ihe air. While the air is going on the 
shords are drawn in wherever indicated. 
Jn the sounding board is a slip pasted, 
daving the proper letter under each 
itring corresponding with its note in 
he scale. The lettering on the sheet in- 
licates the strings to be struck. 

The ordinary notes on the staff are 
ised to give the time, and dashes on the 
item show when to draw in the chords 
m the shield. The tone of this instru- 
nent is sweet, and the chords go well 
vith the voice.—Pittsburg Dispatch.

STILL IN THE FIGHT. 


Administration's Opponents Will Push 
the Hawaiian Question. 


SPECIAL MESSAGE TO CONGRESS 


May Govern Business In the 
House This Week. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 28.—The week in the 
senate ope. ~ 1 with the renewal of the dis- 
cussion of the Hawaiian question, which 
promises to become the subject of several 
more very animated speeches before it 
shall be definitely and finally disposed of. 

The adoption of the Vest amendments 
and the Allen resolution, instead of dis- 
couraging the antagonists of the adminis- 
tration, has apparently had the effect of 
stirring them to even more strenuous and 
pronounced opposition. They express 
themselves as more hopeful of reversing 
the verdict of Saturday when the next 
vote shall have been reached, which will 
be on the final adoption of the substitute. 
Senator Teller inaugurated the discussion 
for the week witha continuance of his 
speech begun Saturday. 

The Hawaiian question will be confined 
to the two first hours of the daily sessions, 
and will at the expiration of this time 
give way to other subjects. The bank- 
ruptcy bill has been given the position of 
unfinished business, and will occupy at- 
tention for the greater part of the week. 
Senator George inaugurated the debate 
with a speech today. He expects the 
measure to encounter very pronounced op- 
position, and in this will not be disap- 
pointed, asa majority of the eastern and 
northern senators will be found to be 
against the bill. 

When the bill is disposed of in whatever 
way, the senate will probably proceed to 
consider the pooling bill. If the threst- 
ened conflict between this and the terei- 
torial admission bills should occur, 9 ma- 
jority of the Republican senators would 
support the faction favorable to the taking 
up of the pooling bill, and would prob- 
ably turn the tables in its favor. 

There are no appropriation bills now be- 
fore the senate, but thre of those: iin- 
ing unacted upon, viz., the District of Co- 
lumbia, the diplomatic and the postoffice 
bills, will be reported during the week, and 
itis Senator Cockrell’s purpose to call 
them up immediately with a view to get- 
ting them out of the way as soon as pos- 
sible. This he will do to the displacement 
of either the Hawaiian resolution or bank- 
ruptecy bill 

House Forecast. 

The prograia in the house for the com- 
ing week will be subject to revision in 
case President Cleveland sends a special 
message to congress calling for legislation 
to protect the gold reserve. If special leg- 
islation is demanded by Mr. Cleveland to 
meet the crisis, an effort undoubtedly will 
be made to comply with his wishes. 

Today, under the rule, is District of Co- 
lumbia day, but a vote will probably be 
taken on the bill to repeal the differential 
imposed by the tariff act on sugars from 
bounty paying countries before district 
matters get the right of way. Itis the 
present intention to give tomorrow and 
next day to the bill reported from the 
Pacific railroad commission to refund the 
debt of the Union Pacific road, but, as 
previously stated, this bill depends on the 
president’s wishes, The remainder of the 
week will be devoted to the consideration 


of the navy and agricultural appropria- 
tion bills.

DE GIER’S DEATH 


Derprives Russia of Services of One of the 
World's Greatest Diplomats. 

St. Peterspure, Jan. 23.—The c-use 
of the death of M. de Giers, the minister of 
foreign affairs, was angina pectoris, com- 
plicated with inflammation of the lungs. 
Since the beginning of December his con- 
dition was alarming, but there were trans 
itory rallies. He fell into a deep sleep 
early Saturday evening and passed away 
almost imperceptibly at 6 o'clock that 
night. {tis not likely that the death of 
M. de Giers will involve any change of 
policy, all of his probable successors being 
in accord with the czar in his desire for 
peace, 


PREMIER DE GIERS 
Nicholas Carlovitch de Giers was born 


in 1820. He was of Swedish ancestry. At 
the age of 1S he entéred the Asiatic de- 
partment of the minister of foreign af- 
fairs at St. Petersburg. In 184l-he was at- 
tached to the Russian consulate in Mol- 
davia. During the Hungarian campaign 
in 1848 he was employed as diplomatic 
official at the headquarters of the Russian 
commander-in-chief. 

In 1850 he was sent to Constantinople as 
first secretary of embassy. Subsequently, 
he served the czar in Roumania, Egypt, 
Wallachia and Moldavia, prior to his ap- 
pointment in 1868 as ambassador extraor- 
dinary and minister plenipotentiary at 
Teheran. 

In 1859 he was made Russian minister 
to Berne, later to Stockholm, and in De- 
cember, 1875, was appointed adjunct to the 
minister of foreign affairs and director of 
the Asiatic department, with a seat in the 
senate. In 1876, and again the year after, 
inthe absence of Gortschakoff, he had 
total direction of foreign affairs of the em- 
pire. Since 1832 he been at the head 
of the foreign department. 

M. de Giers was one of the most accom- 
plished diplomats of his time, concealing 
a magnificent knowledge of statecraft be- 
neath an habitual manner of taciturnity.

MR. PAGE’S SOFT SNAP. 
That's What Senator Allen Thinks It Is, 
Though Brother Senators Dissent. 

The crusade of Senator Allen, begun 
the other day, against the privileges 
granted to ‘tone Page,’’ who keeps a 
restaurant in the national capitol, will 
no doubt be appreciated along the shores 
of the Platte, however it may be on the 
left bank of the Potomac. 

The Nebraska senator says that Mr 
Page occupies, free of rent, seven or 
eight of the best rooms in the splendid 
building, four being devoted to the dis- 
pensing of food to hungry senators; that 
the government, through the senate’s 
contingent fund, pays for every stove 
and range ip the kitchen and every oth- 
er article of kitchen furniture. It pays 
for every pound of fuel used in Mr 
Page’s cooking, for all his lights, and 
even for all the ice, the latter alone to 
the tune of about $300 a mouth. Last 
year, as Mr. Allen is informed, the ice 
bill was over $3,000, and the govern- 
ment also paid for washing Mr. Page’s 
rooms and cleaning his carpets. In look- 
ing over the bills fer 1892 Mr. Allen 
found a purchase on one day of 170 
yards of axminster carpet and 106 yards 
of other carpet for the restaurant at 
$2.50 per yard put down, making $680 
for that item alone. A few years ago 
the kitchen was remodeled and fixed up, 
and the bill was $11,000, paid by the 
government. In addition to the annug) 
interest on that sum, represented in the

BROOKLYN, Jan. 29.—Master Workman 
Connelly yesterday made an offer on be- 
half of the strikers to the railroad offi- 
cers to return to work on the terms upon 
which they were working when the men 
went out. 

President Lewis replied that the men 
would be given employment on those 
terms where there were vacancies for 
them to fill, but he would in no case dis- 
charge new men to make places for the 
old.

The stones flew thick 
and fast, and both crews jumped from the 
cars and safety in flight 
three of the four men returned after 
police had dispersed the crowd, and 
fourth man, a conductor, has not 
heard of since.

LEGISLATURE. 


For Single-Headed Commlssions— Savings 
Bauk £xtra Dividends. 

Boston, Jan. 29.—The most important 
item of interest at the state house was the 
introduction in the house of three bills 
making single headed commissions of the 
railroad, harbor and land, and gas and 
electric light boards. 

A petition was received for an act pro- 
viding that once in every term of five 
years, if the net profits accumulated by 
savings banks over and above the guar- 
anty fund and dividends amount to 1! per 
cent of the deposits which have remained 
in the bank a year preceding, such net 
profits shall be divided among the de- 
positors whose deposits have remained 
therein for one year at least then next 
preceding, in proportion to the amount of 
dividends which haye been declared on 
their deposits during the three years next 
preceding 

Petitions were presented for an act pro- 
viding for insurance against loss or dam- 
age caused by leakage or breakage of 
sprinklers; that the wharves and docks of 
Boston be placed under public control; 
that the state board of health be instructed 
to investigate the sanitary condition of the 
Neponset meadows, 

Bills were introduced providing that no 
life insurance company shall enter into a 
contract of life insura@ce without having 
previously made a medical examination of 
the insured; establishing the salary of the 
clerk of the Boston board of police at $3000. 

A Republican steering committee has 
been appointed by members of the house. 
It consists of Prevyaux of Amesbury, chair- 
man; Bailey of Arlington, secretary, and 
Hibbard cf Boston, Jones of Melrose, Ban- 
croftof Clinton, Porter of North Attle- 
boro, Howe of Marlboro and White of 
Sandwich.

CLEVELAND’S MESSAGE 
Was the Principal Feature of Yesterday 
In Senate and House. 

WaAsHINGTON, Jan. 29.—The reading of 
President Cleveland’s message formed the 
most interesting feature of yesterday's 
session of thesenate. It was presented 
shortly after noon, and there was very 
promptly a filling up of empty chairs by 
senators who were not on hand when the 
senate met. The president’s views and 
recommendations were listened to with 
close attention, and when the reading of 
the message was concluded it was sent to 
the finance committee. 

Most of the day was taken up by the 
passage of the house bill (with senate 
amendments) disapproving an agreement 
with the southern Ute Indians, providing 
for their removal from Colorado to Utah, 
allotting lands in severalty to those deserv- 
ing them, and to remove others from a 
portion of the present reservation and 
confining them to the western part of it 
and to several townships in New Mexico. 
The matter of the location of these In- 
dians has long been a vexatious one, difli- 
cult of settlement by the Indian com- 
mittees of both houses. Yesterday's action 
bids fair to result in the final settlement 
of the questian at an early date. 

The interest in the house centered in 
the president’s message, which was read 
immediately after the body convened. 
There was a slight skirmish over its refer- 
ence and that of the administration bill, 
which Mr. Springer introduced, but both 
were referred to the committee on bank- 
ing and currency, Mr. Wilson having 
waived jurisdiction of the bond feature of 
the message, which could have gone to the 
ways and means committee.

VALUE OF MODERN WAR DEVICES. 


Searchlight Revealed the Pres- 
ence of the Enemy. 


SHANGHAI, Jan. 80.—The Chinese mili- 
tary and naval commanders telegraph via 
Che-Foo that at 3 o’clock on the morning 
of Jan. 26 the Japanese fleet advanced 
upon Wei-Hai-Wei in two divisions of 19 
ships. 

The searchlights betrayed their pres- 
ence, and the guns of the Chinese fleet 
and shore batteries opened fire on the first 
division of the enemy's ships when they 
were within 1000 yards of the Chinese fleet. 
The fastest Chinese men-of-war and tor- 
pedo boats made a dash atthe enemy, and, 
after heavy firing, drove them off 

The first Japanese division went to the 
northwest and the second division south- 
ward. The Chinese claim to have injured 
several of the enemy’s ships. 

At the same time the Japanese made a 
Jand attack upon Wei-Hai-Wei from 
Ning-Hi. This was asurprise from the 
west. The alarm was given, however, 
and the Chinese repelled the attack. The 
Chinese lost sailors. The Japanese 
losses amounted to more than 300 killed 
and wounded.

Editerial Comment. 


QUINCY 18 to be congratulated on the 
activity in real estate, several sales re- 
ported yesterday aggregating over $40,000. 
Such a record in these times is an indica- 
tion of remarkable progress in Quincy. 
Many were doubtless surprised to learn 
that this land valued at over $40,000 was 
assessed for about $25,000. It is only 
another example that the assessors’ valua- 
tion on unimproved land is too low. The 
large land holders have escaped too long 
and the burden bas fallen upon the smal) 
taxpayer, the man with a smal! house. 
His house is usually assessed at ninety per 
cent. or more of its value, often as much as 
it costs, while the property sold above 
escaped at about sixty per cent. 

At the hearing at the State House, Tues- 
day, an attempt was made to discourage 
the new court house on the ground that 
the taxes and valuation of Quincy were 
high, but ex-Mayor Porter's statement that 
the assessors had greatly underestimated 
the Value of the land in the business centre, 
even where the court house stood, was 
nearer the facts as to valuation, The tax 
rate will probably be lower this year, and 
the average for six years has been but $14 - 
57. It is fact that real estate in Quincy 
is “‘ above par” and as long as this is true 
it is a good investment. People whose 
property is increased in value should not 
begrudge appropriations which accomplish 
it.

The Case of the Petitioners for New 
Building at Quincy. 


INADEQUATE AND UNHEALTHY 


Are the Charges Against the Present 
Quarters Occupied Since 1872, 


The following petition bas been presented 
to the Legislature and the petitioners were 
given a hearing on Tnesday at the State 
House: 

That the present rooms occupied and 
used by the District court of East Norfolk 
are wholly insufficient and unsuitable for 
the purpose of holding said court therein, 
and the accommodations for the court, bar, 
and parties attending the same, are entirely 
inadequate; that the sanitary arrangement 
of said rooms is poor and unhealthy. 

Thac the convenience of all parties con- 
cerned in the transaction of the business of 
said court requires that different and 
better rooms be procured for holding the 
same, and we recommend and petition the 
passage of the accompanying bill. 

Representative Hammond said the peti- 
tiopers were present and would give infor- 
mation. 

Lawyer McAvarney 

Believed the district court at Quincy was 
the largest with one exception in the State. 
It included in its jurisdiction the city of 
Quincy and the towns of Milton, Braintree, 
Randolph, Holbrook, Weymouth and 
Cohasset. Norfolk county stood fourth in 
valuation in the State with a probability of 
being third. The question was, is the 
district entitled to a better court, He 
showed that it paid a large proportion of 
the county taxes, that the business of the 
court had increased largely, and argued 
that it was entitled to reasonable facilities, 
A visitation of the committee would con- 
vince them it was lacking in conveniences, 
had a dark entrance, a low ceiling, no 
ventilation, no safe place for records, that 
its sanitary arrangements were foul, A 
luxury was not wanted, but the fact was, 
none was so poor as the court room at 
Quincy. The movement was endorsed by 
the county commissioners. 

In reply to H. H. Faxon he said he did 
not appear as counsel, 

In reply to ex-Commissioner Wiggin he 
said the district court house at Maldcn had 
been erected by county. 

Proceeding Mr. McAnarney said plans 
for a $55,000 building had been prepared 
and would be submitted. It would provide 
accommodations also for the probate court, 
and possibly a police station for the city. 


Judge Humphrey 

Had presided over the court in its present 
building for twelve years. His main ob- 
jection was the sanitary arrangement. It 
was extremely bad. He had been unable 
to getaremedy, The ventilation was bad, 
the light poor, and more rooms were 
wanted. Were the probate court room in 
building it could be utilized advantageously. 

In reply to Mr. Wiggin he said he was 
on board of county commissioners when 
room was rented for court. Never thought 
it a very desirable place. When he was 
county commissioner the board had 
endeavored to keep county out of debt and 
had found levy of $60,000 ample. After 
some hesitancy he said he would be willing 
to accept probate court room with extra 
ante rooms, but owner objected to having 
district court sit there. Did not know of 
any suitable room that could be rented. 
When the district court was established it 
was somewhat of an experiment,

Also considered the accommodations inade 
quate and the sanitary arrangement ex- 
tremely bad. It was an old building which 
had been moved about, changed over, etc. 
The court was opened in 1872 and was one 
of the earlier courts. The business had 
more than doubled. Further, the building 
when crowded was unsafe, The probate 
court room would be inadequate for the 
district courtroom, The late J. Q. Adams, 
was opposed to having district court in 
building, He was not prepared to say 
that $75,000 was needed for a new bulld- 
ing. 
J.P. 8. Churchill 

The clerk of the court for five years, gave 
figures showing the increase in business, 
and also spoke of the poor accommoda- 
tions. Had complained to the county com- 
missioners about the unhealthiness, also 
to the Quincy board of health. The build- 
ing was unsafe, the records were unsafe, 
and money left in the building would be 
unsafe, 

Mr. Faxon’s first question on cross ex- 
amination was a bomb, ‘You don’t like 
me, do you?’’ Mr. Churchill was ex- 
from answering. He had never 
opened ventilator because the room leading 
to it was kept locked. 

Mr. Churchill admitted to Mr. Wiggin 
that the receipts after banking hours did 
nol average $3 per day, and that the safe 
might be safe enough for this.

WEYMOUTH EXTENSION, 


Selectmen Give a Hearing to Rival Street 
liallway Companies for Same Location. 


Shall the Quincy & Bosfon street rail- 
way or the Braintree & Weymouth street 
railway be granted the location from Com- 
mercial square, East Weymouth, over 
Pleasant street to South Weymouth, was 
the subject discussed before the board of 
selectmen Tuesday, at the Weymouth 
Town House. 

The tracks of the Quincy & Boston now 
extend to Commercial square East Wey- 
mouth, while those of the Braintree & 
Weymouth company extend as far as 
Weymouth Centre. Besides the location 
over Pleasant street, both companies desire 
alocation to the Hingham line. There 
was a large number present and the hear- 
ing was an juteresting one. 

A. B. Worthen, Esq , opened the hearing 
for the Quincy & Boston, which company, 
he said, had in Weymouth 97 persons hold- 
ing $50,000 of stock, The road was able 
to commence building at once, The di- 
rectors also held over $80,000 of rea) estate 
in North Weymouth, and also contem- 
plated building acar house and business 
block at East Weymouth. If the exten- 
sion was granted to South Weymouth that 
village would havea 21 cent fareto Boston. 

Mr. Worthen closed by presenting pe- 
titions containing several hundred signa- 
tures of citizens along the route of the 
proposed extensions, asking that the loca- 
tion be given to the Quincy & Boston, 

Other speakers for the Quincy & Boston 
were President Graham, N. D. Canterbury, 
Rey. A. B. Hudson, Rey. J. H. Macdon- 
ald, W. T. Rice, I. M. Norcross, John A. 
Connell, Z. L. Bicknell and George C, 
Torrey. 

Louis A. Cook appeared for the Brsin- 
tree & Weymouth Company. He sald if 
the road was given the belt line asked for, 
the company would take passengers all 
over Weymouth for 10 cents, and that it 
could be done in no other way. The com- 
pany would guarantee to have the road in 
operation in the spring. 

Mr, Cook also said if the Quincy & Bos- 
ton had furnished his company with pow- 
er that part of the line from Shaw’s cor- 
ner to Weymouth Landing would be in 
operation at the present time, 

President Graham stated his road would 
furnish power immediately at a price agreed 
upon by the selectmen, 

John Kelly, president of the Braintree & 
Weymou'h company, said his road was 
capitalized at $40,000, one-fourth of the 
stock being held in Weymouth, 

The hearing waxed warm at the latter 
part, Mr. Worthen stating that the Brain- 
tree & Weymouth company had issued its 
stock illegally, and had no standing as a 
corporation. 

The selectmen took the matter under 
advisement and will make their decision 
known later,

BAY STATE LEGISLATURE. 


A Flood of Bills and Petitions Introduced 
In the House. 

Boston, Jan. 30.—The house committee 
on the judiciary reported against the bill 
to authorize an additional member of the 
district police, 

Petitions were presented from the mayor 
of Cambridge for authority to establish a 
fire limit, the revision of its building laws 
and better protection againet fire; from 
the school committee of Boston for au- 
thority for the city to borrow $2,235,000 
outside the debt limit for purchase of sites, 
erection of new school bulldings and com- 
pletion and alteration of existing build- 
ings; that oities and towns be authorized 
to appropriate asum not exceeding $1000 
to be paid toa person risking his life to 
gave another person from injury; for legis 
lation providing for instruction in physical 
training in the public and other schools; 
for legislation providing for the payment 
of tuition at academies in towns where 
there is no high school; for a law provid- 
ing for & recount of votes cast at caucuses; 
for an amendment of the caucus act so as 
to make more clear what portions thereof 
apply to towns. 

Bills introduced: That the state board 
of education procure bona fide estimates 
and report to the governor and council 
before contracts for construction are 
made, what the excess of cost will be, 
if any, over the appropriation for each 
of the four new normal! school buildings 
authorized by the act of 1894, and walt 
further authority to proceed in each case 
where the cost is to exceed the appropria- 
tion; fixing the salary of the fire marshal 
at $3500 per annuum, a reduction of $1000 
from the present salary; to encourage the 
construction of macadamized roads by 
providing that where towns of less than 
10,000 inhabitants, or two or three adjoin- 
ing towns whose combined population 
does not exceed 12,000, vote to expend not 
less than $3000 a year for a term of five 
years and under other similar circum- 
stances small towns yote money for 
macadamized roads, the state shall fur- 
nish a steam roller; requiring street 
railway companies to provide guards for 
their front platforms; to make nota- 
ries public and justices of the peace eli 
gible for the office of license commis- 
sioner; providing compensation for exam- 
iners of applicants for,admission to the 
bar to be fixed by the supreme judicial or 
superior court; to repeal the habitual 
criminal act. 

In the senate the committee on insur- 
ance reported a bill requiring the registra- 
tion of agents of domestic insurance com- 
panies. 

The committee on cities reported a bill 
providing that the sewer loan up to $1,000, 
000 shall not be included in the debt limit. 

A bill relative to the useof the term 
“colored” in certain records and copies of 
records was taken from the files and re- 
ferred. 

A bill relative to vacation of judgments 
and writs of and petitions for review was 
referred to the joint committee on judi- 


clary. - 
A bill relative to the exemption from 
attachment by the trustee process of 


wages for personal labor and services was 
referred to the committee on judiciary. 


Wreck of the James Ives, 

PortsMouTH, N, H., Jan. 39.—Steamer 
Charles F. Mayer brought to this port 
Captain Fairbrothers and the crew of the 
schooner James Ives, which went down 
about half a mile east of the horizontal 
stripped buoy off Delaware Sunday after- 
noon, The crew had barely time to lower 
the boats when the Ives sunk. Captain 
Fairbrothers claims that the accident was 
due to the buoy being out of position, and 
on his arrival here noted a protest. The 
vessel was valued at $20,000. The captain 
and crew lost all their effects. 


Will Hurt Gloucester. 

GBOUCESTER, Mass., Jan. 30.—News of 
the decision of the treasury department 
that duty be assessed on the fare of frozen 
herring brought by the schooner Elector, 
which was admitted by Collector Pew 
duty free, is received with much unfavor- 
able comment here. It is the concensus of 
opinion that if the decision of the treasury 
department is sustained it will drive the 
fish business out of Gloucester.

DISCUSSION ON SPRINGER’S BILL 


By the House Banking and 


Currency Committee. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 30.—The proceedings 


of the session of the senate finance com- 
mittee yesterday were based upon a bill 
which had been prepared by Senator Voor- 
hees. 


This bill provided simply for the issu- 


ance of short time certificates which were 
to be used for the purpose of making good 


the reserve and of meeting the revenue 
When the afternoon ses- 


ing for the free coinage of silver. 
There was a motion to strike out the sil- 


ver provision, which was lost on a tle vote 
of 6 to 5, all the Republican members and 


Senator McPherson (Dem.) voting for the 
motion “and all the Democrats opposing 
There was also a tie vote on a motion 
to substitute the Springer bill for the 
Voorhees bill. A vote was then taken on 
the proposition as a whole, and it was lost 
by a vote of 7 to 8, Senators Vest and 
White, as well as McPherson, voting with 
the Republicans, 

The committee adjourned without agree- 
ing upon any definite time of meeting, 
and some*of the Republican members 
said afterward that they saw no reason 
for any more meetings, as it had been 
made evident that it would be impossible 
to accomplish anything in the committee. 
There was a full attendance of the com- 
mittee, except that Senator Jones of Ne- 
vada was absent. It was his absence that 
caused the tie vote. If he had been pres- 
ent, his vote would have been cast with 
the silver Democrats. 

The Banking and Currency Committee 
adopted an amendment to the administra 
tion bill to reduce the tax on bank circu- 
lation to 44 of l per cent yearly, payable 
in two installments of J of 1 per cent 
each. 

Several amendments were defeated. It 
was yoted to strike out section 5 of the ad 
ministration bill providing for the pay- 
ment of customs duties in gold, 

When the committee adjourned the two 
amendments were pending. One offered 
by Mr. Russell (Rep., Conn.) stipulates 
that the retirement and cancellation of 
legal tenders for each month shall not be 
greater than the increase in amount of 
national bank notes under the operation 
of the plan. This amendment was carried 
when first offered, and then there wasa 
successful motion to reconsider and pust- 
pone action for a day. 

Mr. Walker (Rep., Mass.) stands sponsor 
for the other pending amendment, which 
is to require one-half of the reserve funds 
of banks to be held in gold coin or gold 
certificates, the other half in silver coin or 
silver certificates. ‘len per cent of the re- 
serve is to be held in this stipulated form 
on July 1, 1895, 20 per cent at the end of 
three months, the change being made at 
the rate of 10 per cent a quarter until com- 
pleted. The discussion on this amend- 
ment hinged on the point whether forcing 
the banks fo secure gold for deposits 
would not cause a greater demand upon 
the treasury for gold than the raids which 
are now in progress. 

Several amendments were proposed 
which failed. Most important of their 
number was one to substitute the word 
“coin” for ‘‘gold”’ in the provision for pay- 
ment of the bonds, which commanded 
four votes, its opponents numbering six 
Another unsuccessful amendment was 
one to give the secretary of the treasury 
discretion to fix the rate of interest on the 
bonds and to make them payable alter 
various short terms, 

Considered by Congress. 

President Cleveland’s financial message 
has again started the eddies and currents 
of sentiment on the financial question in 
the senate. While this has not crystallized 
into definite action, several incidents oc- 
curred in the senate yesterday which indi- 
cate the general tendencies. 

Mr. Mandersoi (Rep., Neb.) presented a 
compromise plan. The senator empha- 
sized the need of concession and compro- 
mise in a vigorous speech, urging senators 
to give and take in order that some com- 
mon ground for meeting the financial 
emergency might be secured. In reply- 
ing, Mr. ‘Teller (Rep., Col.) made the sig- 
nificant declaration that no such compro- 
mise legislation could be effected at this 
session of congress. 

Among the measures passed during the 
day were those for the incorporation of the 
National Association of Florists and for 
the sale of interchangeable mileage tick- 
ets to commercial travelers, known as the 
commercial travelers’ bill, Most of the 
day was given to the bankruptcy bill. 

Work In the House. 

A special order was invoked in the housa 
to bring to @ vote on the bill to repeal the 
1-10 cent differential duty imposed by the 
new tariff law On sugars imported from 
bounty paying countries, andit was passed 
without amendment by a vote of 239 to 31 

A series of amendments—two looking te 
retaliatiation in case Germany refused to 
admit our sieat products after the repeal 
of the differential; one to repeal the % 
cent differential un refined sugar; onu 
to provide that this act should not be con- 
strued te mean that the United States sur 
rendered the right under treaties contain- 
ing favored nation clauses to affect boun- 
ties by the imposition of equivalent differ- 
ential duties, and one to place all sugar, 
raw and refined, on the free list—wer 
lost by practically party votes. 

The debate touched quite extensively on 
the treasury situation and the remedies tu 
be applied. Mr. Dingley made a long 
statement of the receipts and expenditures 
to show that the treasury was suffering 
from lack of revenue, aud that the first 
duty of the government was to increase 
the receipts. 

Mr. Reed took a similar view of the sit- 
uation, which was controverted by Mr. 
Wilson. The attempts to amend the bill 
by repealing the other portions of the 
sugar duties were opposed by Mr. Wilson 
on the ground thatif the bill was leaded 
down with amendments it would surely 
meet its doom in the senate. i 


Boston Wool Market, 


Boston, Jan. 30.—The wool market has 
maintained a steady tone during the past 
week, though the demand cannot be called ac 
tive. Some large sales are reported, due to the 
orders for wovlens received by the mills, espe 
cially in men’s wear. The London market 
shows a firmer Loney and this ulso helps the 
sale, 


CLEVELAND’S ADVICE 


— 


Strongly Endorsed by Solid Business Men 


of the Country. 
WasHineton, Jan. 30.—The national 


board of trade, in session here, unani- 
mously adopted the following resolution: 


Resolved, That the national board of trade, 


now assembled, strongly approves the earnest 
message concerning the financial condition of 


the country just sent tocongress by President 


Cleveland, and strongly hopes that congress 


will set aside all feeling, except from para- 


mount duty to the country, and enact that 
legislation that is necessary to strengthen the 


federal treasury, maintain the public faith 
and credit, and tend to relieve the industries, 
trade and business of the people from the 
financial disturbances from which they have 
Trecently suffered. 

The following telegram, signed by the 
presidents of 29 of the leading banks of 
Chicago, was received yesterday afternoon 
by Senators Cullom and Palmerof Illi- 
nois and Congressman Aldrich of Chi- 
cago: r 

The bankers of Chicago respectfully arge 
members of ths senate and house to unite in 
the immediate passage of « bill in conformity 
with the president's message. The business in- 
terests of the couniry demand such action. 

A dispatch from St. Louis says: Tho 
Merchants’ Exchange en masse, irrespec- 
tive of party feelings of its individual 
members, adopted unanimously resolu- 
tions calling upon congress for the early 
enactment of a law covering the recom- 
mendations of President Cleveland. 


Southern Chivalry. 

ATLANTA, Jan. 80.—There was a strik- 
Ing scene in the parlors of the Hotel 
Aragon yesterday, when Mrs. U. 8S. Grant 
received a large delegation from the Ful- 
ton Confederate Veteran association. The 
old soldiers were introduced to Mrs. Grant 
by General Evans, one of Lee’s brigadiers, 
and to each she gave a cordial handshake 
and akindly word.

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PROGRESS OF WOMAN SUFFRAGE. 


The Cause Has Advanced Twenty Years Ip 


The Past Twelve Months. 

The past year has been one momen- 
tous in results to the advocates of equal 
suffrage. A brief recapitulation is suffi 
cient to show that the cause has ad- 


vanced 20 years in the past 12 months 
through practical illustration of the 
workings of political equality. In less 
progressive localities the question has 
been discussed and public interest arous- 


ed, which is the first step toward actual 
results. 


In November, 1893, the women of 
New Zealand were enfranchised, voting 


at all the elections for all candidates. 
They secured the return of better men 


in several districts than had ever been 


elected before and ordained the retire- 


ment of others who, they claimed, did 


not represent the best social and polit- 


ical elements and were prejudicial to 
the best interests of the colony. Having 
been qualified to vote, they disbanded 


their franchise league and organized 
the Political Educational league and 
have devoted their time to a careful 


study of colonial politics. One amusing 


feature of the year in New Zealand has 


been a stormy debate in parliament as 


to their eligibility to membership in 
that important body. The women them- 
selves had expressed no desire for such 
advancement, but the honorable mem- 


bers, anticipating this finally, were 


looking the inevitable in the face. 

The example of New Zealand proving 
so salutary, the enfranchisement of 
women was also discussed in both the 
parliament of Victoria and New South 
Wales, in both of which colonies it will 
probably be adopted during the present 
year. In the Hawaiian republic the rep- 
resentative women of Honolulu, headed 
by Mrs. Whitney, the wife of the editor 
of The Pacific Advertiser; Mrs. W. O. 
Hall and Mrs. W. C. Wilder, wife of 
the vice president, and ably counseled 
by the Hon. Lorin C. Thurston, made 
an appeal for the franGhise under the 
constitution. The forces of conservatism 
were too strong to be overcome at once, 
but they secured a provision for the ex- 
tension of the franchise in the future by 
popular vote instead of by an amend- 
ment of the constitution. 

In the United States a year of unprec- 
edented activity among women was in- 
troduced by the citizens of New York, 
headed by Mrs. Stanton and Miss An- 
thony, to have the word ‘‘male”’ stricken 
from the constitution. While the main 
purpose was defeated, the contest was of 
incalculable benefit in enlightening the 
public mind and solidifying the suffrage 
forces. More than 500,000 names of rep 
resentative men and women were ap- 
pended to the petition submitted to the 
constitutional convention. Women of 
social influence and of the highest cul- 
ture and position opened their houses for 
suffrage meetings, in which they per- 
sonally participated. Permanent organi- 
zatious, of which these women are still 
the leaders, are continuing the work of 
agitation and education, which they 
will not relinguish until they have en- 
tirely accomplished what they have 
pledged themselves to do. 

In Wyoming and North Dakota wom- 
en superintendents of public instruction 
were elected. The campaign in Colo- 
rado was a revolution againt the old es 
tablished political methods. The wom- 
en carried on the most brilliant meet- 
ings everywhere, organized clubs, aud 
by precept and example induced the men 
to do their part. They cast 60 per ceut 
of the entire vote of the state. They 
elected as their own representatives Mrs. 
A J. Peavey, state superintendent of 
public instruction, and Mesdames Klock 
and Cressinghum members of the gen 
eral assembly. 

In Illinois each party nominated a 
woman candidate for university trustee, 
an oftice for which women were entitled 
to vote. The women were thoroughly 
organized, having the co-operation of 
their respective state central commit 
tees, and were furnished with headquar- 
ters and others facilities for carrying on 
their work. Meetings were held that 
were largely attended, the most notable 
of which was that in Central Music hall 
on the evening cf Oct. 10. Nearly 50,- 
000 women registered and voted in spite 
of discouraging and confusing legal 
complications. As in New York, the 
greatest interest was shown among the 
educated classes, women of position and 
culture taking a profound interest in the 
campaign, working and voting for their 
chosen candidate. The Republican can- 
didate was elected by something like 
151,000 majority, and the event was 
celebrated by one of the most brilliant 
banquets ever given in Chicago. 

The vote upon the suftrage amend- 
ment in Kansas was in the negative, 
but this, as in New York, is only a tem- 
porary defeat. In Nebraska also there 
Was much interest, clubs being formed 
for political discussion and work which 
nust result in future good. In view of 
all these facts it can no longer be assert- 
2d that women do not want to vote, and 
that they would not vote if they could. 
Wherever they have been permitted to 
take part in practical politics—in New 
Zealand, New York, Colorado or Iinois 
—a marked and unmistakable change 
for the better has been brought about. 
With the present rapid change in public 
opinion their exfranchisement through- 
out the whole civilized world is a mat- 
ter of but a few years. —Chicago Inter 
Ocean

Much of 
her time and money is devoted to the 
advancement of women, but she is 50 
averse to anything that savors of pub- 
licity that she refuses to come before the 
public if she can possibly avoid it. Mrs. 
Wallace bought the Tiffany chapel with 
the purpose in mind of presenting it to 
some church or institution as a memo- 
rial to the Wallace family. The price 
paid for the chapel was $50,000, —Chi.

BUT FEW LIVES WERE SPARED. 


Over Three Hundred Lives May 
Have Been Lost. 


Lonpos, Jan. 31—The North German 
Lloyd steamer Elbe, Captain von Gossel, 
from Bremen for New York, via South- 
ampton, has been sunk in collision with 
the British steamer Crathie, bound froia 
Rotterdam for Aberdeen. The exact loss 
of life is as yet. unknown, but report has 
it that it was enormous. Nearly all the 
cabin passengers on the Elbe were lost. 
The disaster occurred before daylight yes 
terday morning at a point some 30 miles 
from the Hook of Holland. 

The first intimation of the disaster came 
from Lowestoft, one of the chief English 
| ishing ports. The first dispatches stated 
that there had been 380 persons on the 
Elbe, and that only-19 had been saved, the 
rescued having been landed at Lowestoft 
by fishing smacks. Later it was learned 
that the Crathie, the steamer that had 
sunk the Elbe, had put into Maasluis, 
Holland, in a damaged condition. She 
reported that she had been in collision 
with an unknewn ocean steamer. 

When the news of the disaster became 
generally known, the excitement was in- 
tense. Cublg@ dispatches were at once for- 
warded to the principal European 
cities, and soon a flood of return dispatches 
was received asking for fuller information. 

The agents here did everything possible 
to learn,all the facts, and soon as any new 
| information was received it was at once 
| cabled to the various European capitals. 

Horrors of First Reports Realized. 

It was at first hoped that the reports of 

the disuster hud been exaggerated, but as

siowly and silentiy sank stern foremast 
beneath the waves, taking with her her 
human freight. 

Barely 20 minutes elapsed between the 
collision and the sinking of the steamer. 
A heavy sea was running, and the wind, 
which was from the east-southeast, was 
bitterly cold. 

The small boat containing the survivors 
tessed-about until 11 o’elock in the morn- 
ing, Several vessels were sighted in the 
meantime, but they made no replies to the 
signals that were set for them. The sur- 
vivors were nearly frozen, having hardly 
any clothing, and their sufferings were in 
tense. 

Eventually the fishing smack Wildflower 
saw the signals and bore down on the 
beat.. ln a short time the survivors were 
taken aboard of her, where everything 
possible was done for their comfort. 

One report has it that there were about 
400 persons on the Elbe, 240 of whom were 
passengers, 160 officers and crew and some 
cattlemen who were returning to the 
United States. 

There being a difference of opinion as ta 
the number of boats that were launched, 
the agent of the company has employed a 
steamer to proceed from Lowestoft to the 
scene of the wreck to search for any of the 
survivors that may be afloat. 

The German vice consul has purchased 
a quantity of clothing for the survivors, 
and has done everything in his power to 
relieve their distress, The rescued are 
now at the Sailors’ home at Lowestoft and 
the Suffolk hotei at that place. 

The Daily Graphic says that the officers 
of the Elbe were unable to calm the ex- 
cited steerage passengers after the. colli- 
sion. It known that three boats were 
launched. One of them was swamped be- 
fore ansbody entered it. The other two 
| boats got away, each containing about 20 
persons. Anna Boecker laid on the bottom 
of the boat which rescued her, partly im- 
mersed in water, for five hours, Not a com- 
plaint was made by her. 

Chief Stoker Fuerst says that the inrush 
of water quenched the’ fire quickly. All 
below knew from the torrent pouring in 
that nothing would prevent her from 
foundering.

Editerial Comment, 


THe LEDGER agrees with ex-Mayo 
Hayes of Lynn so thoroughly in his op- 
position to biennial! elections that it takes 
pleasure in giving almost in full his speech 
before the committee on constitutional! 
amendments at the State House Tuesday: 

“Those who advocate this important 
change in our election methods give as 
their reason that all but two states of the 
Union have less frequent elections than 
Massachusetts; that our election expenses 
are excessive; that the excitement of elec- 
tion disturbs business; that fewerlaws and 
shorter sessions of the Legislature are de- 
sirable. Are these reasons important 
enough to change the organic law of the 
commonwealth and alter tbe bill of rights ? 

The fact that other States have biennial 
or less frequent elections and limit legisla- 
tive sessions to sixty days, as more than 
half of the States do, is not of itself an 
argument for this proposed change. If any 
of these States have had better legislative 
work than Massachusetts, or are better 
governed, there is a good reason for follow- 
ing their lead in this direction. But we do 
not want in this Commonwealth some- 
thing that other States have s'mply because 
they have it. 

In constructive legislation in the making 
of laws for the general welfare and protec- 
tion of a community, Massachusetts has led 
all the other States. With annual elec- 
tions, short official terms and long legisla- 
tive sessions we have managed to take 
better care of our soldiers than any State, 
to educate the young better, to have more 
liberal labor legislation and construct safer 
corporation and insurance laws. If other 
States have better laws we should make 
haste to imitate them, but if our laws are 
uniformly superior there does not seem 
especial reason why we should deyart from j 
our system. It is fair to judge by results. 
Up to date the system we work under has 
been longer on trial and produced better 
work, 

In regard to election expenses, if annual } 
etections are desirable the cost of them} 
ought not to be a serious matter. Our! 
State expenses are very light. It costs six 
times as much to govern Boston as the 
whole State government expenses. 

To be sure, long terms for officials and 
less frequent elections cause less agitation | 
and expense, but the object of government 
is not to save trouble and expense, it is to 
protect and promote the interests of the 
community. Art, 22 of the Declaration of 
Rights says “‘the Legislature ought fre 
quently to assemble for the redress of 
grievances, for correcting, strengthening 
and confirming the laws and for making | 
new jaws as the common good may/} 
require.”’ 

The framers of our Constitution thought 
annual elections necessary, and what bave 
we seen in the government of other States 
to lead us to think they were wrong ? 
Have less frequent elections benefited New 
York? The investigation of the Lexow 
Committee happened in a year when the 
elections of a Mayor and Governor were | 
pending. But supposing such developments | 
had occurred, as they might have, under | 
the election laws of New York, when the 
election of these officials was three years 
ahead, and the aroused people could have 
pot have expressed themselves by vote} 
until three years hence. If the fathers 
could come on horseback and stage! 
coachés to the General Court to grant 
divorces and settle estates, it would seem 
that we might take the steam cars and 
electrics, and devote sufficient time to| 
modern concerns. 

These are days of rapid changes in pub- 
lic sentiment. The election of 1890 and | 
1892 are striking iilustrations. It is a| 
time when tbe daily paper is superseding 
the weekly, when we communicate by tele- 
graph and transportatiorf is done by steam 
and electricity. In such times we are | 
quite sure that it is the best policy to adopt | 
such a law as will prevent the people from | 


expressing their opinions of public men| 
and public measures, only once in two| 
years. 

The election of general officers annu ally | 
and the payment of their expenses from | 
the common fund was in the code for the | 
confederation of the colonies. It is in the! 
Constitution. The idea is a part of the 
bill of rights. It is one of the foundation 
stones of our system of government. Let | 
us bear in mind that this is the first repub- 
lie te endure for a hundred years. That} 
this is one of the principles on which | 
it was founded. We should be very sure | 
ef our ground before making the radical | 
ebange which is proposed by this meas-| 
ure.

LEGISLATURE. 


BAY STATE 
“Women Folks” Crowd to the Front te 
Plead For Municipal Suffrage. 

Bostoyx, Jan. 31.—The old representa- 
tive chamber was filled as it never was 
filled before, the occasion being a4 hearing 
given by the woman’s suffrage committee 
to those interested in municipal suffrage 
for women. 

About seven-eighths of those present. 
women. Mrs. Mary A. Livermoreditee 
duced those speaking in favor of the bill. 
There were five organizations of women 
present by representation. Mrs. Somerset 
was the first speaker. She compared the 
position of the women here with those of 
England, where she said that women en- 
joyed municipal suffrage. She said that 
there the women were placed on the same 
basis asthe men. She said she was in 
favor of women yoting for members of 
parliament. Ellen Hayes said she hoped 
that the men would see the justice of 
woman's suffrage, at least when they were 
on their way to heaven. Julia W. Howe, 
Emily L. McLaughlin, Mrs. Hill, Frank 
Foster and others followed. Thomas 
Russell spoke against the bill. 

Bills were introduced relative to the use 
of intoxicating liquors at encampments of 
the volunteer militia. The bill provides 
that whoever usesor has liquors in his 
possession at encampments shall be pun- 
ished by a fine of not less than 50, nor 
more than $500, or imprisonment not less 
than one, nor- more than slx months, or by 
fine and imprisonment. 

A petition was received relative to the 
exemption from taxation of certain dis 
abled soldiers and sailors. The bill ac 
companying the petition provides for the 
exemption of the property to amount of 
$2000 of every soldier and sailor in Massa- 
chusetts who served in the war of the re- 
beluon, and who was injured while in 
service.

Looking Toward a Solution of the 
Financial Question.

HOUSE MAKES SOME PROGRESS. 


Many Amendments to the Ad- 
ministration Bill. 


, 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 81.—The session of 
the senate yesterday was unusually event- 
ful-in giving expression to the intense 
feeling which has been aroused by the 
financial question and to the apparent 
hopelessness of arriving at a solution. 

Mr. Sherman of Ohio spoke for the first 
time since the new phases of the financial 
situation were presented. He urged the 
senate to take the subject from the finance 
committee, where the task of framing a 
bill, he declared, was hopeless, by reason 
of a tie. 

Mr. Sherman arraigned the advocates of 
free silver for pushing their demands to 
the point of paralyzing legislation. He 
asserted that the present emergency could 
readily be met by issuing bonds of such 
simple and convenient form that they 
would be taken by the people as well as 
by the banks, thus bringing the great 
labor savings in the savings banks to the 
rescue of the government. 

Mr. Vest lent a personal interest to the 
debate by declaring that the president was 
seeking to make congress accessory to the 
wielding of the single gold standard on 
the people. The senator asserted with 
dramatic emphasis that he had thus far 
held his peace, but there must now bea 
separating of the ways between him and 
the president. = 

Mr. Stewart (Pop, Nev.) declared that 
no realemergency existed, and that all 
the trouble that had arisen was due to ad- 
ministration discrimination in favor of 
gold against silver. 

Mr. Hill (Dem., N. Y.) said the first duty 
of the senate was to ascertain what was 
wanted by the administration. With that 
purpose in view and in order that congress 
could stand fairly before the country and 
the administration could deal fairly with 
congress and congress with it, he intro- 
duced a resolution directing the secretary 
of the treasury to inform the senate 
whether it is necessary or desirable that 
legislation should be had authorizing the 
issuing of bondsy treasury notes or other 
securities to realize moneys for the pur- 
pose of payfng current deficiencies in the 
revenues, andif so, the nature and sub- 
stantial details of such legislation. Mr. 
Hill desired that the resolution be consid- 
ered immediately, but Mr. Alen (Pop., 
Neb.) objected, and it went over. 

This ended the financial discussion and 
the senate began the consideration of rou- 
tine business. 

The Outlook For Financial Legislation, 
so far as the senate is concerned, con- 
tinues dismally opaque. The develop- 
mehts in the senate finance committee 
were not of a character to inspire hope. 

It was thought by the Republican mem- 
bers of the committee that either the Sher- 
man.or Allison scheme, the latter provid- 
ing for exchequer notes, would receive fa- 
vorable consideration when all other 
propositions failed, by obtaining a suffi- 
cient number of Democrats to secure fa- 
vorable report. 

The only Democratic member of the 
committee who voted with the Republi- 
cans on any of the prop&itions which the 
Republicans are willing to approve was 
McPherson of New Jersey. The Demo- 
cratic members would not accept any 
proposition that did not embody a full 
recognition of the white metal, by provid- 
ing for its free and unlimited coinage. 

Several members of the finance com- 
mittee, both Democrats and Republicans, 
in alluding to the action of the committee, 
remarked that the result showed that 
they could not agree upon any proposition 
looking to the relief of the treasury; that 
all that could now be done was to await 
the action of the house and consider such 
a measure as it might see fit to pass. 

The friends of silver in the committee 
will not accept any bond scheme without 
some recognition of that metal, while the 
Republicans and eastern Democrats, who 
believe that the only panacea for relief is 
the issue of bonds, wll not yield ansinch 
in their opposition to anything that looks 
to silver legislation, 

It was this clash of conflicting interests 
that made it impossible for the committee 
to accomplish any result, and the same 
causes are likely to produce the same re- 
sults whenever the question is resumed 
hereafter.

Making Progress, Big Ice Crop, 


The administration banking bill will be 
reported to the house tomorrow from the 
committee on banking and currency in a 
much amended form, and with a non-com- 
mittal recommendation that it be consid- 
ered. 

After the various amendments had been 
disposed of yesterday, a motion was made 
that the Carlisle bill, with the state bank 
clause eliminated, be substituted for ir. 
This was lost—¥ to 4. 

A motion to report it with the recom- 
mendation that it do not pass was loss—i0 
to 3—and the final motion that it be re- 
ported without any recommendation was 
carried—10 to 3. 

The amendments to the bill provide that 
the 60-year bonds may be paid 10 years 
after date of issue at the option of the 
United States government; that when 
legal tender notes are redeemed in gold 
and not reissued the amount thus disposed 
of must not exceed the amount of the 
national bank circulation taken out after 
the passage of the act; that the tax upon 
the circulation of national bank notes be 
\% of 1 per cent per annum instead of 1 per 
cent per annum; that the clause which 
allows the issuance of silver certificates of 
denominations of less than $10 b> stricken 
out; that the limitations of the amount of 
lawful money which may be deposited 
during any calendar month for the pur- 
pose of withdrawing national bank circu- 
lation be repealed. This last is known as 
the Warner amendment. 

The Walker amendment, known as 
section 5, was also agreed to, It reads as 
follows: 

Section 5—That from and after July 1, 1895, 
10 per cent of the cash reserve required by law 
shall be kept in coin or coin certificates, and 
not less than hf of such coin or coin certiti- 
cates shall be in gold coin or gold certificates, 
and that such cash reserve required by law 
shall be kept in coin or coin certificates in 
amounts increased by 10 per cent of the whole 
cash reserve required to be kept by the law on 
and after the first day of each quarter of the 
calendar year until the whole cash reserve 
shall be in coin or coin certificates, and not 
less than one half of such cash reserve gall at 
all times be in gold coin or gold certificates.
